[Text] The only option left open for the Islamic states is to use all their 
forces and capabilities to defend their existence and dignity, now that 
Iereel has thrown the gauntlet in the face of every Moslem in the world by 
promulgating the so-called law to annex Jerusales. 


lereel chose this particular time to take this provocative step to further 
entrench its pigheadedness, intransigence and disregard for the destiny of 
the Arabs and Moslems and its disdain for all international values, canonical 
laws, laws and resolutions. 


If regret is no longer useful vis-a-vis the attitude of President al-Sadat 
who has decided to resume the autonomy teikes with Israel at the same moment

This is where the Islamic states’ fo-eign minister conference, which is to 
convene in Islamabad tomorrow, becomes important. In the light of its 
resolutions and results, the extent of the Arab and Islamic states’ earnest 
intention to confront the common enemy will be judged, as well the decisive 
and firm steps they will take in response to the Zionist threat which is 
exacerbating day after day without meeting any suitable deterrence or real 
resistance which might check it. 


The Israeli decision has brought home to all the Islamic states, without 
exception, their historical responsibilities. If they do not discharge 
their responsibilities sincerely, loyally and honestly, they will have 














committed an u.pardonable crime against Islam and the Moslems and contri- 
buted, by their hesitation, fataliem and negligence, to the destruction of 
the holy palces, the future of the coming generations and the fate of the 
nation. 


The leaders and officials must realize that their peoples have had enough 
words, speeches, etatements, conferences, committees, resolutions aad re- 
commendations. If the upcoming conference ie going to lose iteelf in such 
labyrinths, then it would be better for it not to convene. 


The criterion of success is undoubtedly the return to the rules of the reli- 
gion and the immediate invitation of the Moslems to perform one of their 
rites, namely. a Holy Jihad to rescue their holy places and defend their 
religion and history.

PALESTINE LIBERATION ORGANIZATION, UN STRATEGY DISCUSSED 
London AL-~DUSTUR in Arabic 7 Apr 80 pp 9-12

Coming; Precipitous Action To Isolate the United States From Its Buropean 
Allies Has Become Necessary; If Americans Use Veto Against Security Council 
Debate of Palestinian Question, Ceneral Assembly May Resort to Measure That 
Was Put Imto Practice in the Question of Soviet Intervention in Afghanistan") 


[Text] The Palestinians are coming back to the United Nations. This is the 
title of the Arab strategy that has been drawn up to face the alternatives 
that are available at the present stage. Movement in the direction of this 
strategy became evident when the Palestinian question was presented to the 
Security Council and when the idea to amend Resolution 242 or, according to 
the British, supplement it with a rev resolution emerged. Raghidah Darghan, 
AL-DUSTUR's correspondent in New York, followed the Security Council debate 
and wrote this analysis whose framework was completed by Khalid al-Sharif 
in London. 


Late last month ‘Arafat toured the streets of New Delhi in the Indian vresident's 
black limousine. His visit to India came to an end with Indira Ghandi grant ing 
the PLO representative full diplomatic recognition. 


In Austria Zionist organizations demonstrated against Chancellor Bruno Kreisky 
to protest Austria's recognition of the organization. It appeared that 
Britain, France and West Germany were about to announce similar steps. When 
asked about Britain's position on the situation in the Middle East after he 
presented his credentials to Yitzhak Navon, John Armstrong Robinson, Britain's 
new ambassador to Israel stated, “It is useless to think that a solution to 
this problem can be achieved without the PLO." 


In London, leaders of the Jewish community in Britain released a statemen 
that was published in the newspaper, JEWISH CHRONICLE. The statement was 
signed by a number of influential Jews who control broad sectors of the 
British economy which is guided by Jewish economics adviser, Sir Keith Joseph 
in accordance with the theories of Milton Priedman, an American Jew who 
believes in an economy that is completely free of any government intervention. 








The statement announced that Security Council Resolution 242 and the Camp 
David Accords conetituted the only real foundations [for peace] in the 
Middle East and that amending these accords would jeopardize the peace 
process. 


To counter al-Sadat's agreement to take one new step to move the Camp David 
procese forward is *» fact that Begin has continued to usurp the territory 
remaining on the Wee . snk, while Carter announces in Washington that one 

of the factors that led to his defeat in the presidential primaries in New 
York and Connecticut was the ves vote cast by the U.S. representative at the 
Security Council early in March for the resolution condemning the Israeli 
settlement policy. 


To observers these events appeared to be like the background music to a broader 
operation that sought to bring about the return of the Palestinians to the 
United Nations. This operatic. would go beyond the first and the second 

Camp David, and it would move on the basis of the fact that the status quo 

had dealt a fatal blow to the idea ~° a Geneva Conference. 


The Matter of Timing 


It was this context that the U.N. Security Council suspended its debate of 
the Palestinian question. Diplomatic observers expected that discussion of 
the matter would be postponed till July. In the midst of the numerous dates 
that were mentioned for initiating the debate, it appeared to some that the 
United Nations would not assume a Palestinian identity before the summit 
conference, which is to include the countries of the European Economic 
Community, is convened in Venice next June. 


Qi the other hand, the U.S. presidential elections are to be held in November, 
and the second Camp David Summit is to be held on the 26th of May. 


These numerous dates make timing a factor that is subject to debate and 
discussion in the process of drawing up any strategy. Trade-offs that are 
carried out around questions of substance become severe trials that take up 
years and years. However, when timing becomes the basis [of a discussion], 
the problem itself disintegrates and comes apart to reveal bitter facts and 
realities about politics and diplomacy. 


This experience was repeated last week at U.N. headquarters when the Security 
Council met to discuss the problem of Palestinian rights. This time the 
forces that had polarized the question of timing for the debate on Palestinian 
rights were the representatives of Western Europe on the one hand. and 

[those of] the Liberation Organization and other forces, on the other. 


The vear 1980 has given form to what is now being called the European initiative 
on the Palestinian problem. But this initiative which was received with 
enthusiasm did not go beyond all the modest possibilities that follow one 

broad course: that is, the right of the Palestinians to determine their own 
destiny. Those who expected decisive changes to take place erred in having 
excessive expectations. 








This .e due to several reasons: 


*First, Western Europe is not prepared to move away completely from the U.S. 
course, 


*Second, even when Western Burope chooses to act independently of the U.S. 
plan, it does so with deliberation, without hurry, with circumspection and 
with caution, 


*Third, the NATO allies will not allow any organization, and especially the 
PLO to drive a wedge between Europe and the United States. They are in fact 
taking action that would give an impression which iv different from reality, 
even if this involves the hypocrisy and the flattery that it does involve. 


What happened at the United Nations in late March and early April reflected 
e clear desire for a confrontation. The Special Committee for Palestinian 
Rights which coordinates its activities with the PLO asked that the Security 
Council meet before the 3let of last March. This was in response to the 
resolution that was adopted by the U.N. General Assembly last year. What 
catches one's attention is the fact that this date was set up as the last 
date for the council to have convened so as to deal with the problem. This 
means that if the [Security] Council were to fail to debate the rights of 
the Palestinians, the U.N. General Assembly would hold an emergency session 
im accordance with a measure that has been called, “Unity for Peace," This 
measure was put into practice recently in connection with the question of the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 


But what exactly did happen in the confrontation between Western Europe and 
the Palestinians? 


Political observers and anklysts indicate that Western Europe had sent a 

number of telegrams or indirect messages to the Arab community at the United 
Nations in an attempt to persuade the parties that are immediately concerned, 
and especially the PLO, to postpone the deliberations of the Security Council 
until next summer. But when Zuhdi al-Tarzi, the PLO observer, returned from 
Beirut to New York, he had clear instructions to proceed with the call for a 


meeting. 
The Isolation of the United States 


Some political analysts explain this step as an indication of the PLO's desire 
to reveal more of the United Stateg' negative policies and, hence, to strengthen 
its own position and that of the Arab bloc in an attempt to exert pressure 

on the Americans. 


Conversely, other analysts think that the United Nations was coming under 
Soviet pressure and that the purpose of that pressure was to continue the 
debate of the problem until the United States became completely isolated, 
and particularly in that area. The cold war between the two superpowers 
usually involves one superpower attempting to deploy strategies to isolate 
the other through a third party. 








Purthermore, in case @ moderate resolution that te consistent with proclaimed 
Buropean positions ise draws up and pul te 4 vote, it wae expected that Western 
Rurope would support euch « resolution and that the United States would veto 
it, This, corsequently, would create « rift in U.8.-Rurepean relations, and 
it would embarrass the United States in world public opinion, The Liberation 
Organisation thought about thie situation ae one of the pressure policies that 
are avaliable (to it) new, 


Officially, the Liberation Organisation thinke that giving more time | before 
deliberations begin), postponing deliberations or leaving the matter of ¢ iming 
open only helpe lereael in ite attempte to tighten ite control over the occupied 
Arad land. The more the Seourity Council deliberates, the more do the 

lereeli settlements increase in « manner that would carry them beyond the 
ability of the United States or of the United Nations to helt the sovement 

to establish settlements. 


But waiting until another date, namely, the 26th of May when the Camp David 
seseion on the Palestinian autonomy talke is to be held, implies, among 
other matters, an acceptance of the Camp David resolutions on the basis of 
an acceptance of the statue quo. 


Gm the other hand, Western Biropeans need the toole that are necessary to 
formulate a clear course that would be independent of the Camp David couree. 
Waiting for the autonomy talke to be held may give Western Burope the 
@umunition it needs, especially since it is expected that the second Camp 
David talke will yield negative results. Purthermore, Western Burope wants 
to avoid sending 4 direct challenge to the United States, especially since 
the United States is presently displeased with Burope's conduct and may 
interpret any step that is made by the Security Council with regard to 
sensitive problems euch ae the rights of Palestinians, to be an attempt to 
impede President Carter's efforte and even to thwart hie chances of being 
re-elected. 


Some Buropeans express their surprise with what they call the Arabs’ lack of 
concern with the U.S. elections. They insist that embarrassing Carter will 
reduce his chances of being re-elected, and, consequently, will incresse the 
chances that another democratic candidate, Edward Kennedy, or the republican 
candidate, Ronald Reagan, will be elected. It is not expected that either 
Miward Kennedy or Ronald Reagan will respond positively to the problem of the 
Palestinians. Garter, however, will be in « position that would allow his to 
bring about positive changes in U.S. policy towards the Palestinians. 


Young's Resignat ion 


It seems thet numerous Arab and non-sligned countries are in agreement with 
the Buropean position. They even think that waiting 2 months in order to 
protect the Buropean initiative would be worth it. Accordingly, som 
diplomate recall the uproar thet wee created in U.S. public opinion when the 
question “ee presented to the Security Council last August. It 


























the foreed resignation of former U.5, ambassador [te the United Nations), 
Andrew Young. Arebd diplamate aleo recall that this uproar wae not merely 
& matter of « sudden posture that was segumed in the course of events, but 
thet it wee eleo «4 relapse or « step backwards. 


Regardless of (the question of) timing the problem is one of an attempt to 
amend of rather to supplement Resolution 242 and to affire the right of the 
Palest iniene to determine tieir ow destiny. This includes their right to 
eetablieh their independent estate. 


While Prance end Austria are leading the especial Buropean efforts concerning 
self -determination, Britain is trying to supplement Resolution 242 with a 
new resolution that would sake Resolution 242 acceptable to the Palestinians. 
Qne of the commen errore in thie regard ie the reference that is made to 
amending Resolution 242 at the same time that the United Kingdom is trying 
to come up with 4 new resolution which does make reference to Resolution 
242, tut supplements it by referring to the right of self-determination. 


All the efforte that are being made within the framework of the U.N.'s peace 
initiative fall into the course of replacing the Geneva Conference and 
overlooking Camp David. But the PLO has not indicated that it would accept 
the principle of supplementing Resolution 242 in epite of the fact that the 
draft resolution which we presented to the counci’ last August wae directly 
inepired by--if we do not say drafted by--the PLO. The organization has 

to accept this idea. Gm the official scene the PLO opposes 
Resolution 242 on the basis of the fact that it refers to the Palestinians 
ae refugees and not a6 4 nation with political standing. 








Refusal To Recognize the Organization 


The U.S. administration, however, hae recently reiterated that it was not 
prepared to recognize the PLO unless the organization wore to accept Resolut ion 
242. To the Americans thie seane accepting the Iereelis' right to exist. 

Many Palestinians express their suspicion of U.S. intentions especially 

since the PLO has submitted enough data abut the organization's policy. 

Such policy matters which have been recorded in official mimtes can be 
construed as recognition of Iereel. Those Palestinians believe that the 
United States prefers not to understand the hints that are being made even 
though it ie fully aware of what they imply. 


The fact is that U.S. policy at this time im particular seeks to thwart any 
attempt made by the Liberation Organization to take up 4 position that is 
related to any settlement. As it pursues « negative course towards the 
Palestinians, the Uited States prefer to deal with an “extremist,” an 
“intransigent™ or even « “terrorist” organization--ae the Americans would 
say~~in order to justify ite ow position. But if the Liberation Organization 
were to achieve guarded success with the Buropean initiative, some diplomat ic 
sources in Washington do not find it unlikely thet the PLO will be able to 
isolate the United States to the point of forcing it to alter the course of 

















ite policy so that it would comprise the idea of Palestinian rights. The 
United States would then find iteelf face to face with new political realities, 
But it is certain, the diplomate add, that such a change in the course of the 
United States is not expected to take place before "he next presidential 
elections next November, In fact, the matter may take at least 2 yeare if 
Carter te not re-elected, 


Those diplomate affirm that « confrontation with the Buropeans will not yield 
any fruitful results. Inetead, the Buropeane may be dealt with at the same 
time that pressure ie being exerted on them. This is the suitable alternative 
for the Liberation Organisation under the present conditions and circumstances. 


While waiting for the appropriate decision to be made in this regard, observers 
think that the two separate invitations which were sent by Carter to al-Sadat 
and Begin to visit Washington constitute an attempt to eave what is left of a 
dubious stock [of credibility) concerning 4 solution to the Palestinian 
problem. But King Husayn's refusal to vieit Washington last week has made 
some Western political commentators extremely reluctant to believe that it 

ie likely that Carter will convene a second Camp David conference. Briefly 
epeaking, Carter is confronting two notions of peace or autonomy on the Weet 
Bank. According to a commentator for the Sritish newspaper, THE OBSERVER, 
“Carter has no way of transforming Begin's notion [of autonomy), which allows 
for the existence of semi-free Palestinians in a Palestine that is supervised 
by lerael, into al-Gedat's understanding of it. Al-Sadat's understanding of 
autonomy calle for a Palestine that is almost free.” 


Precipitous Action Ie Necessary 


But the Palestinians who do not like al-Sadat's understanding [of autonomy), 
which advocates a Palestine that is “almost free," are moving in a direction 
that rune counter to that of Camp David. They are making 4 last attempt to 
made the United Nations aseume a Palestinian identity by exerting pressures 
on lerael and on the hited States through the United Nations. 


Whether the meetings of the United Nations are postponed for a short time or 
for a long time, the Palestinians’ insistence on the principle of bringing 

the problem up for discussion stems from the Arab sense that there is positive 
movement in western public opinion. The Palestinians know that if the 

debate on the Palestinians’ right for self-determination were to turn into 

a Security Council resolution, the United States would undoubtedly veto it. 

But this would isolate the Americans more than ever before, and it would reveal 
to them the exorbitant price they may have to pay for implementing the policy 
of supporting Iereel at any price. In fact, those who are now insisting that 
Palestine return to the United Nations do not hesitate to avow that | recipitous 
action in thie regard is essential as long as the Likud government led by 
Begin is trying to give the Israeli winged serpent or the serpent which is 
masquerading as a dove, the time that it needs to digest and to take in what 
is left of occupied Arab land.

BACKGROUND OF KELATIONS WITH USSR DISCUSSED

/Text/ There are various historical days; some are celebrated in gather 
inge by members of a family and friends and others in the scope of a city 
or tribe. However, there are days which whole peoples celebrate. The 
110th anniversary of the birth of V. I. Lenin, the founder of the Communist 
Party and the Soviet government, is celebrated by ail progressive mankind 
end toilere throughout the world. 


The name of V. I. Lenin is dear and close to the people of Afghanistan. 
It is connected with hie struggle to estebliesh independence and establish 
relations between the Soviet Union and Afghanistan, which is considered 
the most importent condition for guaranteeing the freedom and territorial 
integrity of the nation of Afghanistan. 


Vv. 1. Lenin, who, following the great October socialist revolution in 1917, 
headed the Soviet government, struggled with totel decisiveness in order 
to bring closer and save all the oppressed, downtrodden peoples. Ten cay 
after the great October, on 26 October 1917, the Second Congress of the 
Soviets of Ail Russia, the highest body in Soviet Russia, ratified the 
Peace Decree written by V. I. Lewin, in which aggression of all kinds snd 
forms was condemned, respect for the rights of peoples to determine the.. 
destinies was declared, the principle of the equality of great and emali 
peoples was affirmed, and the occupationiet policy of « lonialiem was ce: 
egorically condemned. 


This document also had vitel importance for Afghanistan, an iaportance 
which could not be ignored; it showed that for the first time « great 
country had appeared which sided with the struggle of the peop ie of 
Afghanistan for liberation against colontalists. 


The Soviet government, under the supervision of V. I. Lenin, looked upon 
Afghanistan as « government possessing equal rights. 
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The Brest Litovek peace treaty concluded by the Soviet Union and Germany 
on 3 March 1914 was the first diplomatic document officially to recognize 
the independence of Afghanistan. That article was included in the document 
at the request of V. |. Lenta, 


lt was plein thac if direct diplomatic relations were to be established 
between Soviet Russia and Afghanistan, great opportunities would be made 
available cto provide the people of Afghanistan with aid in their struggle 
to win nationel independence. 


On 7 April 1919, Amir Amanolleh sent a letter addressed to V. I. Lenin in 
which the readiness of independent Afghanistan to establish friendly rela- 
tions with Soviet Russia wae announced. Moscow, at the outset, learned of 
the contents of the letter from the amir of Afghanistan by radio, but the 
letter iteelf only reached Moscow on 21 May 1919. In those years, organ: 
ized postal and transport relations did not exist between the two countries. 


Vv. I. Lenin's response to the amir of Afghanistan was transmitted immedi 
ately. On 27 May V. I. Lenin taformed Kabul: 


"In expressing gratitude for your highness’ decision to establish close 
relations with the Russian people, we request that you appoint your of- 
ficial representative to Moscow and we too, in our turn, are prepared to 
dispatch « representative of the government of workers and peasants to 
Kabul. We beseech your highness to give the order that all officials are 
to give hie permission to enter without hesitation." 


In this letter, V. I. Lenin foresaw with exceptional farsightedness that: 


"The establishment of firm diplomatic relations between the two people 
will provide extensive opportunities for qutual assistance against ail 
kinds of aggression and encroachment by foreign plunderers of the freedom 
of others and the geins of others.” 


¥. I. Lenta'’s letter was transmitted to Tashkent by wireless and ite con- 
tente reached Amir Amanoliah. The original copy of the letter was sent 
from Moscow to Kabul « little later. The correspondence between V. I. 
Lenin end Amir Amanolleh gave autual recognition and establishment of 
diplomatic relations between Russia and Afghanistan legal status. 


Vv. I. Lenin led the Soviet government and its foreign policy for a little 
over 6 years, from October 1917 to the day he died in January 1924. Dur 
ing his brief historic period, he succeeded in determining and carrying 
out the goals and functions of Soviet policy regarding afghanistan deeply 
and comprehensively through documents. 


v. I. Lenin was the author and direct participant in the preparation of 
the fundamental documents on Soviet foreign policy regerding Afghanistan. 
In these documents, the principles on which the Soviet government based 
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ite policy, such #8 recognition of national independence, respect for ter- 
ritorial integrity and sovereign cightse, nontatervention in domestic af 
faire and vatainted easeletance, are evident. 


From thie etendpolat, evaluating the taportence of the meseage from V. |. 
Lenin to the amir of Afghanistan written between 20 April and early May 
1921, immediately after the signing of the treaty of friendship between 
the Soviet Union and Afghanietan, ie difficult. V. I. Lenin pointed out 
that: 





The Soviet government and the government of Afghanistan “have common inter- 
este in the Orient. Each government values ite independence and wants to 
see the other, and ail the peoples of the Orient, free and independent.” 


Lenin believed that Soviet diplomacy wust be based on full reciprocal equal- 
ity and Afghanistan's right to sovereignty and that Soviet Russia and 
Afghanistan must jointly aid the liberation of all Oriental peoples from 


foreign dependence. 


Vv. I, Lenin, through « comprehensive examination of the national interests 
of the peoples of Soviet Russia and Afghanistan, pointed out in thie mes- 
sage that “There is no issue between Afghanistan and Russia which could 
cause differences or even cast a shadow over the friendship between the 
Russians and Afghans." 


The Soviet government's concurrence in principles regarding Afghanistan is 
clearly reflected in the agenda dated 3 June 1921, which was written with- 
out intermediaries with the participation of V. I. Lenin for the politic- 
al representative of the Soviet Federal Socialist Republic of Russia to 
Kabul. The love of peace, t.e effort to implant friendship with the people 
of Afghanistan, is the red line passing throughout this important document: 


"You quest, in all your activity, regularly develop the essential and in 
Kabul, among these matters, the basic goal of your activity must be the 
expansion of friendship with Afghanistan." 


In the agenda, precise, clear words are used to express Leninist thoughi. 
on peaceful coexistence among governments possessing different social anc 
economic systems: 


“We tell the government of Afghanistan: We have one system and you have 
another system. You have one kind of thinking and we have another kind. 
However, the mutuality of effort to acquire independence and total freedom 
and the activity of our peoples united us. We do not interfere in your 
domestic affairs; we do not commit aggression against the activity of 

your people.” 


In the shadow of this matter, which the Soviet Union always allows, as 
part of Lenin's advice, Soviet policy gained high credit and influence 
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the view of the people of Afghanistan and the peoples of the Orient. In 
the joint declaration of the Soviet Union and Afghanistan signed in 
December 1975, it ie etated: “The two parties have noted the great, lofty 
role of F. I. Lenin, the founder of the Soviet government, in establishing 
friendly relations between the Soviet Union and Afghanistan,"

We first opened the discussion with a young boxer. He introduced himself 
as Mohammad Eema'il Khajezadeh, a student at the Physical Education Insti 
tute and member of the national boxing team. 


/Question/ All right, Mr Khajezadeh, please state how long ago you ven- 
tured into the sporting world and especially why you have chosen the sport 
of boxing. 


In response he said, “I was very interested in sports from childhood aid 

Il always asked myself whether a day would come when I would earn the title 
of athlete. It was this interest and enthusiasm which drew me into the 
world of sports. In 1971 the sport of boxing attracted my attention and 
now I have been able to earn the title of boxer." 


/Quest ion/ How many matches have you participated in so far? 


/Anewer/ I have participated in seven matches domestically. In i977 I 
was rated first in my category and received a medal. In 1978 I won the 
championship cup and it aust also be said that I won a match I held with 
a Soviet boxer named Manukian in Kabul. I also participated in a match 
outside the country, in the Soviet Union. 
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‘Quesation/ All right: what .# your opinion about the boyeote of the 1980 
Moscow Olympica by che United States of America’ 


/Anewer/ in wy opinion, the boycott of the Moscow Olympic games by 
America has introduced political complications into the world of sport; 
basically, improper exploitation must not be made of sport in politica. 
Sports muet be a source of solidarity among peoples throughout the world 
and should noc lead to rifte among them. 


That's my opinion. 


Fazl Ahmad, a i«th-class student in the Physical Education Institute and 
member of che Gyumnastic Club, gave the following response to a question: 
"I have been engaging in the sport of gymnastics since 1974. I have not 
vet performed any competition domestically or abroad beat | have advanced 
to the second class in the tests I have taken inside the club." 


This athlete expressed this response on his view regarding the boycott of 
the 1980 olympics: 


"In my view, the boycott of the 1980 Olympic games by the United States is 
exerting a negative influence on the sports movement, and they want to use 
it for their own political purposes. Fortunately this boycott is not ef- 

fective, since 106 countries have expressed their decision to participate 

in the Moscow Olympics so far." 


Another young athlete, who introduced himself as Mohyioddin, student in 
the 14th class of the Physical Education Institute, began his talk as 
follows: 


"I have been pursuing the sport of wrestling for 7 years. So far I have 
performed about 21 competitions in the country, winning 17 and losing 
14 /sic/." 


He stated is view on the boycott of the Moscow Olympics as follows: 


"In my view the boycott of the 1980 Moscow games by the United States of 
America is an act against peace and against the sporting movement. Ath- 
letes all over the world must play an effective role in strengthening 
peace and must not allow Carter to resume the cold war by exploiting the 
Moscow Olympic games boycott.” 


Seyyed Aref Baksha, a young athlete who belongs to the national volleyball 
team, answered as follows: 


"On account of the great interest I had in volleyball, I started this game 


6 years ago. The number of contests I have performed domestically is 
large; I cannot state their number exactly, though I can also say that 
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leet year our team won second place in the domestic competitions and our 
team won firet plece in other competitions held among 14 teams last year 
in Maser @ Sharii, 


"lL pereonally received « certificate of achievement and « medal and it 
must aleo be seteted that in « trip we took lest year to the friendly 
country of the Soviet Union we took part in three competitions: in 
Ferghana we tied the team of young people, in two competitions we held in 
Tashkent we tied with the team of young men there but unfortunately in 
another match there we were beaten.” 


Regarding the boycott of the 1980 Moscow Olyapice by Carter, he expressed 
hie view ae follows: “The 1980 Olyepic games being held in Moscow are for 
the iaprovement of the lewel of eporte end for autual understanding among 
young people throughout the world. America's boycott is en act to elim 
inate friendship among young people and create stagnation in the sporting 
wovement.

/Text/ On 9 December 1917--that te, just | gonth after the victory of the 
areat October socialist revolution--¥. I. Lenin, in accordance with the re- 
quest of the Moslems of Russia, signed « decree to return to the followers 
of Ielem the holy relic of islam, the Koren of his holiness Uthmen, the 
third caliph, which the Ceariet government hed taken by force from 


Semarqend to Petersburg (the present Leningrad). 


Juet thie one historic document, which was actually ratified in the firet 
days of the Soviet government, clearly portrays the obvious relationship 
of ¥. I. Lenin, the founder of the Soviet government, toward the wishes 
and needs of the nation’s Moslems. In Ceariet Russia, Ielem was the re- 
ligton of downtrodden people. The Moslems--the Usbeke, the Kazekhs, the 
Kirghiz, the Tajike, the Turcomans, the Teters, the Bashkire and the rep- 
representatives of other peoples--felt not only sociel repression but 
national oppression at the same time on their skin and bones. Their re 
ligion and customs were trod underfoot and their lend was turned into « 


colony. 


Vv. I. Lente and the party of the Bolehevike, under hie leadership, consid- 
ered the elination of thie system to be their firet duty and in the faces 
of the tollerse of the remote lends of the nation, in the faces of the tens 
of @illions of Moslems of Russia and the Orient, saw their allies in the 
struggle ageinst ieperialies and colonialies and in behalf of the social 


progress of the country. 


Therefore it is not surprising that on 20 November 1917, thet is, less 
than 1 gonth efter the victory of the great October socialist revolution, 
the firet Soviet government, under Lenin's leadership, published the 
famous eddress “to ail the Moslem toillere of Russia and the Orient." By 
stending without restriction or condition alongside the toiling Moslem, 
the Soviet government “returned to the Moslems their goeques and places of 
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worship which hed been destroyed and their religious beliefs and national 
custom which hed been trodden underfoot by the previous regime.” The 
Soviet government officially declared, 


“From now on your religious beliefs, national customs and cultural ineti- 
tutions are declared free and inviolable. You may organize your national 
life treely and without obetruction. You are entitled to thie activity.” 


hy virtue of the decree ratified by the initiative of V. I. Lenin, Ielem 
came to enjoy rights equal to those of 411 other religions, and Moslems in 
the country obteined equal righte with all other compatriote. 


Vv. I. Lente toitteted the granting of the right to create national govern- 
mentel education to the boiling Moslems of Russia. The establishment of 
the Autonomous Soviet Socialist Republic of Bashkiresten in 1919 ie linked 
with Lenin's name. Lenin personally solved many probleme related to the 
formation of the Autonomous Soviet Socialist Republic of Tatarestan and 
signed a decree bearing on the establishment of the Soviet Socialist Re- 
publice of Agarbayjan, Usbekesten, Kazakhstan, Kirghizestan, Torkmenest an 
and Tajikesten. 


Vv. L. Lente was the absolute proponent of the ewift elimination of the 
backwardness which the previously oppressed peoples of the Orient inher- 
ited from the previous regime. Many times he mentioned that just granting 
political independence to a downtrodden people is not enough--one must 
aiso give them the saxiqum help. 


In May 1918, Lenin signed « decree related to the allocation of 50 awillion 
rubles in gold for the construction of irrigation works in Central Asia. 

We mention that thie measure took place in the harshest days for the nation 
of the soviets, et «a time when the country was surrounded by enemies and 
had no opportunity to bre.che and workers in Petrogred and Moscow would 
receive 5O grams of bread every 2 days. 


Lenin's concern to raise the domestic economy of Central Asia was not just 
limited to supervising agricultural development: Lenin held the categor- 
ical opinion that access should be had to « level where the toiling Moslem 
of Central Asia should have their own sodern industries. 


In the course of the years 1920-22, in accordance with « decision by the 
Soviet government, under the leadership of Lenin, equipment for silk weav- 
ing end textile plents were sent to Ferghane and Margilan and aachinery for 
paper manufacture was sent to Bokhera. Two great textile factories vere 
mounted in Moscow end sent in their entirety to Central Asia. 


Lenin devoted great attention to the electrification of Moslem inhabited 
areas. in accordance with his recommendation, the foundation for the 
firet hydroelectric power plent was leid in the environs of Tashkent; this 
was one of the firet hydroelectric power plants in the Soviet Union. 
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Thus, under the aegis of Lenin's exceptional attention and vigilance, the 
groundwork wae laid for factories in areas inhabited by Moslems, and power 
plante were created. 


In all the following years, thie platform of Lenin's continued. At the 
present time, the eastern soviet republics are prosperous sections with 
advanced modern industries, with the greatest agricultural inetel lations 
in the world and an advanced culture. 


The Moslems of Central Asia, Kasekheten, the Caucasus and the Volga inher- 
ited exceptionally backward education and culture from previous eras. At 
the beginning of the 20th century, more than 95 percent of the population 
of Central Asia wae illiterate. The rate of growth of literacy wae so low 
that the magazine “Harbinger of Education" of the Minietry of National 
Education wrote in 1906 that at these rates Central Asia would be able to 
have universe! literacy in 4,600 years’ tim.

{Text} After 12 yeare of isolation, and at the invitation of President 
ai-Sedat, Cairo last week hosted ite sons, the skaykhe of the tribes of 
liberated Sinai and important personages representing the National Party, 
the People's Assembly and local councils. The tribal shaykhe, 200 of them 
representing 40 tribes numbering more than 200,000 persons, met with 
President al-Sadat, the hero of war and peace, at ‘Abdidin Palace, where 
they had « dinner banquet. Aleo present at the banquet were the vice 
president of the republic, members of the political bureau and general 
secretariat of the National Party, the chief of staff of the armed forces, 
the head of the information organization, newspaper editors, heads of 
professional and labor unions and some writers and artiste. 


A program had been prepared for the Sinai tribal skaykhe designed to ac- 
quaint them with the cultu:al, industrial, educational and also spiritual 
landmarks of the motherland. They visited the al-Sayyidah Zaynab Mosque 
and performed the prayers in ite vast areas. They also performed the 
Friday prayers at the al-Ashar Mosque. In addition, they visited some 
military and civil factories, the area of the pyramids and the Islamic 
Museum, and vere acquainted with the artistic and theatrical renaissance. 
AL-MUSAWWAR met with the shaykhe of the Sinai. 


Shaykh Salman al-Yamani, the leading skaykh of the Sinai from the al-Bayadiyh 
tribe, who has three decorations, the Sinai organication medal, the hero of 
the Second Army medal and the social work day meda!, said: “The meeting 

of the president with the shaykhe of the Sinai meant honor and glory for the 
sone of the Sinai. It is equivaleat to a national holiday ranking after the 
October victory and the liberation of the Sinai. The shaykhs spilled their 
blood in the holy Sinai war and three of them had the honor of martyrdom, 


Shaykh Husayn Muslim, Shaykh Mat'ab Hajras and Shaykh Sulayman Abu Riyash. 


“The pure blood of the bedouins was spilled on the sands of the Sinai during 
the attrition operations and the heroic acts of the Arab Sinai Organization. 
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Before 1967, the Sinai wae 4 wasteland where the owls hooted. Some of its 
sone left it and were gueste of their kin in the Nile valley where they 
were honored, protected and esteemed and thie healed their wounds and they 
stood firm in the occupied lands. Light dawned in every dwelling in 
Sinai and ite sone became doctors, engineers and teachers and ite sone in 
exile learned agriculture and mechanice and some trades to build new 


societies if the opportunities arose. The sons and shaykhe of the Sinai 
were also notables in our armed forces in the war." 


The leading shaykh of the Sinai urges haste in reconstructing the Sinai 


and compensating it for the long years of deprivation far removed from 
the normal course of things. 


He goes on to say that he had seen the liberation of the Sinai with his 

own eyes since he entered Qantarah East on ite day of liberation m7 October 
1973, the year of v'ctory and that all the international and Arab media had 
failed to describe and portray the heroic wonderful thing accomplished by 
the armed forces; it was the Egyptian spirit and the spirit of the inspired 
commander and hie infin.te faith in hie land, his homeland and his people, 
hie watchword being “In the name of God, God is Great." 


Among the Arab proverbs in which he believes is the one saying: “Guard 
against your enemy once, and against your friend a thousand times.” 

Shaykh Hassan ‘Awad Abu Shayhah is from the al-Rumaylat tribe in Rafah in 
Sinai and Shaykh Zuwayd. He was displaced after 1967 and hie two sons were 
educated at the universities, ‘Awdah Hassan at ‘Ayn Shams University and 
‘awad Hassan at the Cawl University to be qualified soldiers in the battle 
to reconstruct the Sinai and move it into the era of prosperity and 
wellbeing after the glorious October crossing that liberated the land. 

He seeke only prayers for the hero of war and peace, the son of Egypt, 
President al-Sadat. 


Mre Suham al-Balak, secretary of women in the North Sinai National Party, 
from the al-Salayimah tribe in al-Arish, says" “From 1967 up to 1971, 

Sinai lived in forlorn isolation. Entry into was only by special permits 
which increased ite isolation. In its long history, Sinai had not witnessed 
any reconstructicn or educational caravans until the faithful president, 
Muhammad Anw: « a|-Sadat issued his wise decree including Sinai in the local 
government Then there was God's victory a:d conquest in the blessed war 

of Ramadan [October war). The vanguards of reconstruction in the Sinai began 


after the president's visit in May 1979. Tie people of Sinai hope that Sinai 
will become the rue land of the future. 


"There fe the al-Nakhil [date palm) costline in al-‘Arish and tourists 
could be attracted to it. Also Sinai can be filled with the blessed olive 
crop which was mentioned in the holy Koran: ‘Figs and olives [on Mount 
Sinai] of this peaceful land.’ It was also mentioned in another verse: 
‘and a tree that grows out of Mount Sinai, which produces oil and relish 
for the eaters. ' 
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Thie blessed crop needs packing and processing plante and also soap plants. 
Al'Arcigh has two new olive presses. The territory of northern Sinai is 
aiso rich in mineralasuch as coal in the al-Magharah aine, silica and 
phosphates, in addition to fish resources in Lake al-Bardawil which produces 
abundant fish crops of the best types, such as (porgies) and (al-Danis), 
and thie requires freezing plants and plants to dry and pack fish," 


Maj Gen Muhammad Husayn Shawkat, governor of North Sinai, adds: “There 

are aleo abundant date resources. There are more than | million date palms 
producing the beet quality dates (Hayani and Bint ‘Ayshah). The 
governorate has added another 100,000 date palm trees to the wealth of 
dates. It is in the process of establishing plants for pressed dates, 
baskets, cheire and furniture made of palm-leaf stalks." 


Shaykh ‘Ali al-Malih, shaykh of Abu Saql and al-‘Arish, urges extension 

of the drinking water network to the villages through iron pipes. He 

aleo urges a reconsideration of Law No 100 of 1964 which provides for state 
ownership of desert land which pute the whole Sinai under state ownership. 
He goes on to say that normalization of relations with Ierael is a bold 
step in rebuilding peace and brining about wellbeing after years of ruin. 


Shaykh ‘Ayid Salman Salmi of the al'Ulayqat tribe, says that his clan and 
tribe “lived through the black occupation. They tasted torture, prison 
and displacement and yearned for the restoration of Egyptian sovereignty 
over the beloved territory of the Sinai. After patience came relief and 
after bitter defeats came clear victory. The shyakhs of the tribes 
helped the armed forces by showing them the trails of the Sinai and con- 
cealing arms and revealing the movements of the occupation forces until 
the stolen territary was regained and the convoys of reconstruction began 
to arrive as a fruit of the peace agreement." He urges providing water, 
improving the rough roads and building homes and schools to make up to 
the people of Sinai for th long years of deprivation. 


Mre Jalilah Juma'ah ‘Rwwad, a member of the People's Assembly for South 
Sinai, says that her family suffered under the occupation and that her 
brother, ‘Awdah Juma'ah ‘Awad, was a hero of the Arab Sinai Organization 
who participated in a number of operations in conjunction with the crossing 
forces in the war of attrition. He was captured, imprisoned and savagely 
tortured in the Bir al-Abd prison over 4 whole years which seemed like an 
eternity but he refused to give away his colleagues in his struggle, the 
sons of the tribes or the Arab Sinai Organization. Then came the glorious 
October war that restored honor and liberated the land from captivity. 

It also freed her brother so their happiness was doubled. One memory of 
glory, though it is painful, was when six heroes from south Sinai, including 
the hero, Ibrahim Hanunah, went out on a heroic wission during the war of 
attrition and never returned. 


She adds that the occupation prevented some displaced members of the family, 
husbands of her sisters, from coming to the Sinai during the occupation 
and their fate is still unknown. Her ‘father was a well-off merchant 
and contractor in Abu Rudays but his business was hurt because of the war 
and aggression. He has received partial compensation and is awaiting the 
rest. 
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However, in her view, Sinai te the garden of God and the land of the future 
and hope with Limitless treasures. There is St. Catherine's monastery 

and Dayr al-Saghir, known ae Dayr al-Banat. There are the sulpher hot 
springs, such as Far'un and Musa, which are Couriet resources, and 

there i# agricultural and mineral wealth in the Firan Oasis and the al-Tur 
area. 


The southern shaykhe urge an increase in deve lopment allocations for Sinai 
in the way of rice, lentils and meat, Aleo the disbursement of supplies is 
sometimes interrupted for a week at a time because of winds. They aleo urge 
extending the drinking waler system from Suez to south Sinai. They hope 

for increased building supplies which were defensive in the war phage and 
were given by the president to the people in the peace phase. They also 
urge that radio and television transmission to all of south Sinai be 
atrengthened by building repeater etations. 


Shaykh ‘Ali Fakhr al-Din of the Salaymah tribe of al'Arish says that it is 
possible to cultivate 2 million feddans through a rainwater basin in the 
area of Jabal al'Tih. 


The oldest shaykh to meet with President Sadat, 80-year old ‘Abd-al-Halim 
al-Tanjir says: “The meeting with President al-Sadat was the greatest joy 

of my life. I hope that during the era of the faithful president that 
al-‘Arish and all che villages and cities of Sinai will see an era of 
prosperity and reconstruction that President al-Sadat is struggling to achieve 
in all parte of Egypt.” 


Shaykh Husayn Salim Sabih, shaykh of the al-Qararishah tribe, was injured 
and imprisoned in Israeli jails when he participated in Egyptian commando 
operations, experienced all types of torture and mistreatment in prison, 

and was released following the Ramadan war. He says that he has witnessed 
the rebirth of Egypt in these visits, and has seen with his own eyes the 
throbbing industries and mi'itary factories which made his heart beat faster. 


Shaykh Hijazi from al-Tarabin and Shaykh Samhan Musa Mutir, shaykh of ‘ne 
al-Sawalihah tribe, say that the tribal shaykhs played a heroic rvie in 

the war, and that even the women hid soldiers and weapons and discovered ‘he 
locations of the occupation troops. This exposed them to all types of torcu: 
and persecution at the hands of the Ieraelis. 


Al-Haj Salim Jabali, shaykh of the Muzgaynah tribe says: "During the 
occupation, Sinai was hell. In peacetime, it became paradise." 


Mrs Zakiyah ‘Abd-al-Rahman, womens’ secretary in the governorate of the so. 
and instructor in the Ra's Sadr workshop, ws one of those women who suffered 
mistreatment during the bitter occupation, since she lived in Sin-' fie 
1967 and 1968. She was then displaced and went to al-Tahrir Governoraic 

and al-Gharbiyah Governorate where she was well received. She returned 
Sinai after the great October triumph. As an effect of the descructive » 

her mother lost her momory and then died as a result of her condition 
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‘Ali al-Sayyid Da'ud, secretary of the local council and a member of the 
political office of the National Party is south Sinai, and his colleague, 
Mahmud Jum'ah ‘Awad, are helping to solve the probleme of the bedouin, 
and have brought about a recaneiliation between the al'Tarabin and al- 
Mugaynah tribes inthe presence of the secretary general of the National 
Party, Salam Mudkhal Sulayman. 


So, all the shaykhe of the tribes of liberated Sinai twve affirmed that 
their meeting with the liberator of their territory and the architect 
of the decision for war and peace has been their most notable day since 
26 May 1979 when the Egyptian flag was raised officially for the first 
time over Sinai following the wise peace agreement.

POLICY GOVERNING PAY FOR WORKERS ABROAD

You Will Not Be Permitted To Leave at Less Than This Price") 


[Text] Finally, new guidelines have been laid down for the travel of 
citizens abroad to work. They will not be allowed to go until after a 
test to determine the worker's fitness and a minimum wage is fixed. 

The object of this is to protect the Egyptian workforce abroad, permitting 
businessmen from exploiting them since the supply is greater than the 
demand, and so that Egyptians will not be subject to ficticious contracts 
as many of them go abroad and when they don't find work, they have to 
stoop to any work at any pay. 


There is more to it than this. If some person gets a given amount from 
you for helping you to get work abroad, he risks prison and fines, it 
having been decided to protect the Egyptian workforce from middlemen and 
exploiters. 


The ministry of manpower has prepared a proposed bill to reorganize emi- 
gration abroad so that the workers will enjoy customs exemptions and 
priority in getting housing and buying land in hard currency. 


Nawwal Sagar, director general of the general department for emigration in 
the Ministry of Manpower, says that the ministry had queried the diploma- 
tic machinery and labor offices abroad about their views on minimum wages 
and then has circulated the new “wage table" to ministries and departments. 


The wage table covered 13 Arab countries only. On its basis, workers 
were divided into six categories: agricultural workers, ordinary lavor« 
drivers, craftsmen, and intermediate and highly skilled workers. 


The minimum wage for an agricultural worker in Saudi Arabia starts 700 
riyals while the minimum wage for a university graduate starts at 2,000 
riyals and a driver gets 1,400 riyals. 
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With regard to Libya, there ie a minimum wage of 60 dinars for all 
agricultural workers and ordinary laborers, 80 dinare for all drivers and 
craftemen, 105 dinare for intermediate skilled workers and 130 for highly 
skilled workers. 


The minimum wage in Iraq ie 40 dinare for an agricultural worker, 50 dinars 
for an ordinary laborer, 70 for drivers and craftemen, 60 for intermediate 
skilled workere and 90 for highly skilled. 


In Bahrain, the minimum wage is 50 dinare for an agricultural worker, 

60 for an ordinary laborer, 105 for craftemen, drivers and intermediate 
skilled workers and 150 for highly skilled workers. In Qatar the agricul- 
tural worker and ordinary laborer get 750 riyals, a driver or crafteman 
get 1,200 riyale, an intermediate skilled worker gets 1,500 riyals and a 
highly skilled worker will get not less than 2,000 riyals. 


In the UAE, the bill sets the minimum at 700 dirhams for agricultural 
workers and ordinary laborers, 1,400 for drivers, 1,500 for craftsmen 
and intermediate skilled workers and 2,000 for highly skilled workers. 


When fixing these categories, the standard of living and pay levels for 
workers of other nationalities were taken into consideration. This price- 
table can be changed to conform with changing prices and costs of living 
and in the light of studies made by specialists fromthe Ministries of 
Foreign Affairs and Labor. 


In accordance with the bill drafted by the Ministry of Manpower, a commit- 
tee on emigration and work abroad will be set up under the chairmanship of 
the minister of manpower with members representing various ministries and 
agencies. It will handle the drafting of a policy on emigration and 

work abroad and will tie together the needs of national development projects 
and requests for work abroad. One task of this committee will be to watch 
out for Egyptians working abroad in conjunction with the Foreign Ministry. 


Bene fits 


It has been decided to give these workers a number of benefits in the new 
bill, including the right of a worker who quits and emigrates to request 
rehiring in the same place where he worked before emigrating in the same 
job and with the same pay and privileges if he submits a request to that 
effect within 3 months of the date of his return provided that he has not 
spent more than a year away. This is to encourage Egyptians to emigrate 
without being afraid of failure since his motherland will not begrudge him 
an honorable return and protect his rights. 


With regavd to a worker who is leaving for work, the appropriate department 
must test him to measure the skill level of the unqualified worker to reas- 
sure the contracting quarter of his skill level in accordance with an of- 
ficially authorized certificate. 
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it hae aleo been decided to bar the establishment of offices to employ or 
contract with Egyptian workere abroad although they can be employed through 
the labor or professional unione, 


The new machinery which the minis ter of manpower will head can receive re- 
quests for employment from abroad and nominate the appropriate workforce 

to fill chem, It* task will extend to studying everything involving workers 
abroad, payecaies, lawe, proposing emigration and labor policies, studying 
areas of work abroad and opening new horisone and watching out for the 
emigrante and supplying them with information and data concerning the 
countries they are emigrating to and then keeping them in touch with their 
homeland by every means possible. The emigrant will be permitted to obtain 
the citisenship of the country to which he hae emigrated while keeping 

hie Egyptian citizenship. 


The citisen who ie interested in working abroad can register hie name and 
all pertinent data at an appropriate office and will be given a test in 
hie field to determine hie skill level. The appropriate agency will then 
help him to get work. When they leave the law gives them the right to 
exchange sume of money to meet the cost of living abroad and to take their 
personal property with them when they leave for the firet time. 


It has been shown by etudies of the Minietry of Labor that most of the 
Egyptian workforce ie interested in the countries of the Gulf and Saudi 
Arabia which have es .abliehed epecific percentages for nationalities of 
workers there so that one nationality will not dominate another and also 
that moet Arab countries require entry vieas. With regard to the countries 
that do not require them, such as Jordan and Iraq, it has been noted that 
the supply of Egyptian labor there ie high and thie has led to low pay 
scales 


The countries of the Arab Maghreb, Tunieta, Algiers and Morocco, they are 
labor exporting countries and are in need only of profession and technical 
expertise, euch as doctors, engineers and teachers, and most of these persons 
go on loan and there are no problems with loan personnel, a1! problems in- 
volving contract pereonne!.

at @ time when the volume of trade there began to increase, in addition to 
the loge of several plere and the decline of some others because they 

were 103 yeare old. Efforts have been put forth recently to revive thie 
port Co keep pace with the process of development and reconstruction, 

well atudied plane having been laid down to taprove it to put it on @ par 
with the moet modern porte of the world, You have to recognise that the 
water surface area of the port amounte to 6 million equare metere and the 
land area totale | e@iliion equare meters; in other words, the land area 
equale one-eighth of the water area. This te one of the major probleme 
facing the port and ie contrary to the case with all plere in porte of the 
world where there is «4 large ground area facing the port where storehouses 
are conetructed from which goode are taken to give the largest capacity to 
pliers and warehouses. 


There are 80 piere at the port of Alexandria of which 55 are used, separated 
into major sections depending on the neture of the goods. 


With regard to the general goods area, it comprises 32 piers, of which 4 are 
for passengere and used for goods when they are empty. 


The second area is for dry bulk materiel. It comprises 22 piers earmarked 
for cement, fertiliser, coal, dirt, wood and foodstuffs. 


The third area ie for liquid bulk materiel and comprises 5 anchorages on 
pier 87 to handle of1l tankers. 


Thies shows the difficulties at the port of Alexandria since a1! types of 
goods move through it; in fact, it is unique among porte of the world 
since we find chat European porte are specialized for specific things 
while the port of Alexandria handles 95 percent of Egypt's exports and 
imports except for some quantities of wheat and cement arriving at Safaja, 
Port Sa'id and Suee and these ,uantities are trivial compared with the 
volume of Egypt's trade which totaled more tha: 19 aiilion tons in 1979 
compared with less than 5 million tons in 1959. 


(Question) What are the effects of the great incresse in our foreign trade 
while the sige of the port is unchanged’? In fact, the port lost parte of 
ite area. 


[Anewer) This raises a big question mark if we review the quantities pas- 
Sing through the port, stopping for @ moment at 1977. 


There was «4 big pileup at the port the roots of which went back to 1973. 

We would see that there was an increase in total goods along with an in- 
crease in the number of ships and, consequently, an increase in the 

waiting time. Now if we look at another side of the situation, that i the 
second haif of 1978 and during 1979, we would find that there has been 

an increase in the total volume of goods because of an increase in the 
number of ships while there hae been @ reduction in the waiting time 
because of the efforts that have been exerted and the begining emergence o/ 





the resulte of the implementation of development plane and programe. This 
ie proven by the fact that in 1964 2,620 ships called at the port and in 
the same year 7 million cone of goods moved through while thie figure 
jumped in 1979 to 3,74) ships and « total of 19 million tone of goods, not 
counting ofl. 


lf we want to demonstrate the oumber of arriving and departing ships and 
the average number of daily arrivals and departures, let's take, for 
example, the last 5 years, 1975 to 1979, useing 1975 ae the base year for 
comparieon with 1979. We find chat in 1975 3,509 ships arrived at the 
port for a daily average of 9.6 ships and, for the same year, 3,572 ships 
departed for a daily ave of 9.8. In 1979, 3,743 ships arrived for « 
daily average of 10.3 and 3,665 ships departed for a daily average of 10 
ships. If we wieh to clarify the epecific types of ships, taking the same 
2 years for comparieon, we find that they break down as follows: During 
1975, there were 2,842 ships carrying general goods, 5 cement ships, 55 
ships carrying dirt, 97 carrying coal, 103 fertiliser, 146 wood, 16 scrap 
metal, 253 foodstuffs, 401 of1, 545 passenger ships and 5 molasses, 

in addition to 37 other ships carrying aiecellaneous goods, for a grand 
totel of 3,508 ships. During 1979, there were 2,075 ships carrying genera! 
goods, 339 cement ships, 22 ships carrying dirt, 69 carrying coal, 86 
fertiliser, 148 wood, 11 scrap iron, 217 foodetuffe, 305 of1, 6 molasses, 
439 passenger shipe and 26 ships carrying miscellaneous good for a grand 
total of 3,743 ships. We find that in 1975 the goods moving on these 
ships totaled 16,362,000 tone of which 14,980,000 tone wae unloaded 

and 2,264,000 tone was loaded. This increased in 1979 to 18,954,000 

tons of which 17,001,000 tone was unloaded and 1,953,000 tone was loaded. 


These figures show the continued increase in goods and cement despite the 
30 percent drop in ofl imports. 


At thie point, one should point out the percentage of different goods 

moved through the port by the quarters concerned at the port. The Arab 
Shipping and Unloading Company shipped and unloaded 6,500,000 tons of dry 
bulk material accounting for 35 percent. The private sector moved 1, 100,000 
tone of general goods, cement and wood accounting for 5.8 percent. 

The supply sector moved 2,870,000 tons accounting for 15 percent. The 
share of the ofl sector was 7,260,000 tons or 38 percent and, finally, 

were fuels, moved by the Nasr Coke Company, totaling 2,200,000 tons or 


6.2 percent. 

The slow removal of goods from the port was a definite factor in the pile- 
up of goods in it and the public sector played a major role in this probles

In coming yeare we hope to match international porte and have the bulk 
of the goode move by railway. 


Increase in Handling Capacity 


(Question) What plane and projects are now underway at Alexandria port 
to increase ite handling capacity? 


[Anewer) Since improvement requires financing and supply contracts, all 

of which take @ realtively long time, we have not stood idly by in coping 
with the constant increase in the volume of goode and the number of ships. 
We set up @ quick plan to control the situation and there, in fact, has 
been a change in views and stepped up meetings and visite by those inter- 
ested in the port. We have found that there are some meaningful things that 
can be changed without putting financial burdens on the port authority and 
that will bring @ quick payoff. The fact ie that the authority was 
operating in conformity with an old law under certain restrictions. The 
authority etudied thie confining law and we emerged with some new ideas 

in connection with preparing a bill for the authority which wuld enable it 
to handle ite burdens economically. Aleo, the authority has two offices for 
consultants, the Harrie Consulting Office and the al-Basyum Office. From 
them, we have gotten some expertise and systems devised in American and 
French porte. We have put some of this into effect; for instance, the 
issuance of the new authority law, dividing the port into areas and sectors 
and devising the management of monitoring the water area for camplete 
control over the port's activities, in addition to training various 
personne! at the maritime transport academy, reallocating activities to 
conform with operational needs, accomplishing the principle of integration 
and coordination of activities, and operating the port 24 hours a day; 
since it makes no sense for there to be « pileup and have the port close 

at 1400 hours. The authority aleo licensed two companies to handle and 
load cement on two floating containers for cement, the first at pier 38 
and the other at pier 60/61. It aleo licensed the Ottoman Company, « 
national company, to unload lighters at the jetty behind pier 68 by winches 
and conveyor belts. 


Loans for Deve lopment 


Rear Adm Jalal Fahmi adds that with regard to projects, the authority 
has obtained three loans as follows: 


A loan from TBRD for $45 million. Contracts let on it as of 31 Decembex 
1979 amount to about $35 million leaving about $10 million. There have been 
negotiations with IBRD officials about using thie excess to provide piers 

35 and 45 with the necessary equipment so they may be used as container 
stations. 


A loan fror *he Japanese Government for 5.8 billion yen. Contracts let 
on it as — ecember 197° amount to about 5.3386 billion yen, as excess 
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of 1.462 billion yen. <A supplementary contract has been signed to use the 
excess to obtein a floating winch with a capacity of 100 tons, equipment 
to remove pollution from the water surface and a workshop to maintain mari- 
time equipment. 


A loan from the American government for $29.4 million of which a total of 
$27.7? million hae been used to buy winches and loading and unloading 
ejulpment besides investment services spent and expected to be spent during 
1980 for a total of $1.6 million. 


Projects Under Way 


Among important orojects underway at present are the large breakwater that 
ie being built in two stages, the first to fill owt the breakwater to ite 
Original crossection to protect the port from sea currents and to be com- 
pleted thie year, and the second stage which ie meant to prevent waves from 
passing acrose the breakwater to prevent disturbing the surface of the 
harbor and which will be campleted in early June at a total cost of 
1,951,000 pounds. There are also some projects that the authority has 
financed iteelf, the most important of which is the construction of the 
mechanized slipway which hasa capacity of 600 te and will cost a total 

of 700,000 pounds and which will make it possible to repair 8 unite with a 
capacity of 600 tons at once. 


Small drydock number one has been reparied, the drydock that has been out 
of commission since World War II and that was built in the era of Muhammad 
‘Ali Pasha. It has been outfitted with a new gate in place of the original 
one that fell into the sea before World War II and it has in fact been 
used. Repairs are underway on ship aumber 5 on it and it will be used to 
repair emall ships up to 2,000 tons. 


The straite and navigation channels have been cleaned up. The project 
involves the removal of about | million cubic meters of sand and silt from 
the straite and the channels so as to get them to their natural depth 

for modern ships to use then. 


Rubber (platforms) are now being installed on the piers after successful 
experiments with them on pier 14, accompanied by the use of the necessary 
asphelt paving, to hold the large loading and unloading cranes that have 
actually begun to arrive. Some customs walls have been erected and others 
are being completed to protect the goods. 


With regard to maintenance of the warehouses, Rear Adm Jalal Fahmi added 
that an attempt is being made to get a loan to ceplace these warehouses so 
they will be suitable for the types of goods to improve the storage and 
handling of goods. 


An area has been discovered near customs gate number 13 and we have taken 
it over and negotiations are underway to construct a freezer on it so as 
to improve the port's operation. 
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One important project in the port is the high bridge on which construction 
will begin in 3 monthe and which will run from gate 23 to gate 27 over the 
railway line with two new streets to avoid traffic tieups in that area 
and to transport goods and containers directly to the outeide warehouses 
in al-Mahmudiyah. 


Piers 27 and 28 have buen modified to handle ships up to 15,000 tons and 


a contract is being .et with an Egyptian company to use this pier to 
to handle containec ships for a 5-year period. 


The capacity of the al-Sawahil elipway has been raised from 100 tons to 
270 tone anc che equipment has been imported. 


A etation ww been constructed on pier 68 to handle roll-on roll-off ships 
and pier ¢ ,68 has been used to handle the huge roll-on roll-off ships 
which arrive from Western Europe and the United States and (lash) ships 
that transport containers. A storehouse has been constructed in the area 
to handle the goods in these containers. 


Rear Adm Jalal Fahmi goes on to say: Given the annually increasing imports 
of wheas and the unsuitable performance rates of the manual methods or 

the curcently used unloading machinery which has approached the end of its 
projected lifespan, it was necessary to increase the rate of removal from 
the ships in order to increase the unloading rate, to cope with the 
anticipated increase and to eliminate the shortfall resulting from the 
handiing of the wheat. A project is now underway for the Alexandria elevator 
and the mechanization of piers 81/82 to guarantee the offloading and 

loading of wheat automatically. 


With regac’ to oil and the anticipated increase in imports, the Alexandria 
Port Authority saw an urgent necessity to study the harbor's capability, 
along with takin, some steps to cope with this increase, most importantly 
increasing the ships with unloading lines along with providing depots, 

using and improving the al-‘Ajami anchorage and looking into the possibility 
of constructing a land pipeline tying into the main line of the Sumed Company 
and using the Sumed anchorage to handle supertankers. These are the efforts 
now being made for the port of Alexandria to try to absorb the volume of goods 
now arriving there until work is finished on the port of al-Dukhaylah which 
will supplement the port of Alexandria and which is expected to start this 
year.

SCIENTIFIC STUDIES ON INCREASING WATER RESOURCES 
Cairo OCTOBER in Arabic 16 Mar 80 pp 29-31 


[Article by Salwa Mutawi': “Oh Egyptians, What Have You Done With the 
Nile Water?") 


{Text} Any talk about the green revolution and the march into the desert 
is a long introduction to a longer conversation in which a drop of water 
has the final word. This drop can make this talk meaningless or make it 
a reality that will transform our desert from land that is a burden to 
us to land that is a credit. 


This means that we must save tens of billions of gallons of water from 
the Nile that is lost into the sea and we also must save other billions 
that is lost enroute to the sea. 


A quick look at the average rate of population increase and at the very 
limited agricultural land will show that while the population is constantly 
increasing, the agricultural land is remaining the same and, in fact, at 
times is decreasing. This situation now represents a dilemma from which 
we must try to escape so that we can make the wheel of development turn and 
move us forward to an area of security and prosperity. Whatever solutions 
are best to increase this agricultural area, every feddan we can add to it 
is one emall significant thing to move the wheel of development. Talking 
about this increase which must come about is a long process and one subject 
to various considerations, the one which is absolutely the most important 
is the extent to which the necessary water can be saved to bring about this 
increase since without it the agricultural area will remain limited, and 
talk about the increase will turn into emoke in the air. We must look into 
how much we use our current resources before looking into the creation of 
new water resources for agricultural expansion. Ultimately the practical 
anewer will be our success in saving a large part of the Nile waters that 
are lost into the sea; in other words, it is essential that we take a new 
look at how to expolit existing sources of water to the maximum extent 
possible. 
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Egypt is “the last station” in the long journey of the Nile waters fram the 
firet high point of the lakes until it reaches the Mediterranean, What 
Nile water ie lost at this station ia not the only amount that ie lost 
without our benefitting fram it. From "the first etation" the river loses 
tense of billions of cubic meters of ite water which are dissipated along 
the route to “the last station.” Therefore the efforts of experts have 
followed the long trip of the Nile to study the places where thie water is 
lost and the reasons for this loss. These efforts proceed side by side 
with efforts to exploit our currently available resources to the maximum 
extent possible which naturally is the water sufficient to accomplish the 
agricultural and industrial expansion projects naturally. 


However, what happens when all this water ie saved and can our irrigation 
and drainage network absorb and handle it? 


This is really a problem to which attention must be given to solving before 
there can be any talk about increasing water resources. It is illogical 
for ue to exert efforts to increase our water resources and then lack the 
irrigation and drainage network to use them and so losing this increase 
as well into the sea. In other words, it is necessary for us to increase 
the capability of the irrigation and drainage network first. This as 
well is not all that is needed. The fact is that the high dam is the 
greatest safety valve in blocking the waters of the Nile coming to the 
last station; what will we do with the dam if our water resources are 
increased. Another problem for us to solve. 


So success in one aspect of the issue turns into a problem in connection 
with other aspects. Because of this, researchers, experts and irrigation 
professors at the Cairo University College of Engineering, MIT in the 
United States and the center for water research of the Egyptian Ministry 
of Irrigation all met to study the problem from the first station to the 
last and to offer possible solutions. 


The results were startling. 
The Lost Water 


Professor Dr Iema'il al-Sayyid Mubarak, of Cairo University College of 
Engineering and a participant in the Egyptian-American plan for preparing 
@ statistical model of the Nile River and making hydrological studies of 
it, says: 


The studies confirmed that the Nile River loses large amounts of water before 
reaching Aswan. If we estimate the amount of water that reaches Aswan at 
seven units, four come from the Blue Nile, two from the White Nile and one 
from the ‘Atbarah area in Sudan. 


Where do these quantities go? 


The total water lost in these three areas in fact amounts to about three 
times the water reaching Aswan, Three times! How many heads would turn 
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were we to visualize the benefit we would derive from all these amouites. 
Therefore, many projects have been set up to make some use of these | ost 
amounts, the most important of which was the Jonglei Canal, the firet stage 
of which will be finished in 1985 and the second in 1995. 


There is the al-Subat project and the Khasar Canal on which work will be 
finished in 1990 and the Bahr al-Ghageal projects which will be completed 
in 2000, 


All these projects will enable us ultimately to save 16.6 billion cubic 
metere of water and thie means that Egypt's share of thie increase will 
amount to 8.1 billion cubic meters a year. This amount was in fact 
estimated on the basis of the results of existing Nilometers on the 
various branches of the river, but there are large quantities of water 
between these Nilometers and in the territory surrounding them which are 
lost without being accounted for. 


A mere estimate of the status of these quantities lost in the accounting 
means doubling all the projected increase in the High Dam projects. In 
other words, the 8.1 billion cubic meter figure which Egypt will get from 
these projects can be doubled. 


The studies which began in 1977 confirmed to us that the water lost in the 
Bahr al-Ghazzal area alone amounts to 29 billion cubic meters. 


With the latest technological methods used in the studies which have in 
fact began, we can estimate with extreme precision all the quantities lost 
without being recorded on the Nilometers dispersed along the branches of 
the river which no one has previously estimated. After this, there is no 
alternative for us to once again reconsider the High Dam projects and 

some minor modifications in their process or by adding or deleting some 
parts of them or even prop sing alternative projects that would enable us 
to use all the increases we calculate. To sum up, all the projects to save 
us the 16.2 billion cubic meters were designed on the basis of the 
estimated quantities lost according to the results of the Nilometers only. 


Will the problem end after this increase which will exceed 8.1 billion 
cubic meters? Never. We will then have to ascertain precisely the 
volusze of water reaching Aswan. 


It is known that the projection of the quantities of water which come down 
from Aswan help us to determine precisely the possible uses of this water. 
It can happen that we determine our needs for water and then are surprised 
to have less or more water than we determined and, consequently, we cannot 
meet our requirements or we cannot use the water which exceeds our require- 
ments. This happens even though we are currently projecting the discharge 
of Nile water at Aswan. This method relies on ascertaining the water level 
at the Nilometer above Aswan and then calculating the time these quantities 
will take to reach Aswan, noramlly not more than 4 or 5 days. In other 
words, we learn the quantities of water that will reach Aswan 4 or 5 days 
before they arrive. How can this period be sufficient to determine our 
requirements and act on the basis of them? 
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Research and etudies which are currently under way are aimed at projecting 
the quantities of water which will reach Aewan 3 or 4 monthe before they 
arrive. So far we have attained 60 percent of the objective, 


This means that we can determine precisely and in sufficient time the 
volume of water that will reach Egypt and, consequently, we will be prepared 
to use every drop of it, 


Ae we said earlier, any increase in the quantities of water means that we 
must increase the capacity of the current irrigation and drainage network, 
so that it can absorb thie increase and transform the figure of billions 

of meters of water which are lost into our water resources into projects 
when we use them. Then this increase also requires that we find the ideal 
way to manage the High Dam lake so that it can absorb this increase. 

Dr Ibrahim Mustafa al-Asyuti, council head of the irrigation and hydrology 
section at Cairo University College of Engineering, says that the High 
Dam is the most important manmade work controlling the Nile waters 

reaching Egypt since it has a capacity of 187 billion cubic meters. The 
fact is that since it was constructed, there have been a number of studies to 
lay down rules for the discharge of waters during the various months of the 
year in accordance with the needs for water and, naturally, taking into 
account the dangers of floods or drought. 


The method for managing the dam at present is based on discharging the 
annually determined requirements in accordance with the Nile waters 
agreement between us and Sudan which fixed Egypt's quota of these waters 
at about 55.5 billion cubic meters. This figure increases if the river 
flow rises. The important thing is that this amount, the 55.5 billion 
cubic meters, emerges from the dam either through the turbines set up to 
generate electricity or part of it passes through these turbines and the 
rest flows through additional openings without being use to generate 
electricity. This is the problem. In winter, our requirements for elec- 
tricity reach a peak while irrigation needs are low and the reverse happens 
in summer months when requirements for water rise and large quantities of 
water emerge without passing through the turbines preventing us from 
using them for generating electricity. This means that we are not making 
the best use of the waters flowing from the High Dam lake. 


Therefore, our research is aimed at accomplishing this, that is, managing 
the dam lake in the best and most suitable way, generating the maximum 
amount of electricity and filling the needs of irrigation at the same time 
throughout all months of the year. By using mathematical models and elec- 
tronic computers, we can accomplish this. This requires that we assemble 
all information on the natural relationships which govern any change in 
the water level in the lake, taking into consideration the loss that occurs 
in the lake whether through evaporation, leakage or absorption. After 
finishing these models which will demonstrate the latest technological 
theories, we will have succeeded in using every drop of water leaving the 
dam in the best way possible, whether the quantities of water absorbed by 
the lake rise or fall. 





Dr Ibrahim al-Asyuti adds; Increasing the capacity of Chie rigation net- 
work and guiding the use of ite water is one of the objectives of our 
research both from the etandpoint of using our present water resources or 
any additional ones. 


This means that we must make the best and ideal distribution of irrigation 
at the lowest cost and making it possible to conserve water for agricultural 
expansion in the new lands. This requires an inventory of all available 
water sources and calculating with great accuracy the actual requirements 

of every crop we plant and studying the breaches in the canals and ditches 
of the irrigation network, With this information, it will be possible to 
design a mathematical model with which we can accurately get the water to 
the areae that need it. 


This model will make us make the best possible use of our available water 
resources, whether from the Nile River or from underground water which is 
currently being used without entering the main irrigation system. 


Ultimately all this will give us a true idea of how [dependent] agricultural 
expansion is on water currently available from the present irrigation 
network, keeping economic considerations in mind. 


The model we are working to design does not mean rebuilding the present 
network but will endeavor to tie it in with any proposed extension to 
meet the needs of the expansions, both from the Nile River or from under- 
ground water. However, this underground water is another story. 


It Exists and History Is the Witness 


Last year, a team of professors from the college of engineering at Cairo 
University and MIT made a trip to the western desert area. Although all 
these professors were specialists in irrigation engineering, they were 
interested in visiting the old tombs and temples in the area. Why? Because 
the drawings on the walls of the temples confirm the existence of an old 
Egyptian civilization dating back thousands of years and this civilization 
could not have existed without water and the Nile is about 300 kilometers 
from the area. Was their water transported? This also is impossible. 

The only logical supposition is that there are large sources of underground 
water used by those who built this civilization. History also relates 

that Cambyse and his army of more than 50,000 Soldiers were in this area 
more than 4 straight days and this large number of men could not have 
survived 4 days without there being underground water sources. History 
confirms to us that the western desert contains a large reservoir of under- 
ground water which we have not yet laid hands on. This is confirmed by 

Dr ‘Abd-al-Wahhab ‘Amir, professor of irrigation engineering at Cairo 
University, who says that there is a strong belief that there is a 

huge reservoir of potable water located at Egypt's border with Libya and 
Sudan at the outer and inner oases, al-Farfarah and al-Bahriyah; the 
existence of this reservoir is confirmed. 
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However, does thie reservoir have 4 source which constantly replenishes it 
or te Lt @ etratum of water that will be gone after it te exploited for 
awhile. 


Thie teeue te the subject of studies we are making to deterine the beet 
way to exploit thie huge reservoir. 


There ie also @ reservoir of underground water passing under the Nile 
River delta, It stretches over an area of 3 million feddans. It is 
bounded on the east by the Sues Canal and in the weet is connected with the 
desert. Thies reservoir rune in large part underground and te located 
between Cairo and the Mediterranean, and thie ie the problem of this reser- 
voir. Exploiting it means exposing ue to the threat that salty seawater 
will mix in to replace water taken from thie reservoir and this would mean 
@ riee in the salinity of the land under which this saline water passes and 
the destruction of all ite good, natural characteristics. 





The fact is that we began to study this problem some years ago and 

the results we arrive at will help to determine the quantities of water 
that can be taken from thie reservoir without decrimental effects on the 
land of the delta. These results will aleo show we if it is possible to 
use thie underground reservoir to store surface water which is discharged 
from the High Dam. If we accomplish thie result, we will have overcome 
the problem of the excess of irrigation needs over electricity from the 
waters of the High Dam because of which a large part of the electric power 
capacity ie lost. So far we have finished assembling all the necessary 
data and information and are preparing a mathematical model of it using 
electronic computers and so will begin using thie model to respond to all 
the earlier questions. In other words, all that is left is for us to put 
it to use. Then we will be able to use this huge reservoir under the 

land of the delta and add undreamed of quantities of water to our resources. 


With regard to the underground reservoir in the western desert about which 
there has been a great deal of arguing, we are currently assembling all 

the necessary information and data and will prepare a mathemical model using 
electronic computers to clear away the ambiguity about this underground 
reservoir. 


All thie research and study which is taking place is nothing sore than a 
serious attempt, with results guaranteed, to transform our dreams and 
aspirations into figures, figures with which we will increase the green 
area on the map of Egypt since not more than 4 percent of the total 

land areaof Egypt is currently under cultivation. Will we succeed in 
breathing life into this land of ours for us and those who will follow us? 
Thie we will leave to the days to come to answer.

He said it was only 10 days after the 
announcement of his election success that the ministry had deemed it 
necessary to bring up euch charges. 


He said it was nothing but a plot against him and asked why objections 
were not made at the time of the scrutiny of his papers prior to no: ination 
when all candidates were thoroughly screened. 


He further stated that his disqualification was unconstitutional as accord- 
ing to election rules only Parliament was assigned to inquire into such 
complaints and rule om thes. 


He stated further that he was a writer during the regime of the shah but 
claimed that he had never written a single article that could have favored 
the shah's regime. 


He finally appealed to the Interior Ministry that if there was any in. »:- 
mation implicating him it should be made public.

The supporters of the students shouted slogans against the rival groups 
and asked the government authorities to release their fellow etudents both 
from the University and Schools without preconditions. 


The demonstrators marched towards the Adilabad prison while in the meantime 
the Deputy Governor General of Shiraz arrived at the prison and opened up 
peaceful negotiations with the demonstrators. 


After some time it was agreed that the students should be released without 
any preconditions and necessary orders were issued to that effect. 


The Deputy Governor General told Parse News Agency that the students number- 
ing 302 were released and seated in the bus for taking them to their hones. 


Before the bus could leave, he added, another group of protestors rushed 
to the Adilabad prison and prevented the departure of the students who were 
released. 


He said it was for security reasons that the students were again impri- 
soned and this decision was taken with the consent of the students then- 
selves. 


Another report from Shiraz said that supporters of the students and their 
parents again gathered in front of the Governor General's office yesterday 


and asked for the immediate release of the students who were determined 
to continue their hunger strike.

The Talbot Plant in Stoke, England, produces some 10,000 “Paykan" car kits 
every year for assembly in Iran, most of them joining a battered fleet of 
orange taxis. 


"Jobe at the Talbot works would be on the line if Britain did break off 
economic relations over the hostage affair," one expert predicted. 





"What worse, it could have a domino effect in England because Talbot 
suppliers would lose a prime outlet." 


Other big export earners i1 the same business would be hit just as hard-- 
among them the beleaguered British Leyland, which sends double-decker 
buses, trucks and landrovers to Iran in kite. 


British exports here aleo include textiles, industrial chemicale and 
medicines, all of which helped push Iran to 14th place in Britain's 150- 
country league of markets for 1978. 


Export earnings from Iran that year topped 750 million pounds ($1,500 
million) but in 1979 the takings were down to 231 million pounds ($462 
million) and Iran plummeted to 35th in the league table. 


"We could have done better this year," a British officiel lamented. “It 
could have been 350 million pounds because the trend was moving upwards... 
but not now, not with the hostages.” 


Rise in Exchange Reserves 
Tehran TEHRAN TIMES in English 30 Apr 80 p 2 


[Text] Tehran--The Central Bank of Iran has announced that in the first 
eight months of the last Persian year ending March 20, 1980, the exchange 
reserves had risen by about $4.3 billion because of the quick decrease in 
current payments as compared to current receipts, which fell by over 19 per- 
cent as compared to the former falling by 48 percent. 


According to studies, exchange receipts in the period were $14.9 million. 
The decrease in the receipts was mainly due to the reduction in ofl and 
private sector services receipts. Export receipts showed an 11.4 percent 
decrease over the previous year period and fell to $12.8 billion, which 
again was due to a reduction in oil exports. 


According to the same studies, the payments stopped at $9.6 billion. The 
payments of last year had shown an improvement of 21 percent over those of 
the year before. The current year's decline in payments was due to exchange 
not being sold for imports or services. 


Payments for the private sector services fell by 52 percent to $2.3 billion 
whereas those for the government sector took a deeper fall of 77 percent 

to recline at $374 million, in contrast with the previous year's much 
bigger fall of 82.3 percent. 


The decrease in import orders starting second half of the previous year, 
continued in the first half of last year. The percentage of decrease of 
imports of last year's first and second quarters compared with the same 
quarters of the year before, were 52 and 27 respectively. 
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The capital account balance showed a debit of $141 million due to less 
capital receipts on foreign loans which dwindled down to about $3 million. 
Loan repayments were to the tune of §627 million in contrast with loan 
returne of $704 million. 


Handicraft Exporte Plummet

[Text] Tehran--Exports of handicrafte has come down by 85 percent compared 
to last year, said a leading exporter, Majid Noghrechi, yesterday. 


In an exclusive interview with the TEHRAN TIMES he said, “There are several 
causes for the drop in exports including the present political conditions 
prevailing in the world.” 


Besides,he said, various newly announced rules and regulations concerned 
with travelling and foreign exchange facilities are other handicaps facing 
the exporters. 


Just after the revolution the business improved and we were expecting that 
export and import business will soon get better. 


But, he said, the government started announcing a series of rules and 
regulations concerning business cards and foreign exchange facilities 
which had an adverse impact on the national business as a whole. 


He said, "Whatever the loss we have suffered we are not sorry because we 
had an important role in bringing this revolution.” 


Noghrechi said, “We are ready to suffer more losses for the sake of the 
success of the revolution...what we expect is that such rules and regula- 
tions should be in favor of the country.” 


Noghrechi, whose business is based in the main bazaar in down town Tehran, 
said that the way the people gave full support to President Abolhassan Bani- 
esadr and other members of the Revolutionary Council, the people are not 
satisfied. 


Elaborating on his point he said, "We know we are still in the revolutionary 
stage but some specific steps should be taken by the authorities which at 
least should eliminate certain hurdles from the way of the local business- 
nen.” 


"For example,” he said, “the authorities have absolutely failed on the issue 
of overpricing which is bringing about great dissatisfaction among the 


people.” 





Noghrechi said the main reason of this problem is that the authorities 
did not find out the root cause of this curse. 


He said the fine, hipping the people are not the real solution of this 
problem. [ase published) 


When asked he said the real cause of the overpricing is the middleman 
which should be eliminted from the business scene immediately. 


But everybody said this, he went on and asked, who did any specific step 
to remove the middleman between the producers and consumers. 


"I'm sorry no specific steps was taken so far," he remarked. 

There should be a plan which should be made after keeping all the aspects 
in mind, he said, and added that these middlemen first should provided 
some other job or the same job but under some other framework. 


If you do not do so and criticize him (middleman) he is not going to dis- 
appear from the scene of the business. 


He said that the nation has numerous expectations for the future Majlis and 


added that the manters of Parliament will definitely look into the overall 
problems of the country and try to find out a suitable solution for then.

{Text} In connection with the incident of hostage taking in London and the 
activities of those in Baghdad who oppose Iran's revolution, the newspaper 
FIGARO writes that Iraq has become the gathering center of those who oppose 
the regime in Iran. This newspaper adds that recently those who nurture 

the dream of toppling Khomeyni's regime have gathered in Baghdad. Those who 
have not forgotten the memory of the monarchy, those political figures who 
have cast the leftist liberal groups aside, the SAVAK agents who fled, the 
officers of the army and navy and also “the hopeless" who lost everything 
and are ready to do something, meet regularly, and that in one of their 
recent meetings former Prime Minister Bakhtiar was also present. 


The FIGARO continues that General Oveysi, the former military governor of 
Tehran, has been commissioned to be the military chief of this movement, 

and Parvix Sabeti, the former deputy chief of SAVAK, has assumed its 
political directorship. General Palizban who is a Kurd by birth, is respon- 
sible for coordinating with the rebels of Kurdistan. Egypt extends financial 
assistance to this organization, and according to some sources, Ashraf (the 
deposed Shah's sister) has given them a check in the amount of 5 million 
dollars as an advance. Arab authorities, especially the authorities of the 
Persian Gulf countries, say that Iraq supports the Arabic speaking minority 
of Khuzistan so that this province would secede from Iran, 


Oveysi and Bakhtiar 


The newspaper LE MONDE also writes in its editorial that Iraq welcomes 
General Oveysi, who, during the Shah's time was nicknamed "the Butcher of 
Tehran,” and, the former Prime Minister Shapur Bakhtiar also took part in a 
recent meeting arranged [by Iraq]. 


This newspaper adds that during the Shah's time the majority of the people 
of Khuzistan felt like they were being strangulated and were intentionally 
kept illiterate. Therefore, they vigorously participated in the struggle

againat the monarchy. [lt was in Abadan that the fire in the movie theater 
Rex, the immediate cause of the revolution, took place, and the strike of 
the ofl [vefinery] workers played a major role in the fall of the monarchy. 
The people of Khuzistan who hoped that their religious leader Iman Khomeyni 
would pursue the policy of Islam and not that of Pan-Iranism, asked the 
government for cultural autonomy. This movement was supported by the Iraqi 
government because the non-religious Ba'th Government was concerned that the 
Shi'ite majority of its country would ask for participation in government 
affairs--something they were deprived of, 


In Preparation for a Coup d'Etat 


In a special report, the weekly publication FIGARO published today, vealed 
in this connection that, while Carter's airplanes and helicopters : « 
crashing in [ran's desert, highly secret attempts were in the pro's in 
Paris of carrying out a coup d'etat in Iran. A tall American man ha 
determined and unusual face was waiting on Champs d'Elysees Avenue .ext to a 
Citroen equipped with a telephone, while two men were guarding him. At 

1315 a grey Mercedes stopped behind the Citroen, The special envoy was 
meeting those who thought that only a coup d'etat could hereafter change the 
situation in Iran, They were headed by Gen Gholam-'Ali Oveysi. 


One of the correspondents of the rightist weekly publication FIGARO, who is 
close to the members of the Pahlavi family, published in this week's issue 
an interview he had with Gholam-'Ali Oveysi, the military governor of Tehran, 
who, during the deposed Shah's time was called “the Butcher of Tehran." 
Gholam-'Ali Oveysi, who, because of the "Black Friday" slaughter was to be 
executed, has claimed that he intends to stage a coup in Iran, and for this 
purpose he enjoys the support of 3,000 officers and 80-90,000 soldiers. 


Oveysi, who presently resides in Paris and according to the newspapers 
travels to Iraq frequently, was in Baghdad together with the Shah's other 
cohorts including Shapur Bakhtiar, said during this interview: “Before I 
leave Europe for Iran, I will publish a statement and, upon my arrival in 
Tehran, I will send a message to the people." Oveysi said that “former 
army's soldiers have remained loyal to their chiefs and also thousands of 
policemen who are in hiding, are ready to resume their service for my goals, 
beside me."" He added, “However, I do not think that we would have to fight 
because when Khomeyni and his supporters learn that I have arrived, they 
would leave the country. 


The FIGARO writes that discussions are probably going on right now between 
enemies. While passing through Paris a week ago, Khomeyni's son-in law 
Eshraqi personally called Oveysi. First Oveysi's son answered the call and 
then Eshraqi talked to Oveysi for half an hour. This newspaper says that 
the leaders of the Islamic Republic are in the process of purchasing 
residences in France. 


The FIGARO says in an article that the plans of a coup d'etat in Iran have 
been drawn with the knowledge of the Americans and with Carter's special 
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envoy. Oveysi is the architect and the "Liberation Army of Iran" is the 
executor of that plan, One of the planners of the coup told the Americans 
that during the coup the hostages might be killed. The agents of the coup 
have stated that because of the state of Mohammad Reza Pahlavi's illness, 
they do not intend to reinstate him. They may have to create a military 
government for 2-3 years to reestablish order, so that the nation would 
decide which of the two sons of the deposed Shah, the eldest son Reza or 
the second son ‘'Ali-Reza would succeed him. In any case, a respectable life 
should be arranged for the Pahlavi family, This publication announced that 
the place of the meetings of the agente of the coup is close to Cafe 

FOKTS [?eic] in Parte, Thie cafe is actually the gathering place of many 
of the Iranian fugitives who were attached to the fallen regime. 


According to the reports received from Baghdad regarding the agreement 
among the heads of groups connected with the former regime, should the plot 
of coup in lLran be successful with the assistance of foreign governments, 

a military dictatorship would be established, for a period of 2-3 years, 
and later, through a referendum the people would chose one of the two 
regimes--monarchy or republic. However, efforts should be made to have one 
of Mohammad Reza Pahlavi's sons as the monarch and Shapur Bakhtiar as the 
prime minister, and during this time efforts should be made so that the 
influence of the Islamic leaders would be uprooted for ever from Iran. 


It was stated in Paris that those connected with the former regime in Iran, 
according to the agreement regarding a coup d'etat in that country, elected 
Gholam-'Ali Oveysi to head their group. Ardeshir Zahedi, Parvis Sabeti and 
Shapur Bakhtiar who were recently in Baghdad and enjoy America's support, 
agreed to put their differences aside in order to establish a military 
government in Iran and to take action against the Islamic Republic. In 
accordance with this agreement, Oveysi has the responsibility of carrying 
out the coup and of gathering those disenchanted army and policy personnel 
and the military and SAVAK elements who fled the country, while Ardeshir 
Zahedi is the liaison betweea [the group and] America, Parvis Sabeti is in 
charge of creating the appartus to crush the revolutionaries, and Shapur 
Bakhtiar is to gather the disenchanted among the nonreligious. 


In an interview with the newspaper LE MATIN, Shapur Bakhtiar said that 
recently he met with Saddam Tikriti in Baghdad and confirmed the latter's 
wish regarding the overthrow of Khomeyni's regime. According to this 

paper, General Oveysi, the former military governor of Tehran and the one 
responsible for the mass murder of "Black Friday" of September of 1978, is 
utilizing certain possibilities in Iraq for the creation of groups. While 
the groups seeking autonomy and the Kurds do not see themselves in aliance 
with the "Butcher of Tehran," they do need Iraq's assistance, This newspaper 
adds that the regime of Iraq is extremely perturbed by the messages of 
Khomeyni, Bani-Sadr and other Iranian leaders regarding the revolt of Iraq's 
Shi'ites who compose more than half of this country's population. 


On the other hand, the political observers in Washington have stated that 
because of joint interests in their efforts to topple the Islamic Republic 

of Iran, some cooperation has been developing between America and Iraq which 
did not have close relationships with each other in the past.

THOUSANDS SEEK LRAQI CITIZENSHIP THROUGH RCC DECREE 
Baghdad AL~JUMHURIYAH in Arabic 7 Mar 80 p 6 


[Article: "Four Thousand Foreign Residents Present Requests for Lraqi 
Citizehship") 


[Text] Four thousand foreigners living in the country have applied to the 
Interior Ministry to obtain Iraqi citizenship, in light of the RCC resolution 
issued on 5 February 1980. 


Deputy Interior Minister ‘Aziz Salih told the Iraqi News Agency that committees 
have been formed in the governorates’ citizenship directorates to receive 
these requests and submit them to the authorities concerned. 


He added that similar committees have been formed at the ministry to study 
these requests and submit them to the minister for final decision. 


‘Aziz Salih pointed out that it has been decided to assign a number of police 
officers and policemen from the governorates’ police directorates to the 
citizenship directorates for 6 months, which is the time period for implementing 
the decision to expedite the handling of applicants for citizenship. The 
ministry will directly supervise the implementation of the RCC decision in 

this respect. 


On 5 February, the RCC had decided to grant the interior minister the power to 
approve the naturalization of foreigners who have reached their full legal 
age, provided that they have lived in Iraq since before the 14 July 1958 
revolution, and that they will continue to live here until the implementation 
of the decree, which will end on 5 July 1980. 


The minister is also empowered to approve the naturalization of adult for- 
eigners of the following tribes: al-Surah Miri, al-Kirkish, al-Ruzkursh, 
Malik Shahi, Qara Lus, al-Filiyah, al-Ikwaziyah, and al-Kuwayn, as well as 
foreigners married to Iraqis who have been continually resident since prior 
to 1958. 





The council aleo empowered the minister to approve a foreign woman's acquisi- 
tion of citizenship through her Iraqi husband, on condition that 3 years 
have elapsed since the marriage, that she has resided in Iraq during that 
period, and that the marriage continue up to the presentation of the request. 


The RCC made naturalization conditional on one of the naturalization appli- 
cant's firet or second degree relative's having acquired Iraqi citizenship, 
and that hie presence in the country not be injurious to the security and 
safety of the Iraqi Republic.

Sensitive Positions") 


{[Text) “This young girl will have an artistic future. Her voice is lovely, 
and even though she is young she stands on the stage confidently and steadily 
to sing with all her feelings.” 


This is what I said to an Iraqi woman sitting next to me, a member of the 
Iraqi Women's Federation, while we were at a celebration arranged by Lragqi 
popular groups on the occasion of the ninth congress, to which the federation 
had invited us. 


But the lady did not share my opinion, for she said, “She will never be an 
artist, even though she is gifted.” 


Why? “Because traditions will prevent her from standing on a stage to sing 
in the hearing and sight of the public once she comes of age.” 


She added sadly, “When I was her age, I loved art. Now I am married and art 
has become a childhood dream which I sometimes bashfully remember. Our social 
traditions are still strict. Although you see these young girls singing and 
dancing now, this is permitted only at federation festivals, which are greatly 
trusted by the people. But otherwise, no." 


Iraqi women today appear very proud of what the laws have granted them since 
1968. The personal circumstances law has prohibited polygamy and has limited 
divorce to certain cases. Legislation has achieved equality for women in all 
aspects of the labor laws. On the cultural level, the compulsory education 
law has imposed education on women and men alike. Whoever does not volun- 
tarily and of his own choice allow his daughter or wife to go to school is 
forced to by the law. 








Let ue return to women in the various fields of work. Iraqi Women's Pederation 
Statistics indicate that the percentage of women in the work force according 
to specialization is ae follows: 30 percent of all doctors and pharmacists, 

33 percent of all goverament office workers, 26 percent of all technical wor- 
kere, and 40 percent of all engineers. 





In addition, there are many fields not open to women in many Arab countries 
which lraqi women have plunged into. They are paratroopers, airplane pilots, 
army fightere--the firet clase of 70 female officers was recently graduated. 
They are aleo cleaning ladies, gas station attendants, and bus drivers. 


—* the face of thie headstrong tentaine onslaught to work outside the hoae, 
some questions come to mind. 


Does the fact that women are entering the work field mean that they have at~ 
tained the desired degree of liberation and advancement? 


This phenomenon does not seem to be indicctive of Iraqi women's advancement 
and awareness as much as it is a social upswing caused by the legislation 
which opened wide the door to work, and which also made women awake from their 
slumber in bewilderment. They have rushed to go to work, firmly believing 
that thie will give them all their rights and freedoms. The iron collar has 
been broken off from around them, but the result is that the collar still 
remains, although it is @uch roomier than before. 


Advancement has not come spontaneously, and there has been no effect on the 
consciousness of women or, more properly, society. The Iraqi citizen, man 
or woman, ie rushing breathlessly to follow the laws which are several stages 
ahead of their maturity. We can say that there is a large gap between the 
real situation of Iraqi wowen and the situation they suppose themselves to be 
in. 


What are the future repercussions of women's rushing to work in such large 
numbers? 


Naturally, it is essential that the society employ all its capabilities and 
utilize them for development and progress, female capacities included. But 
their blind rush to work outside their homes, running after the mirage of 
liberation, constitutes a serious phenomenon, because for the sake of their 
work they might be forced to neglect their family duties. No matter how many 
nursery schools there are, and no matter what purposes and recreation they 
provide the children, all this cannot make up for the mother's love and up- 
bringing. Therefore, the spectre of family disintegration is not remote from 
“caqgi society, since women there continue to feel that the way to liberation 
is working in an office instead of the home. 
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Thies does not mean that we don't believe in women's ability to create and give. 
But absolutely nothing muet distract them from their role ae mothers first of 
ail. 


lt should be noted that in advanced societies, women did not feel the need 

to enter work fields in an exhibitionist manner to prove their liberation, 

4 situation which we have noticed in Iraq, where the existence of female 
paratroopers and airplane pilote is more for public consumption than practical 
reasons. 


In addition, women's departure from the walle of the home has not been accom- 
panied by society's departure from the prison of traditions. Liberation has 
not yet come to knock on the doors of societal traditions. It is quite cus- 
tomary to see 4 girl student at a desk, wrapped in an abayah from head to 
toe. 


it is natural for a woman to spend a larg part of the evening at her job if 
the job demands it. A half-hour delay for any other reason might raise a 
problem for her, but not so in this case. 


An Interview With Mre Kazia 


We spoke about Liberation and traditions with Mre Farqad Muhammad Kazim, an 
official at the federation's information and literacy secretariat, in a short 
interview during the conference. We asked, “During 12 years of actual work, 
what is Iraqi woman's position vis-a-vis liberation?" 


[Anewer| As a start, I would like to stress that Iraqi women are not strug- 
giing with men, but are working equally for a better society. 


As for their liberation, it can be said that they are liberated and have 
achieved all their rights. What remains to be learned is how they are practic- 
ing them, and how their personality is developing through their presence in 
all fields. 


{Questions} Do customs and traditions still strangle them? 


[Answer) We are proud of our customs and traditions and we are maintaining 
them. Development does not affect them. Our adherence to them is spontaneous, 
not the result of restraint or pressure. 


Let me give you an example from my own experience. Because of federation 
duties, I have been compelled to travel abroad by myself, for example. I 
suffered no problem on this level, but I couldn't get rid of my personal and 
traditional convictions. For example, I could not drink wine or wear a short 
dress. This is not because my society rejects this, but because I reject it. 
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[Question] Do women impose the abavah on themselves also? 


l[Anewer) The abayah is a basic item of clothing for the Iraqi woman. We 

cannot suggest that she remove it, for it appertaine to her and her convictions. 
1 do not, however, believe that if she wants to abandon the abayah she should 
be prevented from doing so. She can convince her husband or father, on con- 
dition she convinces herself first. Iraqi women have reached a stage where 

they can do whatever they are convinced of, and not what other people impose 

on them, 


[Question] les us assume that you have a daughter who is near the end of her 
university etudies, who aske you for permission to spend the night away from 
home with her friends. Would you approve? 


{Answer} Frankly, I couldn't let her spend the night away from home. 
[Question] Why? 

{[Anewer} I would fear for her. 

[Question] Bud don't you trust the one you brought up? 

[Anewer) It is not a matter of trust--I just couldn't. 


[Question] But do you believe that this stand would lead to a feeling of 
being oppressed, and perhaps to an explosion? 


|Answer|) Why should it lead to an explosion? Young peopler are strong--I 
know this. This strength must breathe properly. We have given our children 
all the potentials which will ensure proper development for them, and which 
will protect them from the dangers of slipping. 


Finally, one word must oe said. Iraqi society, although it is following the 
road to development, still avoids changing its traditions. The reason for 
this is perhaps the people's unwillingness to accept change with respect 

to their innermost convictions and customs. 


Therefore, it can be expected that women will win the full trust of those 
around them, and prove their aptitude, in cautious steps, so that society will 
not be taken by surprise by . sudden change in its structure and therefore 
react negatively.

BAGHDAD PLAYS DOWN VISIT OF ALGERIAN PRESIDENT

{(Text] From the reception which Algerian President Chadli Bendjedid received 
in Iraq it became clear that even now Iraqi and Algerian points of view 

do not coincide on at least two important issues--the matter of the Western 
Sahara and the policy of the Steadfastness Front. 


Observers have noted that Chadli's reception was extremely reserved. The 
Iraqi officials did not set up any triumphal arches, welcoming signs, or 
Algerian flags in the streets of the capital. 


The Iraqi press devoted modest space to news of the visit, no more than 3 co- 
lamns on the front page, with a picture of the Algerian president only 
one column wide. 


When a senior Iraqi official at the Iraqi Information Ministry was asked about 
the Algerian president's visit before his arrival in Baghdad, the official 
said that he knew nothing about the schedule of the Algerian president's 
visit, and that this visit had a “very private nautre." 


When the Algerian guest arrived at Qasr al-Salam, Iraqi security officials 
prevented anyone from entering the area around the palace. As for the 
journalists who had received an invitation from the Algerian chief of protocol, 
the security agencies sent them away politely, saying, "No doubt you mis- 
understood the invitation."

WORK RESTRICTIONS~-The RCC has decided to prohibit retired army and internal 
security force officers from working for the Iraqi private sector or foreign 
companies, except after obtaining the approval of the security agencies con- 
cerned. Here is the text of the decree. RCC Decree No 441 of 26 March 

1980: On the basis of the rulings of Paragraph A of Article 42 of the pro- 
visional constitution, the RCC, in its 26 March 1980 session, decreed the 
following. (1) A retired army or internal security force officer may not 
work for the Iraqi private sector or a foreign company except after obtaining 
the approval of the security agencies concerned. (2) A military or civilian 
retiree who held the position of division commander or director general, or 
other posts of the same degrees, may not work for the authorities mentioned 
above in Paragraph 1 of this decree until he has been retired for 1 year. 

(3) This decree will be effective as of the date of its publication in the 
Official Gazette. [Signed] Saddam Husayn, President of the RCC. [Text]

EGYPTIAN, ILSRAELI VIEWS ON NORMALIZATION DISCUSSED 
Tel Aviv MA'ARIV in Hebrew 20 Apr 80 p 5 


[Article: "Israeli's and Egypt's Conceptions of Normalization Are Totally 
Different") 


[Text] Ever since peaceful relations started between Israel and Egypt, it 
could clearly be discerned that each of the two countries has a different 
concept about the kind of relations. Israel appears as the side most eager 
in hastening up the process whereas Egypt seems to be braking every time, 
as if it were “shoving a stick between the wheels." It sometimes even seems 
to be sorry aobut the whole thing to the point of torpedoing peace. After 
the almost messianic enthusiasm of Sadat's visit to Jerusalem and the sign- 
ing of the Camp David accords, this gap in expectations only increased the 
feeling of disappointment and frustration in Israel with the peace process. 
When the average Israeli is asked to comment about the peace process, the 
usual response is “This is not it," “This is not what we wanted." Really? 


In order to answer this question it is necessary to consider the very mean- 
ing of peace in both societies, Israel and Egypt, and the motivation in both 
countries for achieving it. As it turns out, there is a basic gap between 
Israelis and Egyptians. Even those who believe in Sadat's sincerity have 
got to admit that. 


From the Israeli point of view--and there is no difference here between world 
outlook or party affiliation--the achievement of peace was, ever since the 
establishment of the state, the most ardent hope of our society. Ours is a 
society that never had the taste of real peace, a state which from its very 
inception wanted legitimization by its neighbors, a society for which peace 
was something remote and unattainable, like the other side of the moon. 
Israel saw peace as an utmost value. True, there were those in Israel in 
the past who thought that peace could be forced, or that Israel could live 
forever without formal peace, “until the Arabs accept our existence." It 

is also true that since 1967 there were those who wondered audibly whether 
Israel really needed peace if it had such wide security latitudes that it 
had acquired in the Six Day War (these latitudes proved to be misleading and 
trapping as we well learned in the Yom Kippur War). But in spite of this 
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peace=--not ware--was the utmost public goal in Israel. This explains the 
uncontrolled bursts of joy when Sadat visited Israel. This explains Menachem 
Begin's high popularity in the summer of 1977 and the fall of 1978. The 
people of Israel wanted peace form the beginning of their political inde- 
pendence, and when the historical opportunity presented itself, it was felt 
that real hopes may thus be answered, even if many had reservations regarding 
some sections of the peace treaty. 


The picture is totally different for Egypt. When you come down to it, 
Egypt--and Sadat--turned to peace like robots. All of Sadat's impressive 
rhetoric cannot change this fact. To begin with, Egypt wanted Israel's 
destruction. That is why it started a war. Originally Sadat thought to 
recapture the land that fell into Israeli hands in 1967 by war and by diplo- 
matic maneuvers which would not require full recognition of Israel and peace 
with her (real peace, one may recall, was then posponed to "future genera- 
tions"). Only after he realized that the only way to achieve his political 
goals and to channel his efforts to internal development will force him to 
Sign a full fledged peace with Israel, then and only then, did he go this 
route. Sadat's switch from war to peace is undoubtedly an impressive his- 
torical event which shows a lot of courage But its base is in the realiza- 
tion that there is no choice, no other way would lead to the achievement 

of Egypt's national goals. 


Thus it happened that from Egypt's point of view, peace is a means to politi- 
cal ends, not an end in itself. Whereas in Israel there was always a will- 
ingness (more or less, depending on world outlook) to pay a price for peace, 
for the Egyptians peace itself was the price. The price was Egypt's isolation 
from the Arab world, isolation from its cultural “hinterland,” denounciation 
by Third World countries. Egypt thinks that the price is worth it. It can 

be assumed that it is right. But it is a high price nevertheless and we 
cannot discount this fact. 


Does this require that Israel wake up from the peace process? Certainly not. 
But it is important to realize that Israel's view of peace is different from 
the Egyptians’. The idea of normalization and how it is conceived by both 
countries is clear evidence to it. 


Differences between these two concepts could be seen from Sadat's visit to 
Israel and up to the signing of the Camp David accords. Every Israeli 
institution which thinks anything of itself made desparate efforts to send 

a delegation to Egypt. Industrialists and merchants, Histadrut representa- 
tives and emissaries of academic institutions--all were to be on the band- 
wagon to Egypt--to try--with typical Jewish energy, both in Israel and 
abroad--to establish ties, to initiate the exchange of delegations, to do 
business. What about the Egyptians? The Israelis were received cordially-- 
as is the norm for Egyptian society--but in the end they were all turned down 
and Egyptian delegations did not come to Israel. Reading announcements that 
were made by industrial giants and union leaders, university people and 
investors regarding what they had accomplished in Egypt during their visits, 
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and what has actually been achieved, it is easy to see the gap between 
lsrael's wishful thinking and sober reality. 


Many Israelis looked to Egypt for the kind of ties which never developed 
between other neighboring countries like Turkey and Greece. It is obvious 
that from the Egyptian point of view this interest aroused old feara and 
suspicions regarding Israeli “expansionism” and the danger that Egypt may 

be devoured by Israeli sctence and industry. It is just as clear that these 
fears supported the internal Egyptian opposition which includes, primarily, 
those elements, intellectual and others, for whom ties with other Arab 
countries are most essential. 


In a collection of papers published by the Van-Lier Institute about a-year- 
and-a-half ago some of the participants voiced their opinion that the nor- 
malization process with Egypt will be slow and gradual. We should not 

expect a sudden disappearance of all barriers between the two societies. 
There were even those who said that it may not even be desirable for all 
barriers to disappear all of a sudden and that quick exposure could create 
tensions and frustrations in both societies. There were economists who 
pointed out that the Israeli and Egyptian economies are not complementary 

and there were academicians who warned their colleagues against being too 
hasty to form strong ties with their Egyptian counterparts without first 
laying the groundwork for real cooperation. The fact is that to date science 
and research institutions have not received any response for cooperation or 
exchange of researchers. An Israeli university can announce the establishment 
of an Egyptian history chair. It is difficult to imagine an Egyptian univer- 
sity reciprocating. 


Recently Israel and Egypt signed some agreements as part of negotiations for 
normalization. Gradually these agreements should take shape. But even 
confirmed optimists cannot deny the fact that the interest in intensifying 
efforts to implement the agreements in detail will be different. No Egyptian 
tourist agent considers this its main effort. Thousands of Israelis want to 
visit Egypt, whereas the number of Egyptians who want to visit Israel is 
rather meager. Israeli investors would like to explore investment possibili- 
ties in Egypt, whereas Egyptian businessmen prefer to continue their ties with 
the Arab countries. Israeli academicians are trying to establish ties with 
their Egyptian counterparts, whereas the latter--even if they do not shun 

the peace process--are primarily interested in maintaining ties with the 
cultural world to which they belong, the Arab world. 


This is true for the political stratum also, from which we might have 
expected more sophistication. When the prime minister was in Aswan he talked 
about strategic cooperation with Egypt. Egypt poured cold water on these 
ambitions. The defense minister thought that his close relations with the 
Egyptian president and defense minister were guarantees for full defense 

and political cooperation--whereas Egypt manages to achieve military cooper- 
ation with the United States without needing us altogether. 
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There is a good chance for normalization if Israel--and Israelis--can under- 
atand that it is a slow, gradual process, and not a one time breakthrough. 
this requires the Israeli side to keep a low profile, to not have dramatic 
announcement for the preas, and to not cease on grandiose dreams of 
immediate cooperation in politics, economics and science. 


The very fact of our existence in the Middle East is a deep trauma for the 
Arab world=<to its concepts, tradition and way of thinking. The Arab world-- 
and Egypt--will only be able to adjust its concepts and actions for cooper- 
ation with us on a gradual basis. Many nations have peaceful relations 
without being close. 


Grabbing too much is no accomplishment at all. The Egyptians consider 
peace--and will continue to do so--as a means to political ends. Therefore 
for them normalization will also be a tool to be used in political bargain- 
ing. 


The guiding line for Israel for developing relations with Egypt should be 
sober realism, pragmatism and a low profile. The initial enthusiasm was 
understandable. The time has now come for a calculated approach and the 
setting of priorities. This is true not only for the government but for 
our society as a whole. Israelis should not push the government to get 
more out of normalization than there is in it. 


The guns between Israe! and Egypt are now silent, but this does not mean 
that al! muses must start singing immediately.

LABOR PARTY'S PRETENSIONS TO POWER QUESTIONED

[Text] Everyone admits the importance of a policy of reasonable wages to 
insure the stability of the economy, but, for many years, it has been 
impossible to carry out such a policy because of the aggressiveness and the 
irresponsibility of the unions and the “strong arm” workers’ committees 
centered in vital services and in monopolistic companies. At a time when 
normal labor relations were the rule in the productive sector, and there 
were no rumbles there, the monopolistic secto: wae the source of trouble tor 
the system of wages in the economy as a whole. Workers in this sector were 
getting wages that were double or more than those workers in the productive 
sector for work that was similar or identical. And they were not getting this 
because of their skills or their industry, but because of their control over 
vital parts of the economy and their capacity to paralyze the normal order 
of things. 


Management vielded to their demands, and the more they received, the greater 
their appetite became and the more aggressive they were. Two classes emerged: 
the majority of the public, which got wages according to the capacity of the 
economy, and a minority which got a disproportionately high salary because 

of its control over vital areas of the economy. This exploitative class imposed 
1 burdensome tax on the public, disrupted the normal patterns of the economy, 
and caused upheavals in labor relations. The Labor government did not succeed 
in curbing their appetite and gave in to their demands. 


The Labor Party rejected the law of obligatory arbitration as a solution to 
this problem, because it saw in this a violation of the principle of a class 
struggle. The Party did not understand that in standing up to an exploiting 
minority, conditions would improve for the majority of the public. This 
minority stepped on the Labor Party government and damaged its image. It 
ontinued in this way even after the change-over in leadership. The public 
has a right to ask the heads of the Labor Party now they intend to put a 





stop to these unions and to exert egal authority over them. Or do they 
plan to continue to bless the cliss struggle? in other words, will the 
Party continue to stick to outdated concepts, or has it learned anything 
new from ite experiences’? 


The Labor Party could learn a lesson from England where the "strong arm” 
unions toppled the Conservative government headed by Edward Heath, and later 
brought down the Labor government headed by Callahan. Their loyalty dows not 
belong to any party. They behave like an apolitical body which knows that 
through its strength it will get what it wants. That is how the “strong 
arm" unions behaved in Rabin's government, and they undermined its standing. 
When the governmen| changed hands, the people of blue and white [collars] 


did not hesitate to lead the campaign against the policy of “their govern- 
ment. 


hese groupe have only one loyalty--to themselves. The Labor Party fooled 
iteel! in seeing the trade unions as a reliable support. Its devotion to 
these unions made it into an unimaginative purty. The policy of division 

f the spoille and flattery towards the trade unions is the complete opposite 
of the pellcy adopted by the founders of the Labor movement when they made 
their party a dominant force in the Yishuv 


To thie was added an undermining of legal rule which took on serious dimen- 


sions. Morder, robbery, bribery and deceit have become our daily fare, and 

the prisons have filled till there is no more room. Despite the seriousness 

f thie situation, it ts possible to do battle with this wrongdoing, because 
involves transgressions by individuals. Immeasurably more serious is 


rganized wrongdoing Sy Masses of people. Democracy has not vet forged 
effective weapons against this. When thousands of religious people throw 
stones in the street and carry out acts of vandalism, and the police treats 
them with tolerance, the rule of law is being undermined. This hooliganism 
net call forth loud condemnations from the Rabbinate or from the National 
AC LIigZioU Party. 


Tho behavior of the people of Gush Bounim is no less serious. These people 
ct on the baste of an idea which they place above all else, and they set 
‘ide every other principle, including the existence of laws of the state. 
ir organization doee sot refrain from breaking the law because, in its 
s, the government is only legal when it agrees with their illegal acts. 
‘his organization was tolerated by Rabbin'’s government and received enthus- 
iastic encouragement from honored personalities in Likud. The tolerance 
chown towards it by the government oniy increases its strength.

4 iot of damage bas been done by the mass wrongdoing of the trade unions. 

Flectrice! workers, airport emplovees, engineers from the Office of Communi- 
ition ind others are inciting [violence], and are even striking without 

‘ivine the legal 15 days’ notice for a labor dispute. Thousands of tourists 
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had to sit on their suitcases in Ber Gurion Airport because El Al employees 
went on strike suddenly without giving notice. The classic example of 

this was the behavior of the workers on the Dead Sea projects in July 1979, 
Without prior warning, they sabotaged processes of production, and, by means 
of foree, kept the potash from leaving the site o che project. The court 
ruled that the [strike] be stopped, but the workers got together at a general 
meeting and voted with a large majority to ignore the court's ruling. 


The three collective forms of transgression have a common denominator. The 
religious hooligans see themselves as messengers of divine law which pushes 
aside the laws of the State. The people of Gush-Bmunim operate with the 
authority of nationalist rule which they choose over the law. And the trane- 
gression of the trade unions draws its legitimacy from the existence of the 
necessity of class conflict or “trade struggle." In every case, the goal 
justifies the improper means. Just as the Rabbinate and the National Religious 
Party did not distance themselves from the transgressions of the religious 
hoodlume, and just as the leaders of Likud did not condemn the actions of 
Gush-Bmunim, so the Histadrut (Federation) and the Labor Party did not repri- 
mand the unruly unions. How will the Labor Party behave if it returns to 
power? 


As was said earlier, the Labor Party presents itself as a candidate for 
governing by pointing to the defects in the Likud government, defects which 
are clear to everyone. They are not enough, however, to justify Labor's pre- 
tensions to leading the country. Without the establishment of national goals 
and concrete means for attaining them, there will be no way to keep the lid 
on the Labor Party's intention of serving as an alternative to the present 
government. 


More should be said. All of the foci of the disease which afflicts our 
national existence grew and blossomed during the Labor Party's rule. And 
this party is now being called upon to cure the disease which it brought 
about. Now, when this party stands before the country asking to assume the 
reins of government, it is not absolved from answering the big question: Will 
it be able to make the great contribution necessitated by the illness of 
Israeli society? Will it find the strength to be a party which will prose- 
cute and educate? In other words, is the party pushing hard to rule for the 
sake of ruling or in order to achieve :ational goals? 


Up to now, the Labor Party has shrunk from dealing with such problems on the 
wseumption that the defects in Likud by themselves would justify its drive 
to power. If this is how the Labor Party plans to continue to try to return 
to its former glory, then it is not worthy of leading the nation. If within 
the existing framework of the political landscape, there is no replacement 
to be found for Likud, then perhaps the impulse of our national existence 
will produce an alternative which will meet the needs of this time.

WEILZMAN CRITICIZE FOR ATTACK ON PRESENT GOVERNMENT

[Editorial: “An Attack") 


[Text] Defense Minister Ezer Weizman's call for early elections represents an 
attack on the government and its leader. It must be said, however, that more 
than hurting the government, Weizman has hurt himself. He has no right to 

set himself apact when he attacks the functioning of the government. As the 
saying goes: “He who charges others may be charging them with his own defects." 
This is not the first time thac Mr Weizman, with his impulsive behavior, has 
contributed to a general feeling that the government is not in command and is 
not united. By doing so, this man, who has been an important political asset, 
is becoming a heavy burden for the government. 


It is difficult to tolerate the defense minister's words as well as the sharp- 
ness of his tongue. A man who is a member of the government, who for several 
years has been in the central party in the coalition, a man who has the most 
responsible position in the government, must control his tongue. He must 
certainly demonstrate a great deal of political responsibility concerning 
timing. It is hard to find a defense which will lessen the seriousness of his 
action from the point of view of content or timing. Even someone who is still 
nicknamed “the naughty boy of the government” has no right to expect a forgiving 
attitude towards the action of last evening. Weizman knew that while he was 
saying those things, Mr Begin was representing his nation before the president 
of the United States and was carrying on very serious negotiations which may 
determine the future of the nation. Isn't this an attempt to stab him in the 
back?’ 


This protest by a senior person in the government, about the government's 
right to exist and its fitness for representation, to the outside world can 
arouse unjusti.ied expectations in Washington. In the White House, Weizman's 
unusual opinions about everything concerning the autonomy talks are known. 
They know about the ties that he has formed with President Sadat, about his 
opinions which he airs at every opportunity, about his vote against Mr Begin 
in the government session dealing with Hebron. These are not state secrets. 
There is, however, a significant difference depending on how, when and where 
things are said. 
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No one has the right to dictate to an elder statesman like Mr Weizgman which 
policy and what line to adopt. But all this is being said about a man who 

is not properly representing the government. The choice is up to Mr Weizman. 
Only he can free himself of the obligations placed on him by the government in 
the authority of his job. Under no circumstances, however, should he be per- 
mitted to burn the candle at both ends. He has caused serious damage to the 
government's position, both internally and externally. But more than this, he 
has damaged his own image. Every person in his position must arrive at his 

own conclusions. But Mr Weizman goes further. Had he conducted his opposition 
from within, one could accept it, but not when he does it so loudly. 


Mr Begin declined to comment on the incident before returning to Israel to 
clarify things. This should not be seen as weakness. Unlike Mr Weizman, 

Mr Begin respects not only the time but also the place. When he returns to 
Israel, however, Mr Begin will not be able to ignore Weizman's words and get 
back to business as usual, because they have dealt a serious blow to the 
position of the government in the eyes of the public. 


Less than a week has passed since the government decided on a series of steps 
to help improve its image. The foundation has already been laid for those 
changes. The government is in the middle of a fierce political and economic 
struggle. It needs a lot of public support to stand up to the problems and 
to overcome the obstacles. There are positive signs that point to progress 
in the economic sector. Mr Begin also has goals in the political arena. In 
the course of his visit to the U.S., it became clear thet the fears and 
concerns about a crisis were somewhat exaggerated. The government with all 
its “corruption” deserves to stay in office till the end of the usual desig- 
nated period. Elections are not magical medications which can cure all the 
ills of society. We don't see a government on the horizon that is likely to 
function better than the existing one. Whoever has been following what has 
been happening within the Labor Party has not been impressed that ic would do 
a better job. If Mr Weizman feels that he has completed his work, that is up 
to him. But if [he carries on] responsibly, he cannot serve the interests 

of the opposition. This is an intolerable situation from the public per- 
spective.

[Text] To date the public seems to have a deeply rooted hatred of the 
Alignment. This causes 40 percent of those surveyed not to be able to 
decide between it and Likud. This is how this folk medicine in the person 
of ot Wezman has soared as a cure to all our ills to attract both veterans 
and newcomers. The question is: will the public clamor “Ezer! Ezer!" 

the way it did “Begin! Begin! ?" 


Sometimes it seems that this nation is willing to grab at any straw, any 
redeemer who makes a good impression over the television screen. If it 
were otherwise, maybe people would stop and figure out, or contemplate, how 
Weizman, with a 2-digit percentage point in his favor, faces his nation. 
Let us take some very recent events. The defense minister has an emotional 
meeting with the people of Misgav-'Am and praises them no end. But that 
same Ezer, 3 years ago, on the eve of the “economic revolution,” issued 
statements which derided kivbutzim. "Send them home," he said in some of 
those statements. Since, as is well known, kibbutz people tour the country 
every weekend in their private automobiles and go abroad annually, what do 
they have in common with the proletariat of Bet-She'an? If there is anyone 
who did his best to put down the people of Misgav-‘Am in front of the whole 
nation, and thus muddied up the issue and deepened the allergy against the 
labor movement, it was Ezer Weizman, at the head of Likud's public relations 
system. 


Now he announces on television that his membership in Likud is "conditional." 
Exemplary ideological loyalty! He humbly announces that he is willing to 
serve as prime minister for Lidud and to head a centrist liberal party. He 
is also willing to serve in the Alignment government headed by Shimon Peres 
(and announces that he has no objection if a seat is “warmed for him in 
the new government). As this authors sees it, the differen ween Arik 
Sharon and Weizman is the same as between a stormy, almost viv -at adventurer, 
and a sympathetic but very sly one. In any event, it is only in the not-so- 
pretty Israel of today that the public is willing to support a person who is 
willing to cross all boundaries and change his religion, so to speak, every 
few years. 
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By the way, this author does not mean he does not support the toppling of the 
Begin government by Weizman acting as the opposition, as one cartoonist would 
have it. The most constructive thing that Ezer Weizman could do is to bring 
about the end of this government, soon. It is clear how (if he can) he will 
do it. By resigning? By being fired? One thing is clear: there was a 

time when it was thought that the establishment of a centrist government 
should be encouraged (by the left) in order to hasten the breakup of Herut 
and assure the left of a coalitionary partner, thus freeing the nation from 
the NRP as the power to tip the scale, a position which it has enjoyed 
defiantly for a number of generations. This author now doubts that the left 
has to act as a midwife. What happens if the left thus creates a robot which 
may rise against its creator? What happens if Ezer Weizman sweeps thousands 
of votes that the left deserves, after all the disappointments dealt us by 
Likud? What happens if by encouraging the establishment of a credible cen- 
trist party the voters will be freed from the choice between Likud and the 
Alignment? The voters will thus be denied the self-search, the choice, 
between proponents of the stock exchange and those of labor. Therefore, let 
the centrist party rise on its own, without the generous support of the left. 
The more the left gambles on its own strength, the more the public under- 
stands that is in the labor movement which built and will build this country 
on healthy and progressive social principles, the better this nation, and 

the left, will be. 


So much for folk medicine. Now, about the allergy to the labor movement. 

The labor Party decided to postpone its convention to year's end. It follows 
that it will neither decide nor announce its alternative plan in response to 
Likud's inept ways. True, sometimes it is just as well for the Labor Party 

to keep quiet and not voice its opinions in public. Sometimes, its chairman 
(and no future premiership is hinted at in this context) is in touch with 

NRP representatives, or instructs his party members to vote for the Chief 
Rabbinate Law, or announces on television that Ezer Weizman is not disqualified 
from participation in a future Alignment government, or again invites his old 
time friend Israel Galili to head or to not head the committee to put together 
the Alignment's platform. This author prays that the chairman avoid any 

action and let Likud fall on its own. Of course it would be nice if the 

Labor Party rejuvenates itself and comes out with an exciting, intoxicating 
alternative platform. But in the absence of such rosy hopes, the Labor 

leaders would be well advised to not create the impression chat what was will 
be, and that the Labor Party has forgotten everything and not learned any- 
thing. If it aroused such a deep “allergy” in the public it can be attributed 
to the "pragmatic" policy which sometimes ignored principles and broad politics. 


It was amusing to read Yosef Teko'a's article in DAVAR, since what he said 
was uncanny similar to what Mota Gur said in a meeting of an important 
Histadrut club. They are both wise after the fact, and they are not alone 

in this respect. It has become a custom in this country that everyone talks 
about values, in hind sight. Where were they all while things were taking 
place, while Labor was in power, when they could, if they wanted, carry out 
their recommendations? Here is what Teko'a said: “Israel's power was in its 
uniqueness. It has lost that... It was born in an effort to create a unique 
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society of values. The world expected it to form just such a society and to 
serve as an example and inspiration. It disappointed everyone. Today, in 
spite of its impressive accomplishments in various areas, Israel is a mater- 
jalistic society lacking any values. It is a small country of less then 3 
million of whom 500,000 have left. It is a country in which most of those 
leaving the Soviet Union refuse to settle; a society marred by shameful social 
gaps.” 


True, the Labor Party seems sent from heaven when compared with Likud. But 
Teko'a managed to find the "secret" of the public's aversion of the Alignment. 
Can Ezer Weizman and the like sceal the show again? What public and social 
values does he represent? This author makes no secret of it. The job of 
improving the left's image still lies ahead. This is not a philosophical 
problem for academicians. It translates itself into Knesset representatives, 
perhaps tens of them, that will be won, or lost, in the next election.

WEIZMAN SEEN MAKING CONCESSIONS TO EGYPT

[Article: "Weizman Makes Further Concessions to Egypt"] 


[Text] "We will no longer demand of the Americans Sinai aerial photographs." 
This promise was made by Defense Minister Ezer Weizman to the Egyptian 
Defense Minister Kamal Hasan ‘Ali. 


This unexpected gesture that the Israeli defense minister made to his 
Egyptian counterpart shows the trust he has in Egypt as far as the peace 
process goes. 


The American intelligence flights over the Sinai were meant to enable each 
side to receive arial photographs of the other side's positions in the Sinai. 
It was meant as a tool to encourage adherence to the agreement and to allay 
fears of its being violated. Only a short time passed from the time Minister 
Ezer Weizman unilaterally agreed to not receive them to the time Israeli 
experts stopped receiving the photographs. 


Effectively the Egyptians can now do in the Sinai as they please, since Israel 
does not take advantage of its right to obtain aerial photographs. The 
Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty specifically prohibits Israel's Air Force from 
crossing the midpoint in the Sinai. Thus all that pertains to Egyptian 
positions in the Sinai has become a rather large unknown for the IDF. Israel's 
warning latitude has shrunk even further. 


In order to protect itself from such surprises, Israel insisted on a clause 
in the peace treaty which would deal with reconnaissance flights over the 
Sinai. The clause says, among other things: During the period of withdrawal 
arial intelligence flights will be conducted as follows: 1. Both sides 

will request the United States to continue flights over the area, according 
to previous agreements. This will continue until the completion of the 
Israeli withdrawal. 2. Flights will include areas where forces are limited. 
They will be over the main components of either side's forces as detailed 

in the military addendum and in this section. 





Among Friends 


American reconnaissance flights over the Sinai have been with the Israeli- 
Egyptian agreements ever since the disengagement agreements following the 
Yom Kippur War. Reportedly the Americans have utilized, interchangeably 
and concurrently, various means: satellites, U-2 and SR-71 planes. 


Following the Israeli withdrawal in the Sinai after the signing of the peace 
treaty a year ago, Israeli experts, as well as Egyptian experts, could 
receive from the Americans aerial photographs of che Sinai. Surprisingly 
enough it was Israel who changed the trilateral agreement, which is an 
inseparable part of the overall agreement. True, the initiative was Egypt's. 
The Egyptians hinced that "friends do not check on each other." While at 

the beginning of the year the Defense Ministry did its best to prove, with 
the help of the Egyptian Defense Ministry, how "normalization with Egypt 

is being pushed," it also listened to the Egyptian defense minister's re- 
quest that Israel not demand of the Americans any aerial photographs of the 
Sinai, and not use them. When Egyptian Defense Minister Kamal wasan ‘Ali 
visited Israel with a distinguished delegation, marked by excellent relations 
between the two ministries--to the point that he went, with his delegation 
and photographers, even through the secret sections where Israel's war planes 
are produced--it was only natural that Ezer Weizman would make the gesture 
and solemnly announce that Israel will no longer request the American 
photographs. 


As far as is known this decision was not preceded by any discussion to speak 
of. It seems that the Israeli gesture can only be defined as "spontaneous." 


Did Kamal Hasan ‘Ali, to follow oriental manners and in the spirit of peace, 
make a reciprocal gesture to Ezer Weizman, or did he at least tell the 
Americans that he, too, no longer wants their photographs and that they can, 
if they so wish--or are told--to cease and desist those intelligence 
activities? 


The Egyptians Still Receive Photographs 


Nothing of the sort! The Egyptians continue to receive aerial photographs 
from the Americans any time they want them. Egyptian experts can examine 
and study photographs which Israeli experts are now prevented from seeing. 


One can claim, of course, that Israel would know anyhow if the Egyptians 
substantially change their positions in the Sinai. It can also be aruged 
that the aerial photographs are worthless and that Israel could send its 
planes in a matter of minutes if it susvects that there has been a change 
in Egyptian policies and intentions. 


shis is all very nice, but not to a country that has been bitterly surprised 
by war. Especially since the Israeli warning system was substantially 
weakened by the withdrawal. Our main listening post is no more. It has 
oeen replaced by minor posts which makes it difficult for Israel to receive 
the warning in time, not to mention movements of the Egyptian amy from the 
Cenal eastward, as in the past wars. The IDF withdrawal has also brought 
about the weakening of its intelligence system, both on the ground and in

the air. tlereel has thus lost the @inimal warning it needs for emergencies, 
an area which was deemed so important that it was even included in the peace 
treaty. Therefore there is no conflict arising from ite continued imple=- 
mentation, 


Anyone who claims that lereel hase other means to control ite destination 

and therefore Weieman's gesture ie not haraful in any way should be reminded 
of the ineptness in Miegav~'As, 4 omall reminder, but of serious significance. 
All that wae done while the Egyptians eti'| ‘reat lerae] a8 an enemy and in 
epite of huge and kisses do not give wu; vans of intelligence on us, from 
the @ost obvious, to the gost secret. 


There would not be guch cause to dwell on thie incident of 4 unilateral 
leraeli gesture toward Egypt, if it were not another example to the fact 
that the defense sinister is carrying out 4 policy that goes far and bevond 
the peace treaty betwe © lerael and Egypt. Eser Weisman is determined to 
not do anything which say be remotely interpreted as going against the peace 
treaty (thie is why he eo often vetoes rather vital proposals), because he 
enthusiastically and unequivocably believes in the success of the “peace 
process” with Egypt. This approach of his aleo shows in hie intervention 
in affaire which are outside hie immediate responsibility. 


The Egyptian desire to firmly establish themselves in the Gaza Strip is 
well known. It hee now aseumed the slogan of “Gaea first” in implementing 
autonomy. But the government objected to even an Egyptian liaison office 
in Gaze. Lately the defense sinister found a legal way to circumvent this, 
being that he is in charge of the silitary authorities in Gaza. He ai lowed 
Egyptian embassy representatives to establish contacts with local citizens. 
Similarly, he overcame the objection of Prime Minister Begin to let Gaza 
citizens go to Egypt using leraeli travel documents. 


Supervision Agreement 


When Moshe Dayan was foreign sinister he was very careful to not play into 
Rayptian hands. They tried to achieve special status for the Gaza Strip 
while not recognizing leraeli authority over the area. He therefore deter- 
@inantiy fought the question of student travel from Egypt to Gaza for summer 
visits. He was aleo careful as to how Gaza people would register when they 
went to Egypt, after the peace treaty was signed. 


Prom the @inute that ,eace was instituted and there is normalization, it is 
only natural that the Egyptians will recognize Ieraeli documents of Gaza 
citizens for purposes of travel between the two countries. But the Egyptians 
knew what they wanted in the Gaza Strip and although Prime Minister Begin saw 
through them for a long time, he finally gave in to the Defense Ministry-- 
and Egypt--on this issue, too. 


The Egyptians ere aiso smart enough to insist on their demands regarding 
the supervision agreement in the Sinai, which, to date, has not been signed. 











No one says anything about it is public, although negotiations have been 
going on for 5 months. At tirat the Defense Ministry used to e notified 
that the agreement ie at hand and would be signed “next week. Now more 
leraeli concessions are mentioned, before the Egyptians consent to sign 
the agreement. 


True, the joint supervision in the Sinai by Egyptian and leraeli patrols, 
in cooperation with the Americans, is being carried out without 4 hitch. 


But in the absence of an agreement to this date, another section of the 
peace treaty falters, since the iseve of supervision is an integral, 
operational part °f the peace treaty. 


The UN forces have taken themselves out of the picture. To lerael's grati- 
fication it reached an agreement, in principle, about joint supervision in 
the Sinai with the Egyptians and the Americans. Al! thie was 4 result of 
difficult negotiations in Washington and Cairo. Now the Egyptians refuse 
to sign the agreement and it seems that on thie iesue they have at least 
the tacit support of the Americans. 


The Egyptians Demand Annulment of a Memorandum 


As a pre-condition for signing the supervision agreement the Egyptians demanded 
that the United States annul the memorandum signed on 26 March, 1979 between 

it and lerael. That memorandum is part and parcel of the peace treaty. It 
was signed by Secretary of State Cyrus Vance and Poreign Minister Moshe Dayan. 


The semorandue says, in part, that the United States “will support, as it 
sees fit, appropriate leraeli actions that will be taken as a reaction to 
proven violations of the peace treaty, especially if such violations are 
deemed to be threatening Ierael's security.” Egyptian Prime Minister Mustafa 
Khalil wrote two protest letters to the secretary of state where he voiced 
his objection to these sanctions that were agreed upon by Israel and the 
United States alone. 


Therefore the Egyptians are demanding the annulment of this Vance-Dayan 
memorandum To date they are not willing to sign the Sinai supervision 
agreement prior to that. Things got even gore complicated when experts 
and lawyers from all sides tried to find 4 solution. The prime sinister, 


upon the advice of the government legal counsel, opposed this outright. He 
claimed, and rightly so, that his gay water down the peace treaty. 


But in recent veeks attempts have been made to bend Menachem Begin's are 
over this issue, too. The Defense Ministry is proposing several versions 
which constitute concessions to Egypt. 


Starting with giving up on aerial photographs and [delaying] negotiations on 
supervision in the Sinai, there is a trend of carrying out « “private foreign 
policy” by the Defense Ministry, when it comes to Egypt. Its implications are 
possible cracks and initial rifts in the peace treaty between the two countries. 
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WELZMAN--BEGINWING OF THE END

[Text] A few weeks ago, Education Minister Zvulun Hammer said that the 
government “will get over this wave, too” (who remembers now which crisis 
it was then’? The teachers’ strike? The farmers’). To be eure, the govern 
ment sank, and resurfaced, again. Now it is ewept by another wave (the 
one that Weieman created) and it can be assumed, that with god's help, it 
may get over thie one, too. True, ite lunge are about to “explode” with 
all the water it had to take in with each wave, but the main thing is that 
ite head is still bobbing over the stormy seas. 


Defense Minister Weisman surprised no one. What he said about the lack of 
functioning of the government and how it affects the morale of the people 
only affirmed and confirmed what everyone knows and says. The public can 
only ask why Weizmann woke up so late and why he does not draw the only 
logical conclusion and resign. 


The real shock was within Herut. It is there that Weieman's statement caused 
a real stir. It is difficult to say that Weigman has too such sympathy within 
his party, but no one expected such a “Brutus” as that against the prime 
sinister. 


Even Weizman's supporters within Herut had to retreat--to voice their reser- 
vation and adopt a defensive position. They could not find any excuse or 
justification for what he said on relevision. 


The prime ginister, on the other hand, acts with a lot gore restraint. He 
did not rush to react. It can be assumed that he will carefully weigh each 
word since he has, first of all, to see to his shaky government, before he 
claims his lost honor. Begin knows that if Weizman leaves the government 
it may upset the whole game. Weieman's Liberal friends, headed by Sinkha 
Parlich, will not let Begin “hurt” Weieman. 


The defense minister will decide to resign when the time seems right to 
hie. Weieman does not want to leave the political arena. Quite the 
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contrary, We has high ambitions and he would even like=-if only given the 
opportunity==te be prime Sinister, 


In the meantime he ie not averse to creating 4 few political ferece=-a 
centrist party=-and would alee be willing to serve a8 defense Sinister in 
4 government headed by Shimon Peres. 





A Diverce 


No wonder, then, that these loyal to Herut and Begin took Weieman's state- 
ment a8 4 knife in the back, or, to wee less violent terms, a6 4 diverce, 


Minister David Levy can, of course, be counted upon to put Beer, verbally, 
in bie right place. But thie te irrelevant. Welsman lost interest in 
Herut from the ginute it became obvious that Begin has no intention to step 
down and that he will head Likud at the tenth Knesset a6 well, 


Welsman, a6 ie well known, takes public opinion polle seriously. And why 
should he look down upon them’ Are they not complimentary to hia’? De they 
not state that if he heade the party the rece between Likud and the Alignment 
is going to be close, whereas with Begin the Alignment will run away from 
Likud, forward, forward’ These surveye aleo reveal that Weieman is the gost 
popular political leader. This, too, is not taken lightly. 


The main question is, what will happen now? The vibrations caused by 
Weieman have obviously shaken the government. Sut it is still not 4 knock 
out. The government ie etill there. There are those who say that Weisman 
only marked the beginning of the end. He only shot into the air, to start 
the race. 


There are now three major forces on parallel courses, but with some junctions. 
The Liberal Party, which is yoing to hold ite convention early next sonth, 
and among other things decide on its leader. The democrats, all of whos, 
separately and together, are desparately looking for 4 political life saver 
to avoid fading away into oblivion. The third force is WAP, as is well 
known. It does and it does not belong in this context, but the key to 
moving the elections up is within ite hands. The truth is that it is very 
convenient for WRP, right now, to decide that thie is it, the game is over, 
let us have new elections. WRP will certainly not lose by soving elections 
up. On the contrary, it only stands to gain. It can take credit for 
shortening the life of this unfortunate government, which is also something. 


The Democrats can do nothing. Their choice is between holding on to the 
government or grabbing some other political entity. There is no doubt 
today that the Democrats are 4 political parasite which has no right to 


independent existence. 
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Considerations of the Liberals 


The Libera! indebtedness toward Begin and Werut ie fet a8 strong any more, 
Bven in the past it was rumored that they would stick to the partnership 
with Herut only if they won the elections, Now when the writing te on the 
wall indicating thet Likud has ne chance to repeat ite May 1977 victory, 
the sentiments are giving way to cold calculations. The Liberals have never 
been an ideological party, with rigid principles, but « pragmatic party, 
aseessing the market. 


The Liberal affair with Beer Weleman ie not new. in addition to closeness 
of opinions between hie and them, Biriich and hie colleagues understand 
that on the electoral market they are worth nil without being headed by a 
chartematic personality able to attract votes. Suffice it to mention that 
among those who said that they would vote for Likud in the next elections, 
only 1 percent said they would do eo because of the Liberale (the “Monitin”™ 
survey). The Liberals simply cannot afford to go it alone, without Weleman. 
The picture may be quite different with Beer Weieman. Moreover, in this 
case the Democrats may aleo join, and perhaps SHAl~-and thus present the 
public with @ peeudo centrist alternative. it will be relatively soderate 
politically and liberal economically. Thies certainly is the trend. 


At thie point it is difficult to see a chance for sending the gap between 
Weieman and Werut. It is possible that someone aay try to patch it up, 
temporarily, but it ie dowbtful whether thie will last very long. 


Historical Revenge’ 


If the Alignment were like Likud, there could be somewhat of an historical 
revenge. As it turne out Weigman would not hesitate to do to Likud, in 
general, and Herut, in particular, what Dayan did to the Labor Party. The 
only difference is that the Alignment lacks no talented people, whereas 
Likud is dried out. 


It can be aseumed (and he even said so) that Peres, a6 prime minister, would 
be willing to take Weigman into hie government. it is still too early to 
tell what Weieman can bring with him. Peres himself is not exactly the 
ultimate bose of the Alignment.

The Fall of the Strong Opponent 


like father, Haj Dawud, was one of Egypt's supporters in 1948, That year 

the residents of the Weet Bank=<including the people of Hebron--were divided 
lato two camps! the pro-Rgyptian camp (the Egvptiane were in the Weet bank 

at the time), and the pro-Jordanian. taj Dawud took hie family, including 
the boy FPahid and moved to Egypt. Pahid received a Master's degree in 
agricultural engineering from an Egyptian university. After 1967, Fabia 
served a6 4 senior employee of the ministry of agriculture, under the military 
government in Bet £1. During that period, he became close to the government. 
According to his friends, he never considered a political career during that 
time. 


in April 1976, the military government decided to conduct elections for the 
municipalities of Judea and Samaria. The city of Hebron wae ruled by the 
old shaykh, Muhammad ‘Ali Jabri, who had been the strongman in the Hebron 
area for 40 yeare and was considered popular with the leraeli authorities, 


During the time prior to the elections, several people began to question the 
old shaykh's rule. Persistent rumors circulated in Hebron about the corrup- 
tion of the Jabri regime. There were allegations of graft, of concealment 
of funds earmarked for municipal projects. But no one dared challenge 
Jabri's rule. Everyone was afraid of the old shaykh's clique. Fahid 
Qawasimah , who belonged to a large family in Hebron, had the advantage of 
wealth (a hotel, partnership in @ public transportation company, property 

in Egypt), and was an educated and intrepid member of the middle class, 
dared come out publicly againet Jabri. 


One of Jabri's relatives told ue that the very fact that Qawasimah turned 
directly against Jabri, pitting himself against him, damaged tie prestige 
of Hebron's all-powerful ruler. In any event, Jabri had indicated that he 
wanted to quite the race, while the military government tried to talk hia 
into staying, and even went as far as postponing the elections to give Jabri 
time to change his aind. He refused. Qawasimah, along with his old friend 
Dr. Natasha, formed a party called “The National Front." Natasha headed 

the party list, since he had behind him the organized machine of the com- 
@unist party. Qawasimah second. The National Front marched confidently to- 
ward the elections, sure of victory. In March 1976, on the eve of the 
elections, the drama took place which continues to reverberate even today, 
four years later. The military goverament decided to expel Dr Natasha. 
Rumor had it that the government was afraid to have a communist serve as 
mayor. In Hebron, it was said that Shaykh Jabri had pressured the government 
to expel Natasha. This belief gained currency in the city in light of the 
city leaders’ attitude toward the communists during the years of their rule, 
especially the attitude of Jabri himself. Some interpreted Jabri's efforts 
to expel Natasha ae a desire to thke revenge against a political opponent 
who had brought an end to his long period of rule. 
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In any event, whether he was expelled for being a dangerous communist or 
whether he wae expelled because of Jabri's pressures, Natasha found himself 

on the other eide of the Lebanese border while Qawasimah led the party during 
the elections and won 4 considerable victory. Natasha's expulsion and 
Qawasimah's victory gave rise in the city, especially among Natasha's 
numerous followers, to the following conclusion: Qawasimah, who worked 
closely for several years with the leraeli authorities, had made a deal with 
them to expel Natasha, so that he could attain the high office of mayor of 
Hebron in lieu of hie colleague. This theory superceded the older one accord- 
ing to which it was Jabri who had engineered Natasha's expuleion. Natasha 
himeelf had aode certain statements to us about two months ago which raise 

the possibility that there was indeed a deal between Qawasimah and the eu- 
thorities. Although he was careful not to say so explicitly, he did imply it. 
Qawasimah, on the other hand, denies it, as he denied other allegations 
ageinet him. “Let people talk as they wish,” he says quietly and confi- 
dently. One of hie friends, however, claims that Qawasimah does care about 
what ie being said behind hin back. “He is establishing a power base for 
himself for the future. Such allegations may hurt his ambitions and his 


image. 


Since he took office as mayor four years ago, Qawasimah has become known 

as @ resolute person, expert in public relations, skillful in exploiting 

the events of the West Bank for his own strugg.e, for his position, and for 
the goale he pursues. He keeps reiterating that one cannot separate the Pa- 
lestinian people's national problem and their struggle under Israeli occupa- 
tion from his own struggle and hie way. “True, I am a public figure, a 
mayor, but I am first and foremost a resident of this city, a Palestinian 
living under the yoke of the Israeli occupation. My personal struggle is 


also ay people's struggle." 


Until the Baseam Shakka affair exploded, Qawasimah stood in the shadow of 
other mayors. He was considered a competent mayor, active, yet moderate in 
his statements in comparison to his colleagues. He was considered friendly 
to the military government. That is not to say that he did not disagree with 
the government. He would often express his opinions, clearly and directly, 
but he did it through what he called "the conventional channels." While his 
colleagues were given to making extreme statements to the local and inter- 
national media, Qawasimah chose to bare his heart to the military authorities. 
Before the media he often made harsh statements, but he would use ambiguous 
language and a double entendre which enabled him to retreat gracefully. 

It was clear to anyone familiar with the affairs of the territories that 
Qawasimah was only paying lip service. 


Shakka's detention brought a temporary unity among the West Bank's mayors. 
The same people who in normal times envied one another and vied for status 
and prestige, stood united before the decision of the authorities. 
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Qawasimah, who is identified in hie views with the PLO, had to join those mayor 
who are identified wii) the most extreme rejectioniet front. One of 
Qawasimah's freinds telle that the mayor of Hebron, as well ae Elias Pari) 

of Bethlehem and Rashid al-Shawwa of Gaza, tried to draw the mayor to a 

more moderate line, to talk to the government, to try to persuade it that 

the expuleion will do gore harm than good for Ierael. They tried to explain 
the same thing to the minister of defense, with whom they had met. The 
extremist majority prevailed, and they were forced to join their colleagues 
who advocated collective resigning, although the trio continued to work to- 
ward moderation and the prevention of a flareup. 


An Anewer for Every Question 


The united stand of the mayors against the expulsion order brought about 

ite reversal. Nablus Mayor Bessam Shakka returned to his office stronger than 
before. Since Shakka's release the struggle among the mayors has become more 
pronounced. Four of them captured more headlines than the rest during the 
affair: Bassam Shakka, who stood in the middle of the affair and won the 
nage of a martyr; Karim Halif, mayor of Ramallah who knew how to incite and 
cook the most extremist stand; Muhammed Hasan Milhim, mayor of Halhul who 
did not lag behind Halaf, and also Fahid Qawasimah. When the affair quieted 
down and was resolved, the mayors having achieved their common goal, each 
of the four started to make every effort to gain prestige. Bassam Shakka 
maintains that as a result of what had happened to him, and in light of his 
personal suffering for the Palestinian people, he is number one among the 
leaders. Since he is wary of the military government's reaction, and in the 
tought that enough is enough, he does enter into open discussions and does 
not seek a confrontation. Karim Halaf, despite his extreme position, will 
not get the number one spot; the fact of his being a Christian will stand in 
hiw way. Milhem will also fail to take advantage of the Shakka affair for 
personal gain. As a mayor of a emall town like Halhul he does not have 
enough of a base to go higher. That leaves two people in the contest for 
control in the West Bank: Bassam Shakka and Fahid Qawasimah. All signs in 
the area indicate that the chances of the mayor of Hebron are better. He 

is more sophisticated, better educated. popular in and out of his town, 
known for his good relations with the military government, with Jordan, with 
the PLO, and enjoys massive aid from Saudi Arabia. And if we add his family 
tie to Egypt--a card he can use in the future--then the picture is quite 
clear. 


For the time being, Qawasimah does not admit, at least not outwardly, that 
he is vying for the leadership of the West Bank. He is a member of the 
National Steering Committee, an important body in the West Bank. Although 
he is not a member of the communist party, which determines this committee's 
decisions, it is not possible to disregard his presence and influence in 

the sessions. 
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Qawasimah's membership in the National Steering Committee gives hia influence 
and another arena for atruggle and for strengthening his position. But 

thie ie not enough. Much of hie support, albeit indirectly, comes from the 
leraeii government. ite recent decision on the right of Jews to settle inside 
lebron and the intent of establishing @ field schoo) and setting up 4 guseum 
in two houses which belong to Jews, gave Q: vasimah an excellent chance 

which he hae been exploiting effectively. He was able to convene supporters 
as well a8 opponents in Hebron. in a epeech he gave on March 24, which wae 
more eatteme than anything that has been said since 1967, he condemned the 
government's decir ~n and said among other things: “We have nothing sore 

to lose... I pere.aaliy prefer to be expelled frie ay homeland and my city 
than to remain si.ent in the face of this despicable and oppressive decision 
of the government of israel... This method of domination is how the Zionist 
movement stari..d to work in ite inception... They (the Jews) ask for littie, 
and then take away everything... This is a government which continues to 
trample with impunity ¢11 our rights, useing 411 means; this is a government 
which continues to expel Arabe from their lands, and we have no other re- 
course left but to declare c.vil revolt... Great empires, like the British 
Repire and the Nazi rose and fell. Thie will be the fate of the insolent 
Zionist conqueror...” 


Qawasimah's stand has found wide expression in recen* .  ‘s in the media. 

The gayor of Hebron knows the weight of the media, ac« » does not refuse 
any interviews. He is prepared to answer any ques: ns, but when the question 
is directed to him in a provocative way he circumve ‘+ with a long sono- 
logue, which must have been polished recently. 


Qawasimah is short and appears older than his age. His hair ie graying and 
behind his glasses hides a pair of shrewd eyes. He sits in a comfortable 
office, simply furnished. He ie not given to Rashid al-Shawwa's ceremonial 
behavior, but he does appear to crave respect. He summons his guard and 
aske for coffee and orders to keep people out of the office during the talk. 
Still, che talk is interrupted repeatedly by Qawasimah's aids, who come and 
go with papers to sign, and by members of the city council (in turns out 
later that at least one is an opponent of the mayor) who come to show their 
presence. 


"What is your opinion about the settlements in general, and the settlement 
of Jews near or inside Hebron in particular?” 


Qawasimah does not take time to think. He shoots right back: "We categori- 
cally reject the leraeli se.tlemente in the territories. We consider thes 
illegal, breaking every law and contradicting all conscience. I would like 
to say the following about Kiriat Arba: Back then, the government fenced 
off and closed some 4000 donum of land, and the excuse was ‘security reasons.’ 
Dayan gave Jabri his word at the time, that lerael was going to put up «4 
military base. it turned out later on that we were lied to, and Kiriat Arba 
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Gush Beunia and the Kiriat Arba people.

“Gush Rmundm ie a fanatic rightiet movement which te dangerous both for us 
and for you, lt te an extremiet movement which eteands behind the deciaions of 
the government. The government te forced to react according to what Gush 
Reunie dictates. I have the tmpression they are quite etrong and have un- 
limited influence on the government. The fact that the government has to 
give in to them is seen by me to mean the following: Either the government 
ie part of Gueh Daunim, hence does not oppose it or weakens it, or the govern- 
ment ie #0 weak, that it te not capable of going out againet it.” 


"What are your relations with the Leraeli leftist sovemente!?" 


"I have good relations with several segments of the leraeli people, such as 
Rakah, Sheli, Mapam, and the Peace Now movement. | am not saying we agree 
on 411 pointe, but we do agree on wany. Thus, for example, we are in full 
agreement that the settlements are not the way to peace and understanding 
among nations, but to the contrary; we agree that the Palestinian Arab nation 
must be given ite right of self determination, of deciding ite future and 

ite way of life, and we aleo agree that the same be granted to the leraelis. 
At the same time, we are divided on substantive issues, but we do everything 
possible to broaden our contacts and lessen our disagreements.” 


Qawasimah stope hie flow of words. One of his aids comes in and huddles with 
hia. When the man leaves the mayor starts 4 monologue in which he complains 
that the leraeli people, fed by tendentious media, has the wrong impression 
about the Palestinian people. Thus, for instance, part of the lereali 

society believes that the Palestinian people want to jestroy the state of 
lerael and undermine Iereeli society, which, according to Qawasimah, is not 
true of the Palestinians, but suite the wishes of the leraeli authorities 

and their way of thinking. He pauses, as if to make sure his words sink in, 
and then continues to talk in a soft voice, almost in a whieper: “The actions 
of the government lead to the conclusion, that the government does sot want 
to have Arabe in che territories, that it would have preferred to rule terri- 
tories witn « Jewish majority. Begin says constantly, with a sincerity which 
leaves no room for dowbt, that he considers the West Bank Leraeli land, an 
inseparable part of the promised land. Where, then, is ay country? Where 

ie ey lend which I have cleared and sown? Where ap I? Am I doomed to leave 
ay home, ay homeland’? This in ay opinion is not the right policy for the 
lereeli government to pureve 














“During the protest meeting in Hebron, you gave 4 scathing and extreme 
epeech. Do you think your words aay be interpreted ae an incitement!” 


Combining Life and Politice 


Qawasimah anewers temediately: “I do not incite. There te 4 serious 
difference between words of incitements and words of cautioning. 1 have 
always been direct in my words; I say what's on ay heart, directly. I knew 
there were lereaeli journaliete ia the geeting; I saw the leraeli television. 
For those reasons they wasted to describe we a6 an extremiet. My words were 
distorted. They were sisinterpreted. Anyone who knows me knowe thie is not 
the way | am. After all, ie telling the truth directiy to your face 4 crime? 
When ach an unhappy resolution te adopted, which is designed to rob my 
people, how do you expect me to react, eit with crossed arms? I am telling 
you that I will do everything within ay power to foil thie decision. If 

the government should stand on carrying out ite decision, I and my people and 
the entire city counetl will present our resignation. I was elected by the 
people of the city to work for them, to take care of their problems, to 
safeguard their welfare and their freedom and property. The moment I see 
that | cannot do ay job, I will resign. I will hold the government and the 


people of lerael fully responsible for it.” 


A friend of Qawasimah maintains that with this statement about resigning if 
the government stands on ite decision, Qawasimah acquired many supporters and 
added another block to hie status. Putting his high office in question 

on 4 matter of principle is good public relations and increases his syn- 
pathizers. 


The man who worked for and was identified with the government for a long time 
is now in the middle of a stubborn battle in which he continues to condemn 
the Ieraeli government. Haven't his recent statements and his stands since 
the Baseam Shakke affair and until the Hebron events affect his ties with the 
government’ 


Qawasimah seems to have anticipated this question: "My relations with the 

military government change from subject to subject and from event to 

My relationship with the military government over the years was based 

telling the truth etraight to the face.

All my work at the present is 4 combination of municipal and national affairs.” 


"It ie said about you that you play the game well among lerael, Jordan, and 
the PLO.” 


He emiles with pleasure. He may be considering this 4 compliment. He argues 
that anyone can say what he wante. To him, his character, his honesty, and 

hie way have enabled hia to cultivate relations with all sides. “I am a 
Palestinian,” he declares, “and I tell everyone what I think as 4 Palestinian. 
At times I disagree with the Jordaniang, at times I am in conflict with the 
lereeli government... thie ie the way of the world. In ay consciousness 

Il am 4 Palestinian and ail the other talk does not bother me and makes no 
difference. Let them say what they want,” he sume up with « emile. 


The gayor of Hebron, referred to by all as “Abu Khalid” (after hie firstborn 

eon, Khalid, age 13) joined the leaders in the West Bank in opposing the Camp 

David Accords and the autonomy. Why does he reject the idea of the autonomy, 

which wae designed to end there pressive military rule from which, according 

to hia, he hase suffered so auch?

“are the new statements of the mayors, including your own, an indication of the 
end of the quiet period and the beginning of « period of revolt?" 


"We have not changed our policy. If anyone is looking for trouble it is 
Begin's government, which pursues « very clear policy. We are doing every- 
thing we can to stop the trends of the government. We cannot remain quiet 
when our land and our homes are expropriated, when our lands are being slowly 
taken over. We cannot remain indifferent when a refugee camp is punished 
for a whole gonth, because children threw stones on vehicles, when the go- 
vernment does not lift a finger against the provocations of the Gush Baunia 
people. Aggression and hostilities are not our way, but prolonged restraint 
i@ not 4 solution. We will do everything to protect our lives under the 


occupation.” 


Pahid Qawasimah sees himself as the emissary who was given the task of fighting 
the war of the residents of the territories. He invests every incident with 
a broad seaming in order to use it as ammunition. To thie end he uses his 
Arabic, hie Hebrew which enables him to conduct a subs ve 
and « little English. He does aot rule out any possible forum. 


His success in the Weet Bank as well as outeide it (in hie trip three years 
ago to Saudi Arabia he received a grant of ten aillion dollars, not counting 
the contributions which he collected there); the fact that he gets a listening 
ear across the border has brought hie many enemies. Within his own city 
council he has two opponents who have stated that if there were elections in 
the Weet Bank they would campaign against him. Attorney Rajay Kataba wrote 
an article a few weeks ago in the newspaper AL-SHA'B which comes out in east 
Jerusales, opposing Qawasimah's policies. He did not state it in so many 
words, but the address was clear. Another opponent, Dr (Yumis Zuhayr), 

is aleo « severe critic of Qawasimah. The latter showed how he deals with 
(Zuhayr). During the interview the aan walked into the room (not before one 
of Qawasimah's aids let him knew about it) and sat in the corner, awesimah 
talked end from time to 
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, 
not accept the compliente Qawasimah arrogates unto himself. He ie convinced 
Qawasimah had ade a deal with the authorities to deny him the post and that 
hie words are only meant to quiet his own conscience. Qawasimah's self 
justification doos not eit well with him, and he undoubtedly wishes to 
oppose him in the elections to show him what hie voting power is. For now a 
confrontation between them hae been avoided. The military government learned 
the lesson of the 1976 elections, in which the PLO people captured most of 
the positions of mayors in the Weet Bank. Qawasimah, asked about hie rela- 
tions with Dr. Natasha, prefers to circumvent the question with general 
remarks: “Dr. Natasha is « compatriot of mine, an old friend. We are sons 
of the same people, who suffer from a common body." 


“Abu Khalid” both his opponente and his supporters agree, is quite adaptible. 
He has 4 emooth tongue and knows how to say the right words in the right 
eare in the right tone. In talking to both supporters and opponents he 
appeals to the sentiment, uses flowery words, analogies. He prefers nego- 
tiations to friction and conflict. He exploits hie freedom of speech and 
freedom of action within the control of the government almost to the limit. 
He wae in Bur > ‘set year and met with Arafat. He was asked to explain 
himself, but wae not punished. His friends say that the fact that he was 
not punished gave him self confidence. His opponents stubbornly maintain 
that he was not punished because the government had asked him to deliver 
some message to Arafat. Qawasimah himself keeps strict silence about any~- 
thing pertaining to his meetings with ‘Arafat. 


In Hebron the mayor is appreciated. it is agreed that of all the mayors who 
were elected in 1976 in the West Bank, Qawasimah is the most successful, the 
one who did the most for hie city in relation to the time he has served as 
mayor. 


The military government also appreciates his drive in developing his town. 
There is no doubt that the government would have liked hia 

on gunicipal problems and stay away from the broader issues. Hard-driving 
Qawasimah feels differently. He sees everything now in large proportions. The 
city wth its population of 85,000 is too small for him. He would like to be 
number one in the West Bank, which, as it turns out, is not His 
colleagues do not give in easily, especially since he has a difficult 
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opponent in Nablus. The fact that there are no elections thie year in Hebron 

enabled hi to rise quietly and take advantage of the waves of popularity.

Have Prompted the Creation of Another Investigating Committee”) 


[Text] Some piercing and annoying questions have come up following the 
terrorist attack on Misgav-'Am. Wot only about how the electronic fence 
functions, set only about how the IDF operates, but also regarding issues 
of policy and instruction handed down by the political branch. 


The investigating committee, headed by the commander of the Institute for 
National Security, Maj Gen Ya'akov (Jacky) Bven, will look into all that 
pertains to the military and security aspects. But this time--because of the 
committee's prestige and the fact that it was established by the highest 
inetructional IDF inet (tution--it can only be hoped that it will also con- 
sider other aspects. 


Combat Procedures 


The firet thing that Maj Gen Ya'akov Even and his aides will look into is 
connected with evente tht preceded the 7-th day of Passover in Misgav-'An. 
There were signs of an imminent terrorist attack during the holiday because 
of the timing of a holiday and increased diplomatic activity (Sadat's and 
Begin's visits to Washington). There were also intelligence reports that 
confirmed that. Therefore, the northern commander, Maj Gen Avigdor (Yanush) 
Ben-Gal put his forces on the alert. This is what was done. 


There are still questions to be asked. 
Were patrols in Misgev-'Am reinforced? 


Were there guards on that section of the fence, which is closest co the 
Lebanese border, and through which the terrorists infiltrated? 


Was the kibbutz notified of the alert? 


Were other steps taken? 
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These questions are all around the defense side of the issue. There are 
also questions regarding the offensive aspect, Was it not proper, in this 
case, to aleo undertake 4 preemptive attack? And in general, what is the 
value of such attacks and are they 4 pre-condition to better sealing of the 
border’ 


Maybe the committee will anewer these questions, But one can already wonder! 


This te the second tnvestigation into the Misgav-'Am incident. The first 
investigation was conducted by a colonel and came up with certain findings. 
The conclusion stemming from them--according to Chief-Of-Staff Bytan=-is 
that the infiltration was made possible by a technical flaw which prevented 
alerting the kibbute to it. 


Some sources in the IDF were surprised at ive decision to appoint another 
investigating committee. They claim that the findings of the first committee 
were valid. 


The other aspect where questions arise settles around the decision to go 

into the children's home and to the way the attack was carried out. Because 
of objective reasons it was decided to act fast, since it was feared that the 
terrorists might kill the hostages. It was decided to attack the nursery 

at night. A battle plan was prepared. It then turned out that the unit did 
not succeed in breaking in and that some of the soldiers were wounded by 

the terroriate. When it comes to the first and second attempts, it is most 
likely that the members of the committee will be impressed by the courage 
and bravery of those attacking at night. 





“Each of them deserves an honorable mention. They fought at close range, 
against terrorists with full freedom of movement and with good cover,” says 
a high ranking officer who was in Misgav-'An. 


A third area where questions should be asked pertains to ail that happened 

in the kibbutz from the minute the hostages were taken to the time they were 
freed. Kibbutz members entered the “Narkis" nursery and freed a female member 
who was hiding there. Was it not the IDF's responsibility to do that? Did 
they effectively utilize their weapons, and if not--why? This is what the 
committee ought to consider. 


Other Aspects 


The investigating committee can certainly go beyond the narrow boundaries 

of a committee which tries to determine lessons, accomplishments and ineptness. 
It can also examine other aspects, such as proper fighting means and procedures. 
But it also has to consider political aspects such as retaliation and what is 
implied by it. 
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Tied Hands 


It is only proper to have 4 public debate on this issue, especially on the 
basic qi stion of what should guide the reactions and activities of the IDF 
on the other side of the border--revenge or intelligence reports, which 
indicate terrortet activities? What is the weight of political moves--are 
they not ammunition in the hands of the enemy, who takes advantage of sensi- 
tive political periods when it can be assumed that Ierael's hands are tied’ 
To what extent does the military have to take into account political con- 
atrainte? It is hard to aseume that the committee will anewer all these 
questions. 


It can only be hoped that following the public debate the government will 

not be content with what the IDF does, as far as learning 4 lesson goes. 
Hopefully it will initiate a debate in the ministerial committee for security 
matters. This debate will find clear responses to a long series of unanswered 
questions.

EILAT'S BCONOMY DISCUSSED 
Tel Aviv MA'ARIV in Hebrew 20 Apr 80 p 8 
[Article: “Patt States That Bilat's Economy Cannot Be Based on Tourism Alone") 


{Text} “An international touriem crisis will affect Eilat, too. Eilat cannot 
depend on tourfem only," said Industry, Commerce and Tourism Minister Gideon 
Patt at a news conference held in Eilat. 


According to the minister his office is working for optimal balancing of job 
opportunities in Eilat so that about 50 percent of them will not be tourism 
related. 


Minister Patt disclosed that Eilat will serve as a “model city" for developing 
intensive tourism. "Concentrated efforts on one tourist center and bringing 
it up to international standards has proven itself as both correct and 
feasible.” 


The charter flight season is drawing to an end soon. It has brought in some 
$80 million in foreign currency. Internal tourism amounted to an additiona’ 
IL1 billion. 


“Eilat is finally on its way. In the past year occupancy in hotels reached 
1 million, 650,000 of that number were tourists. At the same time 250,000 
tourists visited the city." These details were disclosed by the chairman 

of the board for the development of Eilat's beach, Tommy Leitersdorf. "There 
are requests for construction of 4,600 rooms in Eilat in the next 7 years. 
This will be in addition to the existing 2,400 rooms. We are scrutinizing 
the proposals very carefully so we do not have, as we had in the past, to 
get rid of speculators." 


According to forecasts the number of hotel rooms in Eilat will be 5,000 
within 5 years and the occupancy rate will reach 2 million, annually. 


Tommy Leitersdorf described the city airfield as "catastrophic." "From an 
urban point of view it is a disaster. We will not allow the port authority 
to invest another IL180 million in it,” he said. 
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The 'Bin-'Evron area, 11 km north of Bilat, is very well suited, in his 
opinion, for the construction of an international airport, "The investment 
of IL) billion necessary for a new airport can be obtained from the parties 
that want to conatruct the hotela. They will buy land there.” 


Rilat's mayor, Gideon Katz, said: “The completion of the withdrawal from 
the Sinai does not worry us. We hope for a peaceful border, Eilat and 
“Aqaba are twin cities with a common interest of preserving the peace." 


Chairman of the Eilat hotel owners’ association, Avi Eilah, complained about 
the lack of professional labor in the industry. "We need 250 experienced 
workers. I. this situation continues we may reach a critical stage where 
service is not going to be up to tourists’ standards." 
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PRICE INDEX NO CAUSE FOR COMPLACENCY

[Editorial: “The Price-Index and Reality") 


[Text] The etaff of the treasury department were pleased yesterday. The 
reason for their satisfaction was the moderate rise in the price index last 
month of “only” 5.1 percent. Compared to increases in recent months, this 
is an improvement. But it is very doubtful that this is a sufficient reason 
for complacency or contentment. It does not comprise a significant curb on 
prices, and the Treasury Department could not promise that this tendency 
would continue in the future. 


In the near future, an increase in oil prices is anticipated, to be followed 
by price increases in transportation, industry and agriculture. This price 
rise is likely to overturn what was seen yesterday as a trend, and the joy 
appears to be very premature. There is no reason for the sense of well- 
being which filled the hearts of the treasury department. 


Inflation has not been curbed. At best, this is an exercise designed to regu- 
late the price rise. And this is not a bad goal. It is a measure that has 
been accepted for years. One does not cure a disease, however, by using pills 
whose only purpose is to lower the atient's fever. Let us not forget that this 
curb was accomplished by means of the price-lowering operation which took place 
before the holidays at a cost of approximately 120 million pounds. We are not 
quibbling about the price. It is fine for Jews to be able to greet the Passe- 
over holiday with a lighter heart. But this action hides another fact--that 
inflation has not really been curbed at all, not compared to the extent of 
inflation in other countries. The road to the achievement of this goal is 
still before us. The price rises anticipated for next month are likely to 
overshadow what appears now to be a restraining effect. 


Certainly the monthly drop is a relief to the treasury department staff who 
have to worry about the size of the national debt which continues to grow 
with every fluctuation of the index. The average citizen, however, cannot 
afford to be reassured by this. He judges by what he sees, and all he has to 
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do is go into 4 store that sells vegetables to see the extent of the price 
rise. it is much greater than is indicated by the index put out by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics. The citizen who needs a kilogram of tomatoes 
has to pay almost twice ae much ae he did before the holiday. Can he be 
reassured, by means of a converted amount, that the prices of vegetables 
have gone up only by a bit more than 8 percent’ 


We will not try to teach the experts how to fight inflation. Actually, it 
is only in recent days that we have had a chance to get 4 look at how we 
have managed to reach a price of 80 to 100 pounds for ~ kilo of tomatoes. 

We have learned that the biggest share of the profite goes to the retailer. 
The extent to which thie difference in profits is justified is not deter 
mined by the consumer. It does, however, raise the question of whether this 
jump is not an important factor in the degree of the price increase. It gust 
bé remembered that the retailer is not the only middleman and that tomatoes 
are only an example of what is happening generally in the economy. ten't it 
time to investigate innovative methods of marketing, or, at least, to limit 
the extent of profits? 


Recently, the public had a chance to learn a useful lesson on this subject. 
The task of supplying strictly kosher items which was accomplished by various 
organizations, including Agudat Israel, reduced the costs for each family by 
quite a bit. These kinds of projects don't happen every day, but there do 
exist public marketing networks which can c me to grips with the problea, 
bring in profite for many families, and, perhaps, even square off against the 
price increases which do act always have objective reasons. 


The price index is there to reflect the reality of the marketplace. The 
index does reflect reality, and it is impossible to change reality by means 
of clever maneuvers, for it is likely to come back and stick out even if we 
try to cover it up. The treasury department must face up to these problems 
with all the powers granted to it. It should not hesitate to initiate actions 
because of considerations o° popularity.

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NATIONAL GUIDANCE COUNCIL TO BE FORMED UNDER INFORMATION MINISTRY

[Text) A royal decree has been issued approving the statute regulating 
the Minietry of Information. 


The etatute provides that the function of Jordanian information is based 
on faith in God and in the epiritual values of the Arab nation; on preser- 
vation of the heritage of the Arab nation and reaffirmation of ite human 
cultural role; and on cohesion of Jordan with the Arab world, since the 
Jordanian people are part of the Arab nation and Jordan is part of the 
Arab homeland. 


The function of Jordanian information is aleo based on strengthening faith 
in the unity of the Arab nation, ite freedom, ite national personality and 
ite cultural role; on commitment to intellectual endeavor, scientific 
methodology and ethice in their general philosophic sense; and on respect 
for the principles of equality and justice. 


According to the statute, the function of Jordanian information is to 
develop and deepen spiritual sentiment and feelings of nationalien and 
patriotiem; to strengthen belief in the constitutional values of Jordan; 
and to share in developing the education of citizens and in promoting their 
productivity. 


The statute provides that in order to draw up 4 complete coordinated national 
guidance policy, a National Guidance Council is to be formed. Its function 
is to draw up 4 general framework for the policy of public information and 
to present specific recommendations to the sinister of information. 


The National Guidance Council is charged with drawing up comprehensive pro- 
posals and recommendations on issues of general principles of informational 
policy and on ways to insure implementation of these principles in keeping 
with the objectives of the statute. The council is aleo to draw up general 
criteria for the responsibilities and obligations of both official and un- 
official information media. The council is aleo to form specialized comit- 
tees to prepare studies and recommendations concerning informational policy 
and draft laws and regulations affecting information affairs.

GOVERNMENT CREATES LEGAL PROVISIONS FOR ALIEN RESIDENCE 
Amman AL-DUSTUR in Arabic 1 Mar 80 p 3 


[interview with Col Palih al-Gharaybih, director of the Administration of 
Poreignere and the Frontiers by Almad Krayshan in Amman, date not given: 
“Pursuit of [llegal Foreigners in Jordan; Computers To Be Used at Frontiers 
To Verify Documente”) 


{Text} Before 1973, the oumber of foreign workers in Jordan was very omall, 
and there wae no law at that time to organize the presence of foreign 
workers in Jordan. 


The economic development and revival of Jordan was accompanied by the need 
for technical manpower to assist this economic development and revival. 
Thus, large numbers of Arab and foreign workers began to come to Jordan. 


When necessity required regulation of the presence of these workers, 4 law 
on the affaires of foreigners was passed to deal with the circums ances of 

these workers, their residence and residence permite, and their pursuit of 
any work within Jordan in complete freedos. 


In order to know the goale of the administration of foreigners, the numbers 
of foreigners who come and those who leave, and the most important achieve- 
mente of border centers at the frontiers with Syria and Saudi Arabia, we 

met with Col Palih al-Gharaybih, director of the Administration of Foreigners 
and the Frontiers. 


Speaking on the goale of the administration, he said: “Pollowing the 
issuance of Law No 24 of 1973, we naturally adopted measures to enable 

the authorities concerned to implement their policy of facilitating travel 
to and from the kingdom, and to encourage those arriving in Jordan in the 
interest of the country, bearing in wind the general policy of the Department 
of Public Security. This administration is equivalent to « show window of 
the country, because it plays an important role in forming the first impres- 
sion of the foreigner who seets the border official. Through ease of 
admission, the new arrival in Jordan can decide that this land can fulfill 











many of his hopes, and assure him of a peaceful stay in a country of secur- 
ity and etability. 


"One of the goalie of thie adminietration ie to guarantee for the foreigner 
@ legal residence in the country, in accordance with the provisions of the 
law of residence and in keeping with security considerations which we pro- 
tect through security measures and careful processing at the border centers." 


We asked: “What are the most important etepe which the administration has 
taken since ite formation?" 


[Col Al-Gharaybih replied: “One of the most important eteps which the 
administration has taken is the organization of inapection tours with the 
intention of alerting, guiding and meeting with the rank and file of border 
officials at their place of work. These tours contribute to the solution 
of many probleme with great speed, because they help improve employee per- 
formance and productivity. In addition, officials on the tour hold emall 
scale educational sessions lasting one week to inetruct employees of border 
control centers on work procedures, procedures for the collection of fines 
for violations, human relations, implementation provisions of the residence 
law, and foreigners’ affairs. To enable the administration to have complete 
control over the residence of foreigners in the kingdom, and to clarify pro- 
cedures which must be followed in granting temporary residence permits and 
dealing with illegal foreigners, we have circulated all necessary instruc- 
tions to the chiefs of police, following the enormous increase in the num- 
bers of workers coming into the kingdos.” 





On the matter of pursuit of illegal foreigners in Jordan, he said: “When 
any foreigner enters Jordan, the border control centers register the rea- 
sons for hie coming to the country and hie address. Article 31 of the law 
states that whoever enters the kingdom illegally is subject to arrest with- 
out warrant. The arrested foreigner will be brought before the administra- 
tive judge who may order his expuleion from the country, recommend to the 
minister of the interior to grant him a residence permit, or remand him to 
a justice of the peace. If convicted by the court, the foreigner is subject 
to a prison sentence of 1 to 6 gonthe, a fine of 10 to 15 dinars, or both 
penalties. In addition, the Jordanian citizen who employs a foreigner who 
does not have a residence permit is subject to prosecution according to the 
provisions of the law. Likewise, any citizen who rents a home to a foreigner 
without notifying security authorities, is subject to prosecution. It 
should be pointed out that there is close coordination between the Adminis- 
tration of aliens and police departments to pursue of fenders. 


"A unit has recently been formed of officers and noncommissioned officers, 
provided with modern devices and sophisticated equipment, to pursue sus- 
pects and turn over offenders to police centers for appropriate legal 
action.” 


Concerning the number of arrivals in and departures from the kingdom through 
ail border control centers for the year 1979 he said: “The aumber of 
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arrivale reached 2,000,462 foreigners. Tre number of departures reached 
1,754,885 foreigners. The number of offenders was 16,804 foreigners. 


Concerning the measures to shorten procedures which the foreigner must go 
through, Col Al-Bharaybih eaid: "A number of measures have been taken to 
facilitate admission to and departure from Jordan in the shortest possible 
time. These include increase of the number of workers at border centers; 
coneatruction of new modern buildings at the border centres of al-Ramtha, 
al-Mudawwara and al~-'Amri; and expansion of custome halle and roade of 
entry, #0 a8 to accommodate the largest possible number of travelers and 
their vehicles. The Administration of Public Security has aleo decided to 
give border officers authority to grant foreigners coming to Jordan emer~ 
gency visas -+ temporary residence permite in order to give the foreigner 
time to go to the Administration of Aliens or a police department. border 
centers have also been provided with a number of members of the tourist 
police, and centers to welcome touriets have been opened to offer services 
and facilities to foreigners coming to visit the country.” 


We asked: “What are the moet important achievements of the border centers 
in the past year?" 


Col Al-Gharaybih anewered: “The administration has facilitated the entrance 
of 2,000,462 foreigners. This covers security procedures, examination and 
endorsement of passports, collection of fees, assistance to customs, and 
regulation of transit traffic of passengers and vehicles. The administra- 
tion offered comparable services to 1,754,885 travelers leaving the country. 


"I must point out here the true brotherly cooperation of Syria and Saudi 
Arabia. Thus, the border center of al-Ramtha is a shared center with our 
Syrian brothers, and so are the centers on the borders with Saudi Arabia. 
Services asked for by one of these states are readily rendered by the others. 


“The border centers also carry out the expuleion of foreigners who commit 
crimes within the kingdom, on the basis of orders from the minister of the 
interior. The border centers aleo look for fugitives sought by the inter- 
national or Arab Interpol, combat all forms of smuggling, check to detect 
users of counterfeit documents, and implement all orders issuing from 
administrative judges and Sharia courts. They also enforce orders and 
regulations with respect to export and import of goods and supplies." 


Concerning the number of those who were granted new or renewed residence 
permite in the past year, he said: “They numbered 33,022 foreigners. The 
number of Arab nationals residing in Jordan reached 42,056. 


He added: “An exhaustive study is being carried out to provide border 
centers with computers for the purpose of examining documents, in order 
to facilitate the entry and exit of travelers to and from the country in 
a few minutes, as is done in advanced nations. In addition, border cen- 
ters are being given the best public security men, who hold high degrees, 
so that performance and service will be superior. 
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"We are presently considering amending the law in order to eliminate some 
of the problems we have run into in implementing the current law. It is 
hoped that al] people concerned will abide by the provisions of Article 14 
of the law. It stipulates that the managere of hotele, inns or any other 
similar places, or whoever gives or rente a foreigner a place to live, must 
notify thie administration, one of ite branches, or the local police depart- 
ment. It ie aleo hoped that the provisions of Article 16(a) of the lew will 
be abided by. These stipulate that Jordanian companies or agencies may not 
employ any foreigner who does not have a residence permit. 


"On this subject, | wish to emphasize that we will impose a fine of 50 
dinare on any company or businessman who employe a foreigner who does not 
carry 4 residence permit, as punishment for not observing the law. I urge 
everyone to cooperate with ue to serve our society, and to achieve the high 
objectives which were incorporated in the provisions of the law for this 
purpose.”

EXPORT-IMPORT DATA FOR JULY 1979 REPORTED

[Text) Dr Burhan al-Shuraydah, director general of statistics, reports 
that the value of Jordan's national exports reached 5.7 million dinars in 
the month of July 1979, compared to 4.1 million dinare in the same month 
of 1970 [sic should be 1978), i.e., an increase of 39 percent. 


The largest importers of Jordanian goods were Arab states. The value of 
exports by them was 3.4 million dinars, compared to 2.1 million dinars in 
the same period of 1978, i.e., an increase of 62 percent. 


The largest categories of exports in the month of July 1979 were: vegeta- 
bles and fruits, 953,000 dinars (17 percent); cigarettes, 222,000 dinars 
(4 percent); and phosphates, 2,269,000 dinars (40 percent). 


Dr Al-Shuraydah reports that the value of Jordan's total imports in the 
month of July 1979 was 55.2 million dinars, whereas imports in the same 
month of 1978 were 36.8 million dinars, an increase of 50 percent. 


The largest exporters to .ordan were: the Arab countries, 11.3 million 
dinars; the [Western] European countries, 28.3 million dinars; the Social- 
ist countries, 4.1 million dinars; and the United States, 3.9 million 
dinars. The corresponding figures for July 1978 were: the Arab countries, 
7.7 million dinars; the (Western) European countries, 15.4 million dinars; 
the Socialist countries, 2.9 million dinars; and the United States, 2.7 
million iinars. 


Imports in the month of July 1979 included: automobiles and automobile 
parts, 7.2 million dinars; boilers, instruments and machines, 5.7 sillion 
dinars; .ron and iron products, 5.5 million dinars; electric equipment 
ani parts, 3.6 million dinars; lumber and wooden products, 1.6 million 
dinars; synthetic fabrics, 1.4 million dinars; and grains, 1.2 million 
dinars.

JORDANIAN OFFICIALS DISCUSS ROAD MAINTENANCE PROBLEMS 
Amman AL-~DUSTUR in Arabic 7 Apr 80 p 5 





{[Article: “Highways in Jordan Fall Apart and Get Washed Away: What Are the 
Reasons for This? And How Can This Be Prevented?") 


[Text] In any country the network of highways is very important and the 
government pays particular attention to it because it connects the cities of 
the country with the outside world and connects the cities and villages of the 
country with each other. 


Each road has definite axle load capacities which it is able to bear and if 
these [maximum] axle loads are increased then the results will be negative 
and they will cause bumps and potholes in the roads. 


A great many of the highways in Jordan are [in places) falling apart and 
getting washed away because of the heavy rains and snowfalls which have 
occurred this year, the likes of which Jordan has not seen for about 30 years. 
The result of these rains has been that the highways are getting washed away 
and are falling apart, and this has constituted an obstacle to traffic on 
these roads. 


AL-DUSTUR has taken a tour around these roads and in order to give you a clear 
picture about the places where the highways are falling apart and getting 
washed away we held several interviews with officials who are responsible for 
the road system. 


With the Minister of Public Works 


Our first interview was with Ma'an Abu Nuwar, the minister of public works, 
who talked about the actual reasons for the [places where] the roads were 
crumbling off and sliding down, collapsing, and getting washed away. 


He said: “The heavy rains and snowfalls which have occurred this year and 
which have enveloped most areas of the Jordanian Kingdom were the things that 
had the greatest effect in causing the considerable damage which has afflicted 
the roads of the Kingdom.” 
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In anewer to 4 question about the [total] figure of these damages, Abu Nuwar 
anewered that the damage due to thie collapsing in the roads is estimated at 
about 5 million dinare, and thie is according to preliminary estimates which 
have been made so far. 


Concerning the responsibility of the ministry to repair this damage to the 
roads, he said: “The ministry of public works (is aware of the geeat respon- 
sibility which has been placed on its shoulders and will make every effort 
to maintain and repair these roads as soon as possible." 


He added: "A discussion about these collapses in the roade has taken place 
with all the public works officiale in the provinces and with the central 
government officiale in the ministry. The result will be a detailed survey 
of the damage which has taken place, and in light of the final report a re- 
quest will be sent to the prime minister to allocate the necessary funds for 
maintenance and repair work. This will include all the measures to be taken 
to protect the roads in order to avoid damage that could take place in coming 
seasons [of rain and snow).” 


Abu Nuwar said that the ministry will set up ite order of prior!ttes in 
maintenance and repair operations so that the first job to be done will be 
the repair of the main highways because of their importance. He said: 
"Work on this has actually already begun. We then began repair work on the 
secondary roads and then the village roads." 


In answer to a question about the bridge at Jarash, which is considered to be 
of great importance in the area, and because it repeatedly collapses every 
year, he anewered: “There is going to be a new bridge at Jarash. It is 
being designed right now, and will be four lanes wide, taking into consider- 
ation future expansion of the road." 


I asked him whether or not chey had acquired the technical means to attempt 
to prevent [the road damage) in the future. 


He answered: “There is going to be an accurate, comprehensive, technical 
study made of all the places where there is damage.” As for the work which 
is intended to be followed, he said: “There will be a work program which 
will take into consideration the elimination of all of the difficulties which 
could be faced by maintenance and repair operations." 


Concerning a question about measures to be taken to lighten the actual loads 
on the roads, he said: “Contacts will be made with the director of public 
safety and the ministry of transportation to prevent transport loads which 
are in excess of the maximum loads which the roads can bear.” 


I asked him whether or not there was an alternative solution such as the con- 
struction cf roads which have the capacity to endure greater loads so that 
the weight of these loads will not damage then. 
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He said: "Such a project would be very expensive at the present time and no 
thought is being given to doing this. The minietry's plane do not include a 
plan of this sort.” And he added: “Our aim is to distribute excess loads 
at the present time in order to maintain the roads that we have." 


Concerning a question about modern means of road maintenance and repair, he 
answered: "We are trying to modernize the equipment of the ministry of public 
worke and to introduce new equipment in order to undertake road repair and 
maintenance by using modern means, according to the most modern and exact 
specifications, and at a cost which is less than the [present] cost of road 
maintenance and repair. The purpose of this is to cut down on expenses, to 
increase our technical skill, and to improve our work and general productivity. 
We hope that we will be able to achieve all of this to the degree that is 
required." 


With the Chief of Highway Administration 


AL-DUSTUR held an interveiw with the chief of highway administration and acting 
deputy minister of public works, Salim Abu Hasan. Salim Abu Hasan talked 
about the provinces in the Kingdom which suffered the most damage. He said: 
"There is a plan for repair and maintenance of the agricultural and village 
roads and for constructing new roads in all of the provinces." 


In answer to a question about the roads that were damaged in the province of 
Ma'an, he said: “The roads that were damaged were the Iskan al-Budul road, 
the Ayl Gharandal road, and the road between Na‘an, Ra's al-Naqb, and the 
Ramm junction.” 


Concerning the collapse of roads which occurred in al-Salt, he said: "There 
was damage in the form of ground being washed away and rocks falling down onto 
the road in seven [different] places. It is necessary to clear the dirt and 
the rocks which have accumulated on the road surface, and to construct walls, 
in addition to protecting the Wadi Shu'ayb bridge by putting reinforced con- 
crete in ite foundation and walls in order to protect its edges. And it is 
necessary to regrade the roadbed in places where the road has sunk and where 
it has cracks in it, and then to resurface it." 


Concerning what is needed to be done about the Mahis-Wadi al-Sir road, he said: 
"For this road we need to congtruct retaining walls which are 100 meters long 
and have an average height of 2 meters.” 


I asked him about the road between al-(Kawlin) and al-Fuhays. He said: 
"This road requires the construction of retaining walls in areas where the 
roadbed has sunk.” 


Concerning the Suwaylih-al-Fuhays road triangle, he said: "It requires the 
construction of retaining walls in addition to regrading the road bed and 
resurfacing it, and it needs the construction of a conduit in the al-Naba' 
area in the road bed near Mahis-al-Fuhays-al-Rumman Triangle." 
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He added that there is also the road between al-Shunah, al-Karamah, the 
al-'Aridah triangle, and Dayr ‘Alla where it is required to clean out conduits 
that have been closed up, to construct access points and roadbeds for their 
entry pointe and exit points, of which there are five, and to construct [more] 
conduits for thie road." 


in answer to a question about conditions in the province of al-Karak, Mr Abu- 
Hassan said: “Damage has occurred to the road which connects the al-Karak 
bridge, the al-Mawjib bridge, al-Aghwar, al-Qaer, Fuqu', (Mara'), the al-Hasa 
bridge, Dhat Ras, al~'Umariyah, Umm Hamat, (Imhi) al-Manshiyah, Adir, al- 

+ ‘rm al-Qasr, the al-Hasa bridge, al-Rashadiyah, al-Tafilah, and al- 


"One of the bridges damaged was the bridge which serves al-Karak, al-Mawjib, 
and al-Hasa." 


Ae for the damage in the province of Irbid, he said: “The damage in Irbid 
was considerable, and this makes it necessary to quickly repair the roads there. 
This is in view of the heavy transport traffic in [the province of) Irbid." 


With an Engineer of Ministry of Public Works 


We had an interview with an engineer, Walid Abu Hasan, who is from the min- 

istry of public works. In anewer to a question about the problems which are 
confronted by the ministry of public works in the operation of maintaining 

and repairing roads, he said: "One of the most important problems is damage 

done to the roads by other groups and agencies which dig holes in order to 

extend water lines and telephone lines and do not make the effort to restore 

the road to its previous condition. I think that there should be coordination 
with the ministry of public works in order to get them to repair the places 

where the holes were dug, in order to meet the specifications of the road's 
previous condition." ' 





I asked him about the role of the technical groups in the agencies and de- 
partments which deal with roads, and he answered: “They are of great importance. 
Unfortunately most of the village and municipal councils lack technical agen- 
cies such as [groups of’ engineers and they entrust work such as this to 

people who have absolutely no specialized knowledge in the field. This is 

one of the greatest causes of damage to the roads." 


Concerning village roads, he said: “The secondary roads, that is, the roads 
between villages, are the concern of municipal and village councils. The 
ministry of public works is not responsible for them. The ministry of public 
works is responsible for the main roads and for roads which connect villages 
with cities and cities with villages.” 


With the Executive Superintendent of Public Works 


Then I met with the executive superintendent in the ministry of public works. 
I asked him about the Jarash road, and in particular about the Jarash bridge 
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which has been the cause of many accidents. This is because it is 4 temporary 
type of bridge which has been currently put up there since the road which goes 
through there is considered to be the connecting link between Amman, the 
northern area, and neighboring Arab countries such as Syria and Lebanon, as 
well ae Turkey. 


He answered: “The building of the bridge there was not done correctly from 
the technical point of view. The reason for thie ie that the technical ex- 
perte were foreigners. They built the bridge there years ago. And this year 
the bridge was not able to stand up the the changes in weather, [especially] 
the rain and snow, eo it immediately collapsed, and we will work on building 
another bridge which will have technical epecifications which will be better 
and more exact.” 


Concerning my question about the etepe which will be taken to repair all of 
the roads in the Jarash and al-Mafraq areas which were damaged this year, he 
answered: “There are a number of jobe which are being carried out. Among 
these jobs are the construction of [subsurface] drainage pipes, fixing the 
areas where the roads have collapsed, and paving the roads with asphalt.” 


As for my question about the bridge which serves Dayr ‘Alla and Abu al~-(Zifan), 
he said: 


"We will be completing the construction of reinforced support walle in order 

to protect the flanks of the bridge, and also we will complete the construction 
of conduits.” As for the road which goes through the southern area of 
al-Shunah, al-Jawfah, al-Kafrayn, and the Na'ur road junction, he said that 
they will be constructing an additional [conduit--the second such pipe--in 
order to absorb water, and that walle and sides for the road will be con- 
structed. This was also be done for the al-Muhafazah road and the al-Aghwar 
road. 


Then I asked him whether or not new desgining for the roads will enable them 
to bear additional heavy loads. He answered: “As for the new roads and the 
roads which we are undertaking to expand, especially the main highways, they 
are being designed as principal roads and on the basis that they are modern 
highways, and we are taking into consideration the weight loads which they 
will be bearing. This we will be doing by means of strengthening the foun- 
dations of the roads." 


Then I asked him about what types of loads he was thinking about. He answered: 
“There are, for example, trucks which carry phosphates, and also refrigerated 
trucks which transport vegetables for domestic consumption.” 


He added that the heavy means of transportation used in the Arab world have 
a tremendous effect on the roads and that the ministry is concerned with 
taking steps to stop the transport of loads which are too heavy. 


He added that excessively heavy loads being transported is one of the reasons 
why there are problems with the desert road and which cause it to be damaged, 
and that this is also true of other roeds which lead to Saudi Arabia via 

al-Azraq. 
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le added that the road damage which occurs leads to many traffic accidents, 


in anewer to @y question about whether or not the technicians in the ministry 
will be getting around to [working on) all of the roade that have been subject 
to damage, he said: “There have been some shortcomings as 4 result of the fact 
that we have been unable to get to some of the highways in order to repair 
them. Thie has been because of the heavy rains.” 


Concerning @y question about village roads, he anewered: “(Those in charge 
of) the programe for maintenance and repair of the roade have suffered embar- 
rasement becauee of the village roads which were constructed without any 
adherence to the principles of engineering.” Then he added that all of the 
damaged bridges and roads would soon be repaired. As for damage caused by 
roads [crumbling off and) sliding down, thie has happened in Wadi Shu'ayd. 
These damages will require special allocations of funds in the form of inter- 
national aid. 


He added that in the winter season the soil underneath the village roads 
gets washed awey and their surface collapses, and that we cannot do anything 


about it except routine maintenance and repair. But he said that 186 kilo- 
meters [of roads) in the Irbid area will be repaired so that they can serve 
as secondary roads. And be added that the funds which have been allocated 


in no way match the extent of the damage which has taken place and which will 
cost a great deal (to repair). 


Difficulties of Driving on Highways 


Then we had an interview with a driver who drives on the road hetween Amman 
and Damascus. He talked about the drudgery of driving on the highway between 


Damascus and Amman, saying: “Driving a vehicle along this road has become a 
disagreeable task because it is somewhat dangerous in some areas near the side 
of the road. This has aiready caused some accidents.” Then he edded: “We 
drivers hope that some steps will be taken to [repair] this road in view of 


the heavy traffic in this area.” 


Another driver who drives along the road between Amman and Irbid said: “Work 
must be done to solve the problem concerning this road 
a lot of the damage being done to it, as well as ite dangers and traffic 
accidents, and we must maintain and repair the road .

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So, we hope that action will be taken to maintain and repair the h 
soon a8 possible, because of the vital role which these highways play 
of linking Jordan with the outside world, and because of the great importance 
which they have for our national economy.

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COMMENTS ON NATIONAL SECURITY PLAN FOR BALANCED ARMY 
Beirut AL-NAHAR in Arabic 20 Feb 80 p 2 


[Editorial by Emil Khuri: “Implementation of Security Plan Requires Accord, 
Beginning With Army; Defense Law Not Yet Sufficient to Achieve Balance; 
Practices, Direction and Choice of Leaders Are Basic Factors!") 


[Text] It seems that the first step toward complete accord is mutual under- 
standing on the matter of the army. There is no way to implement 4 complete 
security plan as long ae this understanding has not been achieved. 


The topic of rebuilding a balanced national army was the main subject of the 
closed meeting between President al-Assad and Prime Minister al-Huss when the 
latter visited Damascus as head of a ministerial delegation. It also was the 
main topic of discussion at a meeting between President Sarkis and Prime 
Minister al-Huss, attended by Foreign Minister Fu'ad Butrus and army commander- 
in-chief General Victor Khuri. 


Examination of the ieeue of the army reveals that the new defense law, which 
requires great effort, a great deal of time, and debate in the parliamentary 
committees and in parliament, is no longer adequate to achieve the required 
balance. A new element which has entered the picture. This is the need for 
assurance of good direction within the army, so that this direction will not be 
hostile to Syria or sational or pan-Arab iseves, as well as assurance that 
such direction will be truely pursued. 


The implementation provisions of the remaining sections of the defense lav, 
which gust be approved and issued as soon as possible, gust be followed by 
widespread reorganization in the army, placing at the head of army institutions 
and commands, officers who are trusted by all and who justify that trust by 
their actions. 


When accord is reached on the army, it will be possible to implement the com 

plete security plan and introduce the army in all regions without encountering 
opposition. Reason: if such accord is not reached, any security plan remains 

mere ink on paper. 
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informed sources say that the Lebanese premier has a detailed etudy of a way 
of restructuring the army on 4 balanced basis to make it acceptable to all 
sides, ready to take over security responsibilities in the various regions 
and carry out ite national and pan-Arab duty according to a defense policy 
which is now being spelled out. 


The same sources add that the establishment of such an army would lead to a 
strong, capable state which could end the existence of petty states, remove 
every illegal armed presence, abolish shows of arms, and stop private broad- 
caste and unauthorized printed material and any other illegal phenomenon. — 


Forming such an army would make it easier to establish strong, solid security 
relations with Sy:ia. Thie ie of greater interest to Damascus than estab- 
lishing relations in other fields, economic or political, because security 

is a crucial factor, and it cannot be achieved without a strong and balanced 
army. Aleo, there is no way to make the Syrian regime confident that there 

is a watchful eye on the security of the two countries when the Arab Deterrent 
Forces withdraw from Lebanon, unless Syria feels that it is handing over 
security responsibility to a balanced army which instills confidence enough 
sound practices and good leadership at all levels. This is what the Syrian 
head of state frankly meant by his statement that the current structure of the 
army is not encouraging and that objections are not directed against the 
soldiers but against the commanders in the army. 


The subject of abolishing sectarianiem in the army may be raised again in the 
context of abolishing sectarianiem in all state functions, so that legislation 
connected with defense may become a purely technical military question. This 
way, sectarian considerations would no longer dominate the army and ite com- 
position. 


it has already been agreed that the principle of abolishing sectarianism in 

the army should be ratified when the national service law is put into effect. 
The issue may be raised as to how long commanders may stay at the head of 

army institutions , and as to reofganizations that should bellow the end of their 
tenure. 


When the amendment of the defense law was studied, some had proposed that 
transfers and reorganizations of army commands take place every 2 or 3 years 
and that the commander of the army serve for 6 years beginning and ending 

with the term of the president of the republic. However, this idea was dropped 
to avoid complications. 





New Attempt to Complicate Matters? 


Some ministers and officials consider a return to discussion of the army's 
structure and its reorganization following amendment of the defense law as 
a new attempt to complicate matters and hinder reconciliation. Furthermore, 
discussion of the reorganization of the army requires a long debate, and re- 
conciliation cannot be held up pending its outcome. 
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When the new defense law was approved, the motive was a desire to achieve 
balance in the army. For this purpose, the inspection board, general secre- 
tariat, military council and defense council were created, and many powers 
were taken away from the commander of the army and given to the military 
council. The army no longer is at the service of the president of the 
republic, except as epecified by law, with the intent of limiting his 
arbitrary use of it. 


If the new defense law which was subjected to a long debate did not achieve 
the required balance, then why was this law passed? Rather, why is it still 
ineufficient to achieve proper balance? And what is the concept of national 
balance in the view of those who oppose the composition of the army and how 
can it be achieved? 


if balance is not a matter of numbers, but a matter of commands and methods 
of running and directing these commands, then balance does not depend on the 
persons who fill these positions, but on the platform and policy and of the 
regime by which they abide. Such a platform cannot be reformed and changed 
by transferring persons from their positions and replacing them with others, 
unless the regime itself begins to change its platform and policy. If the 
system is reorganizations will not actually change anything. If any changed, 
that might cause a break in relations between the military authority and the 
executive authority and separate them. This would threaten the unity and dis- 
cipline of army commands and would make the army a power independent of state 
authority, unrestricted by its orders. State authority would no longer be 
powerful through the army, but The army would overpower the state. 


The ministers and officials who hold this view say that it must be agreed 
that balance in the army can be achieved through laws, principles and 
procedures as well as through choice of personnel, types of command organiza- 
tions and the subjection of these to the test of actual performance. 


Therefore, reconciliation must begin with regard to the army before it begins 
among the politicians. Disagreement on the army is a reflection on them, and 
not the other way round. The army is now fully prepared to play its role not 
only within the borders but on the borders. That became apparent when it 
entered the international zone and tried to enter the region of Marj 'Uyon 
when Ierael intervened and stopped ite advance at Kawkaba. It also became 
apparent in the army's determination to enter Tyre through a phased program 
established in agreement with the UN Secretariat. Implementation of this 
operation is subject to circumstances which permit the international forces 
to carry out their share of responsibility under this arrangement. 


Peace is coming to the South, just as reconciliation is coming to the army. 
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ILLEGALITIES OF BUDGET DECISION DISCLOSED

Chamber of Deputies") 


[Text] The confirmation this week without discussion of a single item in the 
General State Budget by the Chamber of Deputies has created an out-cry that 
hae not [yet] subeided. The matter became /so controverisal! that some 
deputies and newspapers who oppose the manner in which the budget was 
confirmed described the parliamentary session during which the budget was 
confirmed as “the infamous session." Because of what was allocated in the 
budget to the Ministry of Defense and the departments that disburse the 
appropriations and the allocations, the new defense law is now in danger. 
It is the opinion of those who oppose what happened that the objective 
behind what happened was to abort the regulations of the Defense Law that can 
be put into practice. 


It is to be mentioned here that the 1960 budget figures amounted to 4.393 
billion Lebanese pounds, and the deficit amounted to 1.367 billion pounds. 
Minister of Finance Dr ‘Ali al-Khalil attributed this large deficit to the 
exceptional circumstances that Lebanon has experienced and is experiencing. 
The budget was approved and confirmed by a majority of 47 out of 50 deputies 
who attended the session. Many of the deputies were absent: about 35 
deputies. This reflects the extent to which there is a lack of innovation 
and a lack of interest in the budget session. 


The first voice that was heard during that parliamentary session declaring 
that there was a constitutional violation in confirming the budget by means 
of one item [in it] was that of Deputy Hasan al-Rifa'i, an expert on 
constitutional law and the author of several studies that proved some 
statutory and constitutional violations which, according to him, were being 
committed by the government. 


At that time Deputy al-Rifa'i said, “The Lebanese Constitution has very precisely 
and clearly stipulated that the budget be voted on item by item. This is because 
a study of the budget is not confined to the figures that are out of balance, 
but rather to the balance in all the branches of the state's policy. Errors 
have been made in the budget." 
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Deputy al-Rifa'i reminded [his audience) of the 3 billion pounds that had 
been allocated for defense in last year's budget. These funds were not 
spent and were not noted in thie year's budget. It hae been said that the 
fact that [that eum) was not mentioned or included in the budget makes thie 
budget null and void, 


AL-RA'Y AL~'AMM had conducted a complete investigation last year into the 
subject of the 3 billion pounds. It had talked with Deputy Hasan al-Rifa'i, 
Deputy Pu'ad Lahud, chairman of the parliamentary Defense Committee and 
Nazim al-Qadiri before he became minister of labor and social affaire and 
acting minister of the interior. 


Speaker al-As'ad responded to al-Rifa'i's statement about a constitutional 
violation by saying, "There is more than one precedent for such an action by 
the Chamber of Deputies to confirm the budget by means of one iten." 

Deputy Pu'ad Lahud, chairman of the Parliamentary Defense Committee came to 
a conclusion other than that of Deputy al-Rifa'i. He said that voting on 
the budget by means of one item aborts the new defense law. Speaker Kamil 
al-As'ad took exception to that statement and asked that no details be 
mentioned because the discussion was confined to the propriety of voting by 
means of one item. 


But Deputy Lahud went on to say, "The sections of the budget kept the army 
command in charge of administrative items, and this makes us responsible for 
our actions. By such an action we will have aborted the new defense law." 


Then he called for confirmation of the budget by line item. 


The small parliamentary opposition was of no use. The budget was confirmed 
by a majority of the deputies who were present: 47 out of 50. 


Qn the following day Deputy Lahud, chairman of the Defense Committee held a 
press conference in which he announced that the purpose of the budget of the 
Ministry of Defense which was approved by the Chamber of Deputies was to 
abort the new Defense Law because the sections and items of that budget were 
drawn up in accordance with the old Defense Law. 


Deputy Lahud described what happened in this manner. “This is a kind of 
deceit which is intended so that regulations which can be put into practice 
can be issued to the army command without discussion. This would be done 
under the guise of the fact that the Defense Budget had been confirmed by 
parliament." 


The chairman of the Parliamentary Defense Committee went even further than 
that and said that the officials were deliberate in their deception. “There 
were meager appropriations in the defense budget which were earmarked for 
the principal organizations that had been recently established by the 
authority of the new Defense Law. These appropriations were placed under 
the section of reserves so that they would be spent after the regulations 
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that can be put into practice are issued in accordance with what is desired 
for these organizations. But these people forgot that they had left 
appropriations in the section earmarked for the army; these appropriations 
should have gone to other organizations." Deputy Lahud explained what he 
called “distortions,” and he gave several examples of these. He said "The 
wume that are necessary and that are being hoped for for the items that I 
have referred to are in the millions of pounds. According to the present 
budget the commander of the army will dispose of these funds, and this 
means that they want to abort the Defense Law." 


While Deputy Lahud was at his press conference announcing the statements 

that are mentioned above, Radio Beirut, the state's official broadcast ing 
station was broadcasting a statement by a responsible official affirming that 
what had been said about some of the line items of the general budget with 
regard to the defense budget does not accurately reflect reality and that 
one third of the new budget was earmarked for the Ministry of Defense in 
spite of the fact that major appropriations had been placed at the disposal 
of the army commander. 


The source explained in the statement, which was also published by the 
official state news agency, that the ratio of the defense budget to the 

total general budget had not undergone [substantial] change in 1980 from what 
it was last year. That ratio was 22 percent and had been 23 percent. 


The source added, “It is natural for the defense budget to amount to this 
ratio, especially at this stage when the country is experiencing the recon- 
struction of the army. This ratio also includes the budgets of the new 
organizations in the Ministry of Defense; these organizations were stipulated 
by the new National Defense Law. This ratio does not cover the army 
establishment only. The program to spend the appropriations for arming and 
preparing the army will be put into effect with the approval of the Council 
of Ministers and upon its decision to do so, as has been stipulated in the 
text of the new budget law. 


Deputy Lahud heard the statement made by the "responsible official" on the 
state's official radio, and he read it the following day in the newspapers. 
He proceeded immediately afterwards to send a written query to Prime Minister 
Dr Salim al-Huss, to Minister of Defense Mr Joseph Skaff and to the Minister 
of Justice Mr Yusuf Jubran. His query stated [the following]: 


"I read today in the newspapers a statement that was attributed to a responsible 
official, and I also heard the statement on Lebanon's official radio. The 
official responded in this statement to the questions that had been raised 
around the budget of the Ministry of Defense. Since I was one of the deputies 
who had raised the subject of violations in the budget of this ministry, I 

am, therefore, concerned with the official's reply. Please let me know if 

the official source made his statement with your knowledge and if, accordingly, 
you subscribe to its purport. Please let me know to what extent this statement 
conforms to the government's policy in this regard." 











Furthermore, the national newspapers of the opposition had some things to say 
on the same day about the appropriations of the Ministry of Defense and what 
they mean with regard to the manner in which they were earmarked, with regard 
to the manner in which they were approved by the Chamber of Deputies, and 
with regard to what that appioval means. 


One of the newspapers that speak for the Parliamentary National Movement 
accused the responsible official of deliberate distortion and of ignoring 
facte for the purpose of misleading public opinion. 


The newspaper stated, "The responsible official ignored the deficit in the 
budget which amounted to approximately 1.3 billion pounds or close to one 
fourth of the budget, and he aleo ignored the reserve funds. In order for 
the ratio of the defense budget to be accurate and realistic, we must deduct 
from the general budget the figures for the reserve funds and the debts that 
must be met. We must add to the defense budget the secret allocations and 
appropriations that are to be spent for providing the army with weapons. 
After making a division, we will find that the ratio of the defense budget 
which is 914 million and 7,979,300 pounds [sic?) will jump to more than a 
third. Will the responsible source explain this?" 


The question is still causing commotion, and it is being bandied about in 
political and parliamentary circles.

[Text] Mr Muhein Dalul is one of the leaders of the Socialist Progressive 
Party in Lebanon and is the party's vice president. He ie at the same time 
a figure who affects the actions of the Lebanese National Movement as a 
whole. He is characterized by his realistic positions which are based on a 
reading and an understanding of events. He also always places Lebanese 
events in the context of the Arab situation as a whole so they can be under- 
stood [in that context). 





Accordingly, we had this interview with Mr Dalul, and he said that building 
Lebanon was the best way [for achieving) accord. Accord cannot be achieved 
in Lebanon unless institutions are built in a manner tliat seeks the welfare 
of Lebanon in the context of Arab interests and pan-Arab questions. 


[Question] Do you think that the step the president of the republic has 
taken in the area of accord will succeed? 


[Anewer) The success of the step that President Ilyas Sarkis has taken for 
bringing about an accord is tied to the measures that he will resort to in 
the near future. It is aleo tied to the steps which follow that of announcing 
the message that pertains to accord. 


The message that was announced to the people by President Sarkis included 
general principles or rather topics of sensitive subjects whose substance 

had to be dealt with and confronted with courage and patriotism. It is our 
opinion that the step President Sarkis took is the beginning of the road to 
solve the bloody struggle. Its success is tied to the steps that aust follow. 


[Question] What is your opinion of the measures that were announced by the 
Supreme Defense Council? 
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[Anewer) We support these measures because they define Lebanon's identity 
and, accordingly, define aleo the functions of the Lebanese army. These 
measures explain | . full way that Lebanon's principal enemy against whom 
the weapons of the -cbenese army are to be turned is Lerael. It is lerael 
that ie threatening the destiny, the homeland, the land and the people of 
Lebanon. The seasures Chat hav. been taken fall within thie underetand ing 
of the enemy. lerael ie the enemy of Lebanon ae it is the enemy of any 
Arab country. Thies quest be taken into consideration when any decisions 
are made or measures taken. 


The Road to Accord: Practical Steps 


[Question) Do you believe that the road to accord can be achieved simply by 
proclaiming a political document, or do you think that another practical 


atep ie imperative? 


[Anewer] It is our opinion that « practical step must be taken with regard 
to accord. What would be the use of proclaiming a document and of being 
satisfied with such a proclamation? Accord then becomes mere 

that soon turne into rifling the legal government which proclaimed it. We 
are convinced that President Sarkis must draw up « plan to implement the 
accord. This plan is to adopt solutions that are based on the articles of 
the document of agreement. This is the opportunity that the legal government 
has at thie time during which many parties are in agreement about the accord 
and the need for it. 


[Question] In the past opinions have been divided about accord. There were 
those who said that accord was the agreement of those who were at war with 
each other; and there were those who thought that accord was a sectarian 
agreement. What do you think about this? 


[Anewer) A genuine accord is not one that is established among those who are 
at war with each other, and it aleo may not be sectarian. If we were to 
coneider accord to be an agreement among those who are at war with each 
other, it becomes a peace or a division of spoile that follows combat. If 
we were to consider it accord among the sects, we would be sentencing Lebanon 
to perdition because we must build Lebanon on sound principles, and we must 
get away from the hateful notion of 4 sectarian Lebanon to « notion of a 
nationalist Lebanon. We must proceed on the basis of sound notions that 
serve Lebanon as a homeland and that serve all the people of Lebanon as 
citizens of the same homeland who are distinguished from each other only by 
the sacrifices they make for their country, for its progress and for 


enhancing its importance. 


In the Socialist Progressive Party we consider building Lebanon to be the 
best method [for achieving] accord. Accord will be achieved by building 
the institutions in a way that makes their objective the welfare of Lebanon 
and the establishment of a state for all the Lebanese in the interests of 
all the Lebanese. This is not to infringe upon Arab interests and pan-Arab 
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questions as @ whole, chief among which is the question of the people of 
Palestine. The fact is that we are not to be permitted to continue thinking 
along sectarian and regional lines after thousands of our people lost their 
lives and after our country wae destroyed, and we are not to be permitted to 
insist upon sectarian privileges at the expense of other citisens. 


Which Army Ie To Go to the South? 


[Question) There is talk about sending the army to South Lebanon is the key 
to accord. In your opinion can the army be sent to the South before all the 
parties, including the Palestinians, come to an agreement about thie matter? 


[Anever) Sending the army to the south ie « step that cannot be carried out 
without all the parties, and especially the Palestinians. The agreements 
that were made between the Lebanese government and the PLO must be honored. 


On the other hand, we can ask, which amy is to go to the south? 


Why would they want to send to South Lebanon the army that wes not cherged 
to interfere to prevent the bloody clashes between the Phalangist and the 
Liberal parties in Kasrawan, in al-Jubayl and in al-Batrun? What can it do 
there? What would its functions be? If the objective is to regain the 
coastal strip and to destroy Sa'd Haddad's omall state, let them do so, 

and we will a1] support then. 


But if the objective is to deal a blow to the National Movement and to the 
Palestinian Revolution, we will never accept that. Sending the army to the 
south is tied to the establishment of a national balance within the insti- 
tution of the army. We want an army that would protect the unity of Lebanon, 
of all Lebanon. We want an army that would be the primary guarantee of the 
sovereignty of Lebanon--an army for all the Lebanese; an army that is aware 
of Lebanon's Arab position and of ite ow functions which are defined by the 
president ial message on accord. 


The Isolationist Front Behind the Pailure of the Pollow-Up Committee 


[Question] Where does the Arab Follow-Up Committee come into the current 
accord process, especially since there are fraternal countries like Kuwait 
and others which made efforts in this regard? 


[Anewer) The Arab Follow-Up Committee has made several recommendations in the 
past, but the Isolationisc Front has deliberately thwarted its efforts. This 
time the accord process is not tied to the Follow-Up Committee. The Lebanese 
government, however, can benefit from this committee if it finds that it can 
have a role in the Lebanese course of accord, and it is imperative that this 
committee have a role. Lebanese accord is not outside the sphere of Arab 
interests, and especially the interests of some member countries, [like] 
Syria, Kuwait or others, which have made and are still making efforts in 

this area. 


What is important in our opinion is that we as a goverment have the will to 
bring about this accord. It is then that we can draw up « plan for action 
and mobilize all the Lebanese, Arab and even perhaps internat ional capabilities 
to carry this out. 
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ABANDONED SHIPS CLOG PORT OF BEIRUT 
Beirut AL-NAHAR in Arabic 18 Feb 860 p 5 


[Article: “Because the Port of Beirut Gradually Turned Into a Graveyard as 
of the Early Sixties, Port Company Asks Resources Directorate to Clear the 
Confiscated Vessels from Firat Dock") 


[Text] The president of the Beirut Port Administration Company, Henri Far'un, 
sent the General Resources Directorate of the Ministry of Hydroelectric Re- 
sources, 4 letter in which he discusses the problem of confiscated, aban- 
doned, or sunken vessele in the first dock of Beirut harbor. He asks that 
the doctrine of judicial exceptions be applied in this matter. 


The letter says that the first dock in the Port of Beirut began “from the be- 
ginning of the Sixties to gradually turn into a graveyard of ships of various 
kinds. 


He explains that the ships of which he complains were deserted and abandoned. 
Some of them are sunken, some are on the verge of sinking, some are likely 
to break loose because of sudden storms. Seizure cases have been neglected 
and are almost impossible to pureve. They all constitute an obstacle to 
navigation and hurt the company and the treasury by constituting obstacles 
and not paying port fees. They also cause loss of use of the dock. 


In the past 2 years the situation has become so serious that there are now 

i? ships at anchor or sunk in the firet dock. The ten at anchor are (Rundan), 
(Kisun), Riyadh-S, Augusta, Nada, Maro, Christina Marie, Bvita, Tamarya and 
Ba‘albak. 


Removal of these ships is hindered by the fact that judgements passed regarding 
them are not implemented. This is because the state (the Beirut Port Authority) 
does not have the technical means to implement the judgement, or because 

the judgement is passed after the vessels are extensively damaged or sunk 
because they have no crew on board to maintain then. 


The letter says that the company had previously obtained a ruling from a 
magistrate of urgent cases in Beirut giving the Lebanese government per- 
mission to take the place of the owner of the vessel Ba'albek, but the ship 
concerned had already sunk. 
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The Port Company's particular complaints are situations where vessels are con- 
fiecated and then everyone from the bailiff to the owner of the vessel washes 
hie hands of the confiscation and ite results, The Naval Agency does not 
consider iteelf responsible, and the receiver (the head of the Port of Beirut) 
ie saddled with the responsibility. The captain of the ship and ite crew 
abandon it, and it remaine without maintenance, Most of the owners do not 
know or care about the fate of their ship because the cost of maintaining and 
preserving it surpasses ite value. 


The letter proposed “reconsidering the law in effect" with a view to speed 
up the confiscation operation and “creating a technical apparatus attached 
to the Port Authority.” 


The letter aleo asked enforcement and judicial authorities to adopt the 
following enfo. cement methods: 


1. Issuing no confiscation decision unless the petitioner pays in advance 
@ eum sufficient to cover the expenses of the receiver and the cost of main- 
taining the confiscated vessel for 6 months, as well as all prior and sub- 
sequent fees. 


2. Applying the doctrine of judicial excepcions to cases brought before a 
magistrate of urgent cases with regard to petitions submitted by the Advisor 
on Naval Affairs, now called the head of the Department of Land and Sea Trans- 
port, in accordance with article 13 of resolution no 166/LR of 3 July 194) 
based on resolution no 98/LR of 3 April 1941. Thie doctrine permite a 
magistrate of urgent cases to allow the Department of Land and Sea Transport 
to take the place of the owners of sunken or stranded vessels, and do what is 
necessary to set afloat, demolish, or disassemble a vessel within the limits 
of ite salvage value. 


The text of the aforementioned article 13 is as follows: 


"If a veesel is sunk or strauded in a port or canal or in a navigable passage 
and obstructs navigation, the Advisor for Naval Affairs may inform the owners 
or captain of the vessel that it gust be set afloat or raised without delay. 
If neglect is established, the president of the court of first instance by 
decision of a magistrate of urgent cases may permit the Advisor for Naval 
Affaire to take the place of the owner of the vessel, and carry out flotation 
or demolition procedures at the expense of the owner of the vessel and at 
his responsibility within the limits of the salvage value of the vessel." 


it is clear from this text that it is possible to apply the doctrine of ju- 
dicial exceptions. 


This text surmounts the difficulties of notification during a trial and the 
difficulties created by the principle of appeal from lower to higher and 
higher courts. The exception doctrine saves time when a vessel is in danger 
and limite flotation or demolition expenses to the salvage value of the vessel. 


"In conclusion, the letter says, “Our goal was and still is to eliminate loss 
to [the Port Authority] and the treasury, because, in the final analysis, they 
are the only losers in this difficult situation.”

Hie excellency said, “With regard to compensations, I would like to say that 
compensations were originally made in accordance with a decision made by 

the Council of Ministers and according to instructions from the crown prince. 
This is because no land or property could be seized from any citizen before 
he is compensated. If (funds for] compensation are there, the land or the 
property is seized, the owner is paid and expropriation takes place. The 
fact is that as far as roads are concerned, the situation for expropriation 
may be unusual in the cities or the gunicipalities. This is because the 
planned course of the road lies in land which has no marks of ownership. 

It is land that is not cultivated and does not have any buildings. in 

fact, ownership of part of this land may be quite old. Land will, therefore, 
be expropriated without [securing] prior evidence that it is owned by someone. 
Then, after the project is begun or when it is about to begin, the owner of 
the land would ask for compensation. Accordingly, disbursement of funds 

due to those entitled to compensations will be delayed for a similar reason. 
The fact is that these are matters that the ministry has been facing in a 
major way in recent years. This [situation] has increased the sum of 

money which is required for compensations since what was allocated in the 
budget was not enough for these sums. The ministry, therefore, had to take 
this matter up with the Council of Ministers. Accordingly, the committee 
thet you asked about was formed. It is made up of his excellency the 
minister of finance, his excellency the minister of planning and the 
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minister of communications, Actually the committee thought that the 
undersecretaries of the three ministries should meet to consider the subject 
carefully. They were to present their recommendations to the cabinet 

when it meets, and we hope thie will be as soon as possible. We would 

then, God willing, submit our final recommendations to the Council of 
Ministers.” 


Hie Excellency al-Shaykh Husayn al-Maneuri the minister of communications 
spoke about the projects of the southern district that are listed in next 
year's budget. “Regarding the projects that are in the budget, we will 
actually begin on the third development plan early in the year. I am not 

in a position to let you know specifically which projects will be implemented, 
but I can tell you that several projects will be implemented either in hajran 
or in the southern district in general. [This includes) agricultural roads 
and principal roads. Each one of these roads has a long program that will 

be implemented during the plan. We hope that many of the roads that have 

not been in operation in previous years will be pleted during the plan. 
When there is an opportunity. I will tell you «; ‘leally what are the 
projects that will be implemented. As far as Na\cren is concerned and our 
meeting with His Excellency al-Shaykh Fahd al-Khelid al-Sadiri, we agreed 

in principle that certain roads must be given priority and their implement- 
ation guet begin in the next fiscal year which is to begin 2 months from 

now. We will begin [working] on these roads. According to the information 
that we looked into, these will be the important roads that area residents 
will focus on and whose quick implementation they are asking for." 


About the Najran-al-Qadimah~-al-Faysaliyah Road which is narrow, his 
excellency told AL-RIYADH, "Road designs in the kingdom do not deviate from 
road designs that are used in the United States and in Burope or in any one 
of the advanced countries of the world. We do not build special roads. 

The Ministry of Communicat‘ons builds roads according to the most modern 
standards of world engineering. One cannot say whether the roads would be 
narrow or wide, or whether they would be two-lane, three-lane or two-way 
roads with six or four lanes separated by an island. This is because these 
roads are designed according to the traffic. The more traffic there is on 
a road, the gore possible it becomes to expand that road. As far as making 
the Najran-al-Qadimah-al-Faysaliyah Road a two-way road," his excellency 
al-Shaykh Husayn al-Mansuri the minister of communications said, "This road 
will be a two-way street in the near future, God willing."

WATER PROJECTS IN CENTRAL DISTRICT--The Public Administration for Municipal 
and Rural Affaire in the central district has invited a number of consulting 
firme to study the dev-’ oment and expansion of water systems in seven of 
the cities of the cent . district. This statemenc was made to AL~RIYADH 
by Mr Ahmad ‘Abdallah al-Mash'al the director general of the central 
district for municipal and rural affaires. He aid that the purpose of these 
studies was to expand and develop existing water systems and to build new 
tanke in al-Quway'iyah, (al-Muzahimiyah), Durma, al-Dawadimi, ‘Afif, 
Jalijil and Huaraymila. He added, “The administration will study the pro- 
posale of these consulting firms, and then it will give one of them a 
contract. These studies will last for a period of 10 months from the 

date of the contract." It is worth mentioning that the administration had 
already charged a number of consulting firms with conducting studies for 
expanding and developing the existing water systems in (al-Dar'iyah), 
Hawate Sadir, Rawdat Sadir, (al-Majma'ah), Thadiq, (al-Fatir) and

ISSUE OF EMANCIPATION OF WOMEN DISCUSSED 
Damascus TISHRIN in Arabic 17 Mar 80 p 6 


[Article: "A Look at the Condition of Women in Our Country. Liberation 
Begine with Health, Food, Housing. Emancipation of Women Requires Change 
in Production Potential") 


{Text} It is possible to view a multitude of incidents and situations and 
come up with a conclusion regarding the perennial problem. 


Um Ahmad lives a quiet life along with her husband's second wife, Um Salim. 
Both women accept the situation. 


Um Ahmad says, “This is the way it is. All men get married and we women 
cooperate for the wellbeing of our children. There is nothing wrong if 
Abu Ahmad takes another wife, as long as both myself and the new wife will 
share the work.” 


Um Ahmad does not believe that she has any marital rights besides food, 
childcare and farm work. 


Abu Ahmad considers that the situation is acceptable as long as it prevails 
as an acceptable social tradition. This was the first case. 


The second case deals with a woman who works at the glass factory of Dummar. 
She desires to leave her job now, since she has no one to take care of her 
four children while she is at work. However, she desperately needs the job 
for the income, since her husband is also a laborer at another factory. 


Response of the Law 


The third case deals with a university student nearing graduation. She com- 
plains about the social inequality between men and women. She is demanding 
personal freedom and equal opportunities for both sexes. This student con- 
tinues to talk about the plight of women and about the necessity of breaking 
the social chains which bind women in our society. She also makes a compari- 
son between progress and regress and offers proof and evidence. 
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The fourth case deals with a young girl called Basima. Her parents require 
her to restrict her childhood activities so as to help her mother in the 
house work rather than playing with the neighborhood children after school, 
Basima's mother tries to put doubts and fears of men in general in her 
child's head, tries to convince her child that her protector and savior 
will no doubt be an individual she intensely dreams of. 


There is no doubt that other cases, examples and people with different 
stories exist. However, all these stories and cases can be classified 
under the four previously mentioned categories. 


Underdevelopment of Living Resources 


We have social suffering which is a result of the underdevelopment of living 
resources. The first case shows that the need for a large number of people 
to do agricultural work leads to polygamy and consequently to the loss of 
identity. This does not mean the loss of equality, since this equality is 
not subject to discuss as far as the hierarchy of the family is concerned-- 
the father being the only boss. 


The need for additional workers justifies the high birthrate. This in- 
creases the number of working members in a situation where there is a high 
rate of infant mortality due to lack of health care, remoteness from city 
health centers, and the lack of education. 


The Balance of Economic and Social Development 


We also have suffering which is a result of the lack of balance between 
economic development and social necessities. In this regard, we find that 
production which was in the hands of the family unit, has come under the 
control of large companies which have a rising need for workers. This 
being so, there is a need for adequate conditions to facilitate social 

work especially, since financial results become the property of the group, 
not the individual. Some of the required conditions are availability of 
daycare centers for those children whose mothers are needed in the work- 
force, since society cannot do without two functions for the woman--bearing 
children and working in the large world of production. 


The third type of social suffering results from women's awareness of their 
restricted existence and their aspiration for a different life where they 
can attain personal ability, personal freedom, equality between men and 
women and a form of family where responsibilities are shared. All these 
aspirations are inadequately met by the law which is not keeping pace with 
economic and social development. 


There is no doubt of some similarity between the third and fourth cases, 


since both suffer from inadequacy of income. The law is a restrictive 
factor here, yet it is an effect, not a cause. The law is a response to 
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the need for quick social development. But the slowness of the response 
iteelf complicates the problem. Thus, it intensifies contradictions which 
have a negative effect and which turn the law into a stumbling block in the 
way of another step forward. 


The Future 


The fourth case relates to the future. What do we want this future to be 
and how can we realize it? In anewering this question, we can lay down 
the basics of what is required for a good future. 


That which is required is a tremendous effort, and requires the elimination 
of imaginary obstacles which hinder progress. However, we always avoid a 
meaningful discussion of reality when we look into our probleme and crises. 
The alternatives are real’ juite clear. That which the woman needs as a 
substitute for her lack:«: sans is the means themselves, which can be 
translated into developr ~' of agriculture in the countryside and establish- 
ment of daycare and hea centers in the city. The substitute for 
dependence on others is rictly economic dependence on oneself, and, 
eventually, participation in supplying the needs of the family. The sub- 
stitute for the inadequacy of current laws is to effectively develop these 
laws by taking into account both present and future. This was simply put, 
although this matter is not that simple. 


In addition to that which we have mentioned, it is important to get to know 
the woman in our society in the light of scientific data and actual research. 
We have to know the actual birth rate and the death rate among women and 
infants. We have to collect data on the effect of the different types of 
work on the woman. We have to collect information about working and non- 
working women and we have to study the possibilities of increasing the use 
of women's potentials. 


We really should return to take up again the issue of the liberation of 
women, and of exploited women. However, this would not be practical with- 
out public participation, and without an understanding of liberation in the 
particular circumstances of society on the road of progress.

PLANS TO FURTHER LNCREASE PHOSPHATE PRODUCTION REVIEWED 
Damascus T1SHRIN in Arabic 5 Mar 80 p 3 


[Article: "Efforts To Improve Phosphate Quality and Increase Phosphate 
Transportation Capacity"] 


[Text] The phosphate company produced 1.167 million tons of phosphate 
during 1979. This volume secured the highest level of exports for the 
company, and was 101 percent of planned production. In the field of improv- 
ing the quality of phosphate, the company is currently studying the estab- 
lishment of phosphate cleansing units. The company also intends to purchase 
90 trucks to increase its shipping capacity. Company officials stated that 
work is near completion at the drying plants in al-Sharqiyah. They will 
have a production capacity of 1.2 million tons of phosphate, and will begin 
operations during the second half of 1980. 


The officials added that the 1970 legislative decree number 22 assigned 
development of nonmetallic resources such as phosphate and rock salt to 
the General Phosphate Company which was formed then. The company thereupon 
secured contractors for the construction of 3 plants for the production of 
raw phosphate: 1 in Khunay/ys with an annual capacity of 300,000 tons, 1 in 
al-Sharqiyah A with an annual capacity of 600,000 tons and 1 in al-Sharqiyah 
B with an annual capac‘tty of 300,000 tons. In addition to the productive 
functions, the decree charged the company with phosphate transportation. 
Thus, the company delivers the phosphate to the port of Tartus. The company 
purchased 180 trucks, 80 with a load capacity of 35 tons and 100 with a 
capacity of 40 tons. A shipping department of the company was formed to 
store the produced phosphate in special silos, and to load it on ships by 
means of special equipment which has a loading capacity of 1,000 tons per 
hour. 


In addition to its efforts to increase storage capacity to 100,000 tons of 
phosphate, the company is working on improving the quality of produced phos- 
phate by means of new phosphate facilities in Khunayfys and al-Shargiyah. 
The company is also seeking to increase production capacity from 1.2 million 
tons to 3 million tons annually. This increase will be realized by means of 
additional plants in Khunayfys and al-Sharqiyah. The phosphate company is

aleo in charge of the entire operation @ producing rock salt in the country 
by meane of which the local demand for table and industrial salt is being 
met. 


The company officials continued: “The 2,700 people who work in phosphate 
plante live under hareh working conditions due to the nature of the indus~ 
try. However, the company, in an effort to compensate for such cond! tions, 
offers free housing, medical care, food and transportation. The company 

ie currently establishing a daycare center for young children, in addition 
to playgrounds and swimming poole for the working force and achoole for 
their children. in spite of harsh working conditions at the mines and 
austere social life in the desert, the workers are determined to face all 
challenges through their hard work and to assert national unity by means 

of standing united in their common life. In their effort to increase their 
productivity, which ie already at high levele as of the beginning of March, 
the workers realise the national meaning of increasing production and produc~ 
tivity.”

ABU DHABI RULER INTRODUCES NEW PARLLAMENTARY AMENDMENT 
GF191418 Abu Dhabi Domestic Service in Arabic 1230 GMT 19 May 80 


{Text} In hie capacity as ruler of the Emirate of Abu Dhabi, UAE President 
Shaykh Zayid ibn Sultan Al Nahayyan hae issued a government decree amending 
some of the provisions of government decree No 39 of 1972 on the by-laws of 
the Federal National Council. 


The amendment states that the Council shall elect a speaker and a deputy 
speaker from among ite members in the first sitting of its legislative 
session. The amendment aleo states that the terms of both the speaker and 
deputy speaker shall end when membership in the Council is terminated or 
when the Council is dissolved. The Council will have an annual ordinary 
term that shall not be less than 8 months and will begin in the first week 
of November. The amendment states that the Council shall meet every Monday 
unless it is decided otherwise or other meetings are deemed necessary. 


According to the amendment, unless the Council gives its permission no Coun- 
cil member can be subjected to any judiciary investigation, search warrant, 
arrest, imprisonment or any other judiciary measures while the Council is 
in session and unless the member is caught committing a crime. The amend- 
ment states that the Council should be notified at ite first sitting or any 
punitive measures taken against any one of its members during its recess. 
The continued validity of euch a measure is dependent on the Council's 
sanction. If the Council does not issue a decision within 1 month of the 
date on which a request is made then it shall be considered that permission 
has been granted. 


The amendment includes a new article that provides for submitting a request 
to the Council's speaker to have a member's immunity revoked and to allow 
the minister of justice or anyone who wishes to file suit against the Council 
member in the courts.
